To TELL the story of the discovery, settlement, and upbuilding of America'a 
most populous and richest State (properly termed the Empire State), is to relate 
the history of the early days of the groat republic, for through the portals 
of the world-renowned metropolis of the Western Hemisphere the first colonists of 
the " new land " came from the too-much-goverued countries of Euroj)e, spread 
themselves over the Red Men's domain from ocean to ocean, and founded a nation the 
like of which never before existed and which to-day is the envy and admiration of 
both Christendom and Heathendom. The growth of the New AVorld and its Empire 
State have been marvelous, and in the whole realm of history, ancient and modern, no 
parallel record is to be found. The pioneer settlers were fugitives from despotic rule 
hunters for freedom and peaceful homes, and men ready to face dangers by flood and field 
to win habitations and liberty for themselves and families. The country of which they laid 
the foundations has become one of the most extensive and populous on the globe, and while it has been devel- 
oping its resources, materializing its entombed wealth, perfecting its free institutions, and teaching the rest 
of the world the lesson of self-government, the dynasties of the Old World have been losing their grip upon 
the people, tottering to their fall, and, in some instances, losing their very identity by absorption. 

Ele\-en years before the Puritans stepped from the Mayflower on to the historic rock of Plymouth, an 
Englishman, Ilenrv Hudson, a navigator in the service of the Dutch, had found his way to Xcw York Bay, and 
there discovered what is now the western terminus of the principal ocean-ferries of two vast Christian conti- 
nents, and, jjrospectively, the leading city in the world. This was in 1G09. Tradition, however, has it that 
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seventy years before this epoch, a Florentine, named Verrazano, in the employ of the French Government, was 
in New York Bay with .a ship. If truth is in the tradition, neither Verrazano nor his employers deemed 
it worth while to take advantage of the discovery of wliat has proved to be the gateway to one of the greatest 
nations of the earth. Hudson and his employers, however, were of a different mould. He sailed up the 
beautiful river which has since borne his name, and proceeded as far as the present site of Albany. The 
country thus discovered was inhabited by the Mohawks, a formidable and war-like tribe of Indians ; and the 
Manhattans, who inhabited the island on which New York City is built, were also a fierce and war-like v on. 

THE BOUNDARIES OF NEW YORK. 

Before entering into details of the early history of the New Netherlands, as the now flourishing and 
populous State of New York was called by the first Dutch settlers, it should be observed that the State, as now 
constituted, is, exclusive of Long Island, about 408 miles long, but, inclusive of Long Island, is about 480 
miles long ; while in breadth, from north to south, it is about 310 miles, the whole including a superficial area 
of 46,085 square miles. It is situated between 89° 45' and 50° latitude north and between 70° 56' and 79° 
55' longitude west from Greenwich, or 5° 06' east, and 2° 53' west from AVasliington. It is bounded on the 
north by Lake Ontario, the river St. Lawrence and Lower Canada ; on the east by Lake Cliamplain, Vermont, 
Massachusetts and Connecticut ; on the south by the Atlantic Ocean, New Jersey and Pennsylvania ; and on 
the west by Pennsylvania, Lake Erie and the Niagara River. The Hudson and Mohawk Rivers naturally divide 
the State into three geographical sections of unequal size. The first, or eastern section, comprises Long Island 
and that portion of the State lying east of the Hudson River and Lake George. The second, or northern 
section, embraces all the country lying north of the Mohawk and Oswego Rivers ; and the third, or southern 
section, the vast and fertile tracts lying south and west of those rivers. 

THE MOUNTAIN RANGES. 

New York State forms a portion of the elevated table land of the United States, broken in some places 
by mountain ranges, and containing some remarkable depressions which form the basins of lakes and channels o( 
rivers. The loftiest part of this table land occurs in the western section of the State, where Lake Chautauque 
is from 1800 to 2000 feet above the level of the sea; and although it is but nine miles from Lake Erie it dis- 
charges its waters by the Alleghany and Ohio into the Mississippi, and thus affords boat navigation to the Gulf 
of Mexico. Franklinville and Angelica to the east, although situated in valleys, are respectively 1580 and 
1430 feet above the sea. In the eastern section the Taghkanac or Taconic Mountains lie on. the borders of the 
State from Lake Champlain, southward to Putnam county, at which point their course, diverging to the south- 
west, crosses the Hudson at West Point, and is continued thence into New Jersey and Pennsylvania under the 
name of Kittating Mountain. This range forms a dividing line between the waters flowing into the Hudson 
River and those which flow into the Housatanic. The northern section has six several ranges of mountains. 
The Palmerstown range, in some parts called the Black and Tongue Mountains, rises in the southern part of 
Saratoga county, runs north-east through the tongue of land which separates Lake George from Lake Cham- 
plain, and terminates in bold and precipitous cliffs at the shore of the latter, south of Ticonderoga. The Kaya- 
■derosserus, or Lucerne Mountains are about six miles wide and seventy long, running from Monto-omery 
county through Saratoga counties, along the western side of Lake George to Ticonderoga. The Hudson 
River breaks through this range on the line of Saratoga and Warren counties. The Clinton rano-e 
extends from Montgomery county north-east through Fulton, Hamilton, Saratoga, Warren and Essex counties 
to Point Trembleau on Lake Champlain. It is the largest range north of the Mohawk River and at its most 
elevated portion there are numerous distant peaks, forming a remarkable group known as the Adirondack 
group. The Mohawk forces a passage through its south-western extremity, and the range itself is the dividing 
shed between the tributaries of the St. Lawrence and those of the Mohawk. Ausable, or Peru range com- 
mences in Montgomery county, and, running parallel with the Clinton range, terminates in the southern part 
of Clinton county. It is 160 miles long, and has a greater general elevation than the preceding rano-es. The 
Chateauguay range is the longest and highest chain of mountains in the State. It commences on the line of the 
Kaatsbergs, in Herkimer county, has a general height of 2000 feet through the counties of Hamilton, Fi'anklin and 
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Clinton, and crossing the Canada line, it terminates on the Canada plains. The St. Lawrence range, commencing 
ten or twelve miles north of the Chateauguay range, and trending along the slope of the St. Lawrence Valley, has 
been less explored and is of less extent than the last named. The St. Regis, Grasse and other rivers, descend- 
ing into the St. Lawrence, divide it into several distinct portions. This section of the State has also two minor 
ranges worthy of notice— the Highlands of Black river, extending from the sources of Black Creek, west 
and north-west about sixty miles, cover much of the country between Black River on one side and the plains 
of Oneida Lake on the other. The altitude is from 1200 to 1600 feet, and in some parts their summits have 
a rolling surface several miles in width. The Hassencleaver Mountains, the second of these minor ranges, 
extend from Herkimer into Oneida county, and occupy the space between the Highlands and the Mohawk 
river. They are about twenty miles long and nine miles broad at their base, with an altitude varying from 
800 to 900 feet, with a rollina; surface.

The southern section may be divided into two portions — the Eastern and the Western. In the Eastern 
division there are three distinct ranges, viz : — the Highlands of Orange and Putnam counties ; the Shawangunk 
Mountains, skirting the valley of the Roudout ; and the Kaatsbergs, or Catskill Mountains, the direction of which 
is through the counties of Ulster, Albany and Schoharie, to the valley of the Mohawk, the portions in Albany 
and Schoharie being also called the Helderbergs. The western division of this section rises gradually to suc- 
cessive terraces from the shores of Lake Ontario till it attains its greatest elevation in the southern tier of coun- 
ties. The first of the terraces composing this ascent extends from the Genesee, at Rochester, to the Falls of 
Niagara and Lewistown, a distance of 80 miles, and is from six to ten miles in width. It is called tlie Rido-e 
Road, and is supposed to have formed at one period the shore of Lake Ontario. The second terrace extends 
from this ridge to the Falls of the Genesee at Nunda and Portageville, where there is another abrupt acclivity of 
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nearly 300 feet. This surmounted, the ascent is gradual to the summit level, at the height of from 1500 to 
2000 feet in the southern portion of Chautauqua, Cattaraugus, Alleghany and Steuben counties. These terraces, 
though all quite fertile, are each characterized by a difference of soil and of forest trees. The principal culmina. 
tions of the several ranges and the heights of each in feet, above the sea level, are thus given : — 
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THE COUNTY DIVISIONS. 

The State of New York is divided into fifty-nine counties, the names of which are given below, together 
with the names of their capitals, the capitals appearing in parenthesis, thus — ( ) : — Northern New York :

Yates (Pen Yan). Southern New York : Columbia (Hudson), Duchess (Poughkeepsie), Greene (Catskill), 
Kings (Brooklyn), New York (New York City), Orange (Goshen), Putnam (Cornell), Queen (North Hemp. 
sted), Richmond (Richmond), Rockland (Clarkstown), Suffolk (Suffolk), Sullivan (Monticello), Ulster (Kings- 
ton) , Westchester (Bedford). Soon after the French power in America was extinguished by the English in 
1760 a dispute arose between New Hampshire and New York respecting the respective limits of their bound- 
aries, and il terminated only with the admission of Vermont into the Union after the revolution. When the 
present constitution for New York State was adopted in 1777, there were then only fourteen counties in the 
State, namely, New York, Richmond, Kings, Queens, Suffolk, Westchester, Duchess, Orange, Ulster, Albany, 
Tryon, Charlotte, Cumberland and Gloucester. The last two, together with Albany and Charlotte counties, 
were within the limits of the present State of Vermont. In 1790 the difficulty which for so long a time had 
existed between New York and Vermont were amicably adjusted, and New York in its present limits, entered 
upon her career of greatness, untrammelled by fraternal animosities. 

THE LAKES. 



The most distinguishing feature of New York is, perhaps, its vast system of waterways, which bound and 
intersect it in almost every direction. Its lakes are the common highways of an extended commerce. Num- 
bers of these lie wholly within the State, but the great lakes, properly so-called, lie on its borders Ontario and 

Erie on the north and west, and Champlain on the east. Of these great exterior lakes, the Erie is the most 
extensive. It is 268 miles in length and from thirty to fifty -four miles in breadth, with an area of 8,030 square 
miles. The elevation of its surface above tide water is 565 feet, and above Lake Ontario, with which it com- 
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municates by the Niagara River, 334 feet, having a maximum depth of 270 feet, but in general the depth is not 
more than 120 feet. Only sixty miles of its coast lies within this State, but the amount of business carried on 
from thence is immense, and constantly increasing with the development of the State lying west. This develop- 
ment received its greatest impetus by the cutting of the Erie Canal from the waters of the Hudson at Albany 
to the lake at Buffalo, a distance of 364 miles. 

Ontario is the second lake in size, and the whole southern coast east of Niagara River is wholly within New 
York. Its form is elliptical, and it is 190 miles in length and fifty-six in extreme breadth, with a circumfer- 
ence of 488 miles, and an area of 5,400 square miles. In some places its depth is 600 feet, but the average

depth is only 490 feet, and everywhere deep enough for the largest ships. The surface is 231 feet higher than 
tide water. The ports of this lake are usually open earlier in the spring than those of Lake Erie, and this 
vast sheet of water is not so subject to those desolating storms which frequently sweep over that lake. 

Lake Champlain is a long, narrow sheet of water of exceeding beauty, and contains a large number of 
islands. Of these Balcour and Schuyler, with several others, belong to this State. In extreme length it is 134 
miles, its breadth varying from half a mile to ten miles, and its depth is from 50 to 280 feet. Its outlet is the 
Sorelle or Richelieu River, which is navigable, and forms a connecting link between the lake and the St. Law- 
rence River. The Indian name was Caniad-eri-quarinte, or "lake that is the gate of the country." All these 
lakes abound with salmon, trout, sturgeon, pickerel and other fish. 
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Lake George, or Horicon, is wholly within the State. " Horicon," which signifies " Silvery Waters," is 
an Indian name, and often given to this beautiful lake. The Indians themselves spoke of it as Can-i-a^den-oit, 
meanin- the tail of the lake. The French made then- way from Canada to here m 1609 and named it St. 
Sacrement. The English subsequently came along and named it Lake George, in honor of their King, George 
First, and ever since this name has been retained, notwithstanding that to most Americans the more uphon- 
ious and significant Indian title of Horicon is more satisfactory. The whole region of the lake is pregnant 
with historic interest, for the islands, waters, glens and mountains have witnessed many scenes of clash of arms 
and sanguinary struggles between contending races for dominion. 

The lake is the "greatest and most easterly of the Adirondack lakes. It is located thirty-two miles distant 
from Saratoga, seventy-one miles from Albany and 210 miles from New York City. It is situated at an

altitude of 346 feet above sea level, and 247 feet higher tlian Lake Champlain into which it discharges itself 
by a descent of 150 feet. From north to south its length is thirty-five miles, and in width it varies from 
two to four miles. It is the recipient of numerous mountain streams and springs, which form its sole supply. 
The lake is of great depth and its waters remarkably clear. It contains upwards of 300 picturesque islands. 
The shores, for boldness and beauty of outline, are unrivaled. They are surrounded by towering high moun- 
tains which, in many instances, rise abruptly from the lake to a height of more than two thousand feet, and 
the breasts of these towering liills are clad in a mantle of umbrageous boughs, studded with picturesquely 
situated villas, and enlivened, in the sultry season by tents of camping parties. It is a favorite resort of not 
only American citizens from ocean to ocean, but to foreigners who come to our shores in search of the ideal in 
natural scenery. Poets, travellers, and historians have sung the glories of Lake George in prose and verse, 
and the spot merits by its rich sylvan beauty all the praises that have been lavished upon it. The lake is 
almost surrounded by steep and rusged hills and a sail up or down the lake secures to the voyager ever chaug- 
ing vie^xs of beauty. ]Many of the numerous islands are inhabited, especially during the summer, and are 
partially cultivated. 

The northern sections of the State has many small lakes within it, numbering not less than 200. Those 
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among the Adirondack hills are greatly elevated. Avalanch lake in Essex county is 2,900 feet; Golden Lake, in 
the same county, 2,750 feet; and Racket Lake, in Hamilton county, 1,781 feet above sea level. Most of these 
form sources of rivers emptying into the St. Lawrence, Lake Champlain, the Hudson river and. Lake Ontario. 
The western section of the State contains numerous lakes of considerable size, many of which possess high 
commercial importance owing to the heavy shipping trade done upon their waters. These lakes extend through 
the counties of Oneida, Oswego, Ondago, Cayuga, Seneca, Yates, Ontario and Livingston, and in scenic beauty 
and attraction are scarcely surpassed anywhere. The principal of these waters are the Seneca, Cayuga, 
Oneida, Crooked and Canandaigua lakes. The other lakes belonging to this chain of waters are Onondaga, 
Cross, Otisco, Cazenovia, Skaneateles, Owasco, Hemlock, Canadice and Sconesus. Otsego and Canaderoga in 
Otsego county, and Chatauque lake in the county of the same name, are also important waters. Extensive 
salt springs exist along the shores of Onondaga, the waters of which, notwithstanding, are as fresh and pure 
as those of any others of these lakes. 

THE RIVERS. 

As in lakes, so in rivers, New York State is rich, and these streams afford an immense stretch of inland 
navigation, which, coupled with railroad transportation facilities, has been the means of developing the Empire 
State far in excess of all the other States in the Union. 

The Hudson is one of the largest and most noted rivers of North America. It is 320 miles long and has 
its sources in the Adirondack group of mountains. It flows in a generally southward direction to the Atlantic 
ocean, which it meets at the Narrows, below New York City. It is navigable for the largest class of river 
steamers for the greater part of the year to Troy, 160 miles from its estuary, and the largest ocean-going 
vessels may safely pass up as far as Hudson City. But of details of this beautiful and ever busy stream more 
anon. 

The Mohawk, with its confluence on the west, and the Hoosic, with its estuary on the east bank, are the 
principal tributaries of the Hudson. The Mohawk has its sources in Lewis and Oneida counties, and at first 
pursues a southerly direction, then sweeping away to the east and southeast, forms the Valley of the Mohawk; 
and, after passing over the Little Falls and the falls at Cohoes, joins the Hudson by several mouths between 
Troy and Waterford. The Little Falls are magnificent and attractive in their wild beauty, though less impres- 
sive than the falls of Niagara of the wonders of nature. The length of the river is about 135 miles, and in its 
windings passes through Rome, Utica and Schenectady. The Hoosic takes its rise in the Old Bay State, and 
though it is far from being so wide a stream as the Mohawk it is invaluable for local purposes. The Croton, 
another tributary, is famous as a source of a great supply of water it furnishes to the City of New York. The 
other feeders of "the Hudson are from the east, Schroon Branch, the outlet of Schroon Lake, Battenkill and 
Kinderhook ; and from the west, Wallkill, Roudout, Esopus, and Kaaterskill and Sacandaga, besides several 
smaller streams. 

The St. Lawrence river constitutes, in part, the northern boundary of the State, and forms the channel of 
outflow for the great northern lakes. It supphes to the ocean a larger volume of water than any other river in 
the world, except the Amazon. From Lake Ontario to Ogdensburg, a distance of sixty miles, it is navigable 
for sloops, but below Ogdensburg, owing to numerous rapids, the navigation is both difficult and dangerous. An 
expansion of the St. Lawrence is known as the Lake of the Thousand Islands. The islands, however, are 
about 1500 in number, and some of these are -n-ithin the limits of New York State. The Oswego is another 
important river, and is about 120 miles in length. It has its source in Ontario county under the name of Mud 
Creek, which flows eastwardly and receives through the Canandaigua outlet the waters of the lake of the same 
name. Continuing its course eastwardly it then takes the name of Clyde, and, after receiving the waters of 
Seneca and Cayuga Lakes, through their common outlet, it assumes the title of Seneca. After a still further 
expansion by the waters of Onondaga Lake, it acquires the name of Oswego River, and, suddenly changing its 
course to the nortliwest, it becomes the recipient from the Oneida river of the waters of Oneida Lake. The 
stream, after assuming its name of Oswego river, has a fall of about one hundred feet, and it furnishes abun- 
dant water power to the numerous manufactories located on its banks. The river is the great drainage channel 
for some seven thousand square miles of territory, and, by means of the Oswego canal and locks, is navigable 
through its whole length. 
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The Alleghany river has its source in Alleghany county, and this clear and limpid stream has its conflu 
ence with the Ohio. It is navigable by small craft to Olean. The beautiful Susquehanna and the historic 
Delaware have both their sources in Kew York State, and in their first courses afford an iinmense water 
power. 

The Niagara river connects Lake Erie with Lake Ontario. It is thirty-six miles in length, and its gen- 
eral course is north-northwest. Commencing at Buffalo it is there tliree-quarters of a mile wide, from forty to 
sixty feet deep,, and flows with a current of four miles per hour. Three miles below Buffalo, at Black Rock, it 
furnishes water to the Erie Canal by the pier built in the channel by the State at a cost of $300,000. This 
pier is fifty feet wide at its base and thirty feet wide at its top. 

The Genesee river is an afHuent of Lake Ontario. It rises in Potter county, Pennsylvania, and, passing 
into the State of New York, pursues a northerly course to the lake. Its length is 145 miles, of which 125 
miles are in New York. Its banks are studded with numerous extensive manufactories. At Eocliester, within 
a distance of three mUes, the river descends by several falls and rapids 226 feet, affording an immense water 
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power. It is navigable four miles to Carthage, and above the falls is beatable for twenty miles or more. The 
Genesee Valley Canal follows the course of this river, and is fed by it for a great distance. In the town of 
Portage, Livmgston county, are three falls, one of sixty, one of ninety, and one of one hundred and ten feet, 
within a space of two miles, and along the river for three miles, are perpendicular walls of stone, 400 feethin-h' 
to which depth it has worn a channel in the solid rock. Tha Valley of the Genesee is one of the finest v heat 
sections ni the country, and is now thickly settled and in a high state of cultivation. 

Black river is the third in size of the rivers lying wholly in the State. It rises in Herkimer county and 
empties itself into Black River Bay, at the foot of Lake Ontario. It has a course of 108 miles. At Leyden 
It falls sixty-three feet, whence to Carthage, forty miles, the river is navigable for boats, but below to its mouth 
navigation is obstructed by rapids. From the falls at Leyden the Black River Canal'extends south to the 
Erie Canal at Rome.

The Chenango river is an important tributary of the Susquehanna river, which it joins at Binghamton, 
in Broome County. Its course is from Madison and Oneida Counties, through Chenango and Broome Counties 
for about 75 miles, and upon its banlcs are many flourishing villages. This stream is navigable for boats and 
rafts fifty miles above its mouth, and is used to a CDnsiderable extent to feed the Chenango Canal, vphich runs 
nearly parallel with it through its whole course. 

The Chemung river is also a tributary of the Susquehanna, which it joins at Athens, Pa. It is formed 
by the junction of the Coschocton and Tioga rivers, in Steuben county, whence it flows in a south-easterly 
direction through Chemung County. Its whole length is about forty miles, and in high flood its volume is sufli- 
cient to float down timber and produce to market. It is also used as the main feeder of the Chemung Canal. 
The Oswegatchie river, which rises in Herkimer County is 125 miles in length, is the principal tributary of 
the St. Lawrence. Other streams flowing into the St. Lawrence are Indian, Grasse, Racket, St. Eegis, Salmon, 
etc. The Chazy and Saranac are the principal streams that swell the waters of Lake Champlain. 

The deep channels cut in the rocks by many of the rivers are subjects of geological interest. The Hudson, 
the St. Lawrence, Oswego, etc., either have banks sloping to the water's edge, or, if they occasionally pass 
through narrow and precipitous defiles, have not worn themselves a passage by the action of their waters on the 
rocky barrier which opposed them, but have availed themselves of a route opened by some convulsion of nature. 
Such is not the case with the Mohawk, the Chenango, the Genesee, and the Niagara. Descending from elevated 
table-lands, they have, by their ceaseless flow, hewn out a channel through the shales, slates, and nearly sand 
and limestones, in some instances 400 or 500 feet below the level of the surrounding country. The constant 
action of the waters upon these decomposing rocks has also caused the Falls of Niagara to recede, as some 
geologists suppose, a distance of five or six miles, and this recession is still in progress. 

PISCATORIAL, ETC. 

The fishes indigenous to the waters of the state are very numerous. Bony fishes are comprised in six 
orders ; among the pectini branch the best known are the perch, bass, bull-head, sheep-head, porgee, pilot-fish, 
mullet, black fish, mackerel, etc.; of the abdominals, the shad, herring, salmon, trout, cat-fish, carp, pike, pick- 
erel, minnow, etc.; of the jugulares, the cod, haddock, hake, halibut, flounder, turbot, sole, etc.; of the apodales, 
the eel and the conger ; of the lophobranchi, the pipe-fish and the Hudson River sea-horse ; and of the electro- 
gnathi, the balloon fish, the puffer, the globe-fish, etc. The cartilagurous family comprises three orders, viz. : 
the cleutheropomi, of which the sturgeon is the only example ; the plagiostomi, which embraces the shark and 
the ray ; and the cyclostomi, of which the lamprey, or lamper eel, is the representative. Twenty-five or 
thirty species of fishes have been found in a fossil state, and of these several species belong to families now 
extinct. 

The crustaceac are embraced in ten orders. There are but twenty-seven species of the order decapoda, of 
which lobsters, crabs, shrimps, etc., are the best known Species ; of the stemapoda there are but three species, 
among which are the opossum-shrimp and squill; of the amphipoda four species exist, as the sand-flea, etc. ; of 
the loemipoda, the whale-louse and sea-measuring worm are the only specimens; of the isopoda there are fourteen 
species, seven of which are parasitical — barnacles are an example of this order ; of the poecilipoda, five species, 
as the horse-shoe, etc. ; of the phyllopoda, lophryopoda, branchipoda, and ostrapoda, but few specimens are 
found, and those few are known only to the curious zoologist. 

Molluscous animals are very numerous. Among the cephalopoda are the cuttle-fish, spirula, etc. The clio 
is a representative of the pteropoda. The gasteropoda include a vast variety of snails and animals inhabiting 
turbinated shells. Oysters, clams, etc., which are arrayed under eight sub-divisions, consist each of several 
species. Members of the orders cirrhopoda and tunicata are not very numerous. Geologists have discovered 
many specimens of fossil mollusca imbedded in the limestone and sandstone formations. The most remark- 
able of these are various species of the trilobite, the encrinite, the pentamerus, etc. 

AGRICULTURE, ETC. 

Notwithstanding the mountainous and broken character of much of its surface, the greater part of the soil 
of New York is arable, and some of it very fertile. Most of the mountainous districts are fine grazing lands. 
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and yield the best milk, butter, and cheese. The plains and valleys are adapted to the culture of cereals, and 
the north and north-west counties to root-crops. The forest trees of the state present a great variety, and a few 
years ago nearly one-half its area was covered with forests, but the great demand for timber, lumber, and 
hemlock and oak bark, for building ships, houses, railroads, and for tanning purposes, has much reduced the 
forest area. New York occupies a foremost place in agriculture. Its principal products for the census year 
1880 were 7,792,062 bushels of barley, 4,461,200 of buckwheat, 25,875,480 of corn, 37,575,506 of oats, 2,634,- 
690 of rye, 11,587,766 of wheat, 32,571,900 of potatoes, 6,572,800 lbs. of tobacco, 700,550 tons of hay, and 
11,206,780 lbs. of wool. There were on farms 610,358 horses (besides about 350,000 not in farms), 5,072 
mules, 39,633 working oxen, 1,437,855 milch cows, 862,233 other cattle, 1,715,180 sheep, and 751,907 hogs. 

MINERAL SPRINGS. 
Mineral springs, the waters of which are of gTcat value, exists in various parts. The chalybeate springs of 
Saratoga, the sulphur springs of Avon, Eochester, and Chittenango, the brine springs of Genesee, Erie, and 
Orleans Counties, the petrifying springs of Madison and Saratoga Counties, etc., are well known and appreciated. 
The oil springs found in Cattaraugus and Alleghany Counties, the nitrogen springs of New Lebanon and Hoosic, 
and the carburetted hydrogen springs in the neighborhood of Lake Erie and the Niagara River, are also well 
worthy of notice. The village of Fredonia, and the light-house at Barcelona, are illuminated by the latter. 
Springs of the same character are also found in Duchess, Oneida, and Monroe Counties. 

MANUFACTURES AND COMMERCE. 

According to the census of 1880, almost one-fifth of the capital invested in manufactures in the United 
States was employed in New York State, and about a quarter of the entire products of the country was the 
result of New York , industry. The State had in the census year 42,739 manufacturing establishments, employ- 
ing 364,549 men, 137,455 females above 15 years, and 29,529 children and youth; capital invested, $514,246,- 
575; wages paid during the year, $198,634,029; value of materials, $679,612,545; value of products, $1,080,- 
696,596. The leading industries are agricultural implements, book-binding, boots and shoes, carriages, clothing, 
cotton goods, flouring, furniture, iron works of every description, leather, liquors (malt), lumber, molasses, and 
sugar (refined), printing and publishing, tobacco and cigars, and woolen goods. 

New York is divided, for commercial purposes, into ten customs districts, viz. : Buffalo Creek, Cape Vincent, 
Champlain (port of entry Plattsburg), Dunkirk, Genesee (Rochester) New York, Niagara (Suspension Bridge), 
Owegatchie (Ogdensburg), Oswego and Sag Harbor. The total number of merchant vessels belonging to the 
State was 4,273 of 962,220. 

RAILROADS. 
In 1881 the total numj)er of miles of railroads in the state of New York was 9,186, of which 477 miles were 
horse railways. This includes the elevated railroads in the city of New York. The steam surface-roads have 
cost $695,525,828 ; the horse-railways, $40,686,946 ; and the elevated roads, $33,038,332 ; a total of $770,251,- 
107.24. The steam surface-roads carried 47,197,385 passengers during the year, the horse-roads 244,900,717, 
and the elevated roads 60,831,757. The steam surface-roads also carried 57,356,128 tons of freight. Their 
aggregate earnings were $108,965,556.04 ; operating expenses $64,996,989.54, leaving, as net earnings, $43,968,- 
566.50, or six and one-quarter per cent on the cost. The earnings of horse-railroads amounted to $13,449,121 ; 
cost of operating, $9,157,457 ; net earnings, $4,291,664, or ten and a half per cent of cost. Earnings of elevated 
roads, $4,612,975; expense of operating, $2,644,525; surplus, $1,968,650, or about six per cent on the cost. 
The aggregate of stock and debts was $905,507,218 for steam, and $42,990,204 for horse-roads, but of the 
former only $662,871,488 represents roads within the limits of the state. 

FALLS AND CASCADES. 

Dame Nature has been lavish in the bestowal of her charms upon New York State. Her cloud-kissing 

and tempest-riven hills, her expansive and picturesque lakes and broad, deep valleys, and her pellucid and 

meandering streams and wide, swift running rivers, bearing on their bosoms the yachts of pleasure and the 

crafts of commerce, form but a few of the attractions that have won for the Empire State world-wide fame.

crafts of commerce, form but a few of the attractions that have won for the Empire State world-wide fame. 
Other attractions of this great and prosperous Commonwealth, whose wonders and marvels have been told and 
retold in scliool and story books in every tongue and in every clime, are to be found in her majestic 
waterfalls and cascades. These, great and small, are numerous, and have been fruitful themes for 
artists, poets and topographers, and objects for admiration of millions of others who find food for reflec- 
tion in grand and awe-inspiring upheavals and contortions of nature. Among the most noted waterfalls in 
the State are those of the Genesee river at Rochester, before referred to. Here, witliin a distance of three 
miles the river descends by several falls and rapids, 226 feet. The different cataracts evidently formed at one 
time a single cascade, but the varying degrees of hardness of the several rocks have caused an unequal retro-

gade movement of tlie falls until they have reached their present shape. A little to the north of the New York 
Central Railway Bridge are the Upper Falls, where the water descends ninety-six feet over the perpendicular 
face of the Niagara limestone, underlaid by shale. Here, too, the noted Sam Patch made his last and fatal 
leap. From this spot the river flows for about one and tliree-quarter miles between walls almost perpendicular 
and then reaches the INIiddle Falls, where the water tumbles a depth of twenty-five feet. A hundred rods 
farther on, at Lower Falls, the water rolls over a ledge of IMedina sandstone to a further depth of eiglity-four 
feet and to the level of Lake Ontario. The water power produced by these falls is immense, and it is utilized 
in connection with the various and important manufectories carried on along the banks of the river. 

The picturesque falls of the valuable and romantic stream, Fall Creek, descend in the space of one mile. 
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in the township of Itliaca 438 feet. Tlie falls consist of several cataracts, at one of which the whole sheet of 
water is poured over a rock 116 feet high, and the banks above have an elevation of lOO feet. 

At Cohoes the waters of the Mohawk river are precipitated over a 
broken rock 02 feet high, where the banks of the river form precipitous 
walls 140 feet above the stream; and at Little Falls, some miles above, the 
river passes through a fissure in the rocks, which rise on each side 500 feet 
above the surface of the stream. 

Trenton Falls, on AVest Canada Creek, a tributary of the Mohawk, 
comprise a succession of rapids and cataracts for several miles, and the bed 
of the river is frequently narrowed by rocky precipices and overhung with 
trees, whilst its banks in many places rise perpendicularly to a height of 140 
feet. The river, throughout its course, is noted for its v\-ild and picturesque 
scenery. 

Eighteen miles from Saratoga, the Hudson, at Glenn's Falls, rolls 
over a ledge of rocks into a deep basin seventy feet below. Numerous 
minor falls exist in various rivers, especially in the northern part of the 
State, and furnish in many instances motive power of immense importance 
to the manufacturing interests of the State. 
In the mountain ranges the weird gorges and 
the flowery dells have their waters tumbling 
from dizzy heights and leaping from crag to 
crag in their haste to reach the level of some 

neidiboring stream. All these are objects

THE FALLS OF NIAGARA, 

which have made New York State 
known throughout every part of 
the habitable globe, for these falls 
have not their counterpart in either 
Christendom or Heatliendom. These falls, as we have already intimated, 
are located in the Buifalo river, whioli is the connecting link between Lakes 
Erie and Ontario. The river is 36 miles long, and the total fall is 334 
feet. Commencing at Buffalo the river is there three-fourths of a mile 
wide and from 40 to 60 f^'ct deep, and flows with a current of four miles 
per hour. Three miles below Buftalo the river feeds the Erie Canal, and 
six miles below it widens in its descent towards Grand Island, which 
belongs to New York, and is twelve miles long and six miles wide. Here 
the main channel of the river passes on the west side. Below Grand 
Island and in tlie main cliannel, near the Canadian side, and belonging to 
Canada, is Navy Island, containing 304 acres. Having passed these islands, 
three miles above the falls, the divided branches of the river re-unite, 
flowing with rapid current, two miles broad, but narrowing as it approaches 
the three falls into which the the waters divide themselves. The rapids 
are so strong two miles above the falls as to entirely prevent navigation. 
There are three distinct cataracts — Horse-shoe, American and Central 
Falls. About half a mile above the falls commence the Great Kapids, 
which, before reaching the falls, have a descent of 52 feet, presenting 
a grand appearance. At the falls the river is three-quarters of a 
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mile wide, but is divided by Goat Island, which is nearly midway between the American and Canadian shores. 
This island in the boiling waters is half a mile long, a quarter of a mile wide, contains 71 acres, and extends 
to the brow of the precipice, where it presents a mass of rocks, nearly perpendicular, extending from the brink 
to the bottom of the fall. Owing to the declivity of the bed of the river, before reaching the fall, being greater 
upon the Canadian side than on the American, to a bend in the river, and to Goat Island being nearer to the 
American than the Canadian side, by far the greater body of water falls on the Canadian side of Goat Island, 
or, as it is generally called. Horse-shoe Falls. This is so-called because of its crescent shape. It is by far the 
largest of the falls, and is 2000 feet wide and 154 feet high. The American Fall is 660 feet wide and the 
Central Fall 243 feet, each having a fall of 163 feet. The aggregate width of all the falls is 2,900 feet, and

the flow of water is unceasing and nearly uniform in amount thoughout the year. The weight of water 
descending over the falls in a single hour is computed to be 100,000,000 tons. At the Horse-shoe Fall the 
concussion of the descending waters with those in the depths below occasions a spray that veils the cataract two 
thirds up its height. Above this everlasting and impenetrable foam there rises to the height of fifty feet above 
the fall a cloud of lighter spray, which, when the rays of the sun are directed upon it, displays solar rainbow? 
n-rand in their magnificence. The depth of the river above the falls, as near as can be computed, is about 200 
feet. 

In the rapids above the American Falls, about midway between the shore and Goaf Island, is Bath 
Island, twenty-four rods in length, and containing about two acres. From the shore to this island is a bridge, 
twenty-eight rods long, crossing tlie rapids sixty-four rods above the falls. Fj-om Bath Island, another bridge. 
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sixteen rods long, extends to Goat Island. It is recorded that the first white person who ventured to cross the 
Eapids at Goat Island was Israel Putnam, in 1755. On Goat Island fine views are obtained of tlie fails. At 
the south-west angle of this island, on some rocks near the verge of the precipice, and which are reached by a 
footway called Terrapin Bridge, extending from rock to rock, stands a stone tower, forty-five feet high, and 
upon its top is an open wooden gallery, whence is afforded a direct view of the seething abyss below. From 
the front of Goat Island there is a descent of 185 feet to the bottom of the falls by a covered staircase, which 
was erected by the late Nicholas Biddle of Philadelphia. From the foot of this staircase there are paths for 
some distance behind the falls. 

Behind the Central Fall is the Cave of the Winds, a cavern formed by the decay of the softer substratum 
rock, while the hard, superincumbent limestone still forms tlie roof. This chamber is 153 feet long, (ifty feet 
wide and 100 feet high. In front of it the water descending from above is 240 feet in width, and compresses 
the air to such a degree that a fearful noise continually prevails within this watery cavern, and this is height- 
ened by the foaming spray which rushes along the rocky floor, sweeps up the darkened walls, spreads over the 
roof and thence falls in drenching showers. 

The best and most comprehensive view of tlie entire falls is obtained on the Canada side at Table Rock. 
On the American side a descent is afforded by cars on an inclined plane to the shore below, whence a steam 
ferryboat plies over these foaming and ever restless depths near the falls to the Canadian side, where a winding 
carriage road is constructed to the heights above. The width of the river here is a quarter of a mile, and its 
depth 250 feet. The banks of the river below the falls have a gradual ascent for six miles, from which, and 
other facts, many suppose that the falls have, in the course of ages, receded from below to their present posi- 
tion. This deep chasm is spanned by two suspension bridges, one just below the falls, for passengers and 
carriages, from which they can be seen to great advantage, and two miles below by the great International 
Railway Suspension Bridge 

Three miles below the falls is the Whirlpool which is caused by the projection of a rocky promontory on 
the Canada side, and against which the waters rush with such violence as to occasion a severe reaction and 
rotary motion, and in it logs and trees are frequently whirled around for weeks in succession. One mile below 
this wliirlpool is an excavation from the side of the bank, about two acres in extent and 150 feet deep. It is 
known as the Devil's Hole. The river in its descent to Lewiston, seven miles distant, falls 104 feet, and flows 
with great velocity. Near Lewiston the bank is 310 feet high, but below it diminishes to twenty-five or thirty 
feet, and holds tliis height to Lake Ontario. The river falls two feet in its descent from Lewiston to the lake, 
a distance of seven miles, thus making a total descent of 834 in its course from Lake Erie to Lake Ontario. 
At its mouth it is defended on the American side by Fort Niagara, fiimous in history, and garrisoned by United 
States artillery, and on the Canadian side by Fort George. 

COASTING, LAKE AND INTERNAL TRADE. 

America has no State possessing such facilities for external and internal commerce as that of New York. 
Nature has been profuse in her gifts in tliis direction, and has given the State an excellent seaward outlet, 
immense lakes that bound it outwardly, and noble rivers that penetrate to its very centre. The Hudson river, 
the chain of great lakes, and the Mississippi with its huge branches, lack by nature but two short links, almost 
ready-made, of one commercial watercourse, sweeping around from south to north, and from west to east, 
through the whole latitude and two-thirds of the longitude of the United States, draining the larger and richer 
part of its area with a navigable course of five or six thousand miles, and finding its main outlet at the harbor 
of New York. The eastern Hnk lacking to this stupendous natural circuit was completed in 1826 by the Erie 
Canal, and the metropolis of the State and of the country is tlie commercial delta it has created. The canals 
of New York State are important features in its economy wliich distinguishes it from other States. They unite 
the lakes, rivers and ocean and branch out in every direction, and are invaluable for commercial traffic and 
manufacturing purposes. Lake Ontario has several important harbors, the most noted of which is Sackett's 
Harbor, toward the east end of the lake. It is deep and safe, and was an important station during the war of 
1812. The harbors of Buffalo and Dunkirk on Lake Erie are also important commercial stations, being the 
terminus of the two great lines of railroad between the Hudson and the lakes. The harbors of lake Champlain 
are much used by Canadian traders, and those of Burlington and Plattsburg are fast rising into importance. 
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The sea coast of New York is nearly all comprised in the shores of Long Island, the largest apiiendage to 
the State. These shores contain a fcAv harbors or inlets, but none that are much frequented by shipping. The 
bay and harbor of New York constitute the great depot of the commerce of the State and much of that of the 
entire country. Easily accessible, perfectly safe, capacious enough for the navies of the world, and never 
wholly obstructed by ice, New York has advantages possessed by no other port. This is the

of the glorious New World, tlirough which the surplus population of Europe chiefly enters into the " Promised 
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Land." M. Ampere has put on record his opinion that the three grandest commercial scenes in the world are 
the Thames between London and Greenwich, the docks of Liverpool, and tlie two river-banks of New 
York, where one may walk for hours between a range of buildings and a range of shijis. Tlie harbor 
has been pronounced by travellers who have visited all parts of the habitable globe to one of the most 
beautiful in the world, and to have but one successful rival on the Atlantic ocean-^the harbor of Eio de Janeiro. 
The harbor of New York consists of two bays, known as the Lower New York Bay and New York Bay. The 
lower bay opens directly into the ocean, and is formed by Sandy Hook and its bar. It is eighteen miles from 
the city, and may be crossed hy two deep ship-canals from 21 to 32 feet deep at ebb tide, and from 27 to 39 
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feet at the tiood, thus admitting ships of the greatest di-auglit. From this bay the harbor proper — New York 
Bay — is entered by the magnificent gateway of the Narrows, formed by the approach of the opposite shores ot 
Staten Island and Long Island to witliin a mile of each other. Nature in one of her bountiful moods formed here 
a gateway through which no hostile fleet can pass that is not impregnable to shot and shell. On the Long Island 
side are Fort Lafayette, on a reef of rocks 200 yards from the shore, and the far-reaching outworks of Fort 
Hamilton with its hundred gnns, many of wliich are capable of throwing shot weighing a thousand pounds 
against the side of a ship. On the western, or Staten Island, shore are Forts Wadsworth (formerly called 
Richmond) and Tompkins, the latter located on the heights, and the former on the water's edge. Wadsworth 

is the second strongest fort in the Union, and it can sweep the 
whole strait with its guns. To pass up through the bays to New 
York City from the ocean a hostile fleet would find it no pleasurable 
picnic. The cannonade of the lunette and redoubts on Sandy Hook 
would be first encountered, next the missiles of 400 pieces of heavy 
artillery at the Narrows, and after these the pounding of 300 
guns on the forts of tlie inner harbor, to say nothing of the 
firing of the American fleet and the explosion of torpedoes that 
would line the narrow channel. 

New York Bay is from 1^ to 5^ miles broad, — averaging 3 
miles, — 8 miles long, and about 25 miles in periphery, formin"- a 
basin of capacity sufficient to receive the navies of the world. This 
bay communicates -n-ith Newark Bay through the river Kill-vou-Kull 
on the west, separating Staten Island and Bergen Point. From 
the inner harbor also stretch the Hudson and East Elvers. The 
inner defences of the harbor consist of batteries on Bedloe's and 
Ellis' Islands, on the west side of the bay ; and on Governor's 
Island, 8,200 feet from the city, are Fort Columbus, in the form 
of a star, commanding the south side of the channel ; on the south- 
west point. Castle William, a round tower 600 feet in circuit 
and CO feet high; and on t!ic south-west side. South Battery, 
commanding the entrance tlirough Buttermilk Channel. The entrance fVom the sound to the East Eiver is 
defended by Fort Schuyler, on Tiirogg's Neck. Besides the defences mentioned, the whole of the 
surrounding heights of the bay could, in the case of war, he readily fortified, and Castle Garden and the 
Battery Esplanade would furnish ready-made sites for an extensive armament. No port in the world could be 
more easily placed in a condition of defence. The width of the North, or Hudson River is one mile to Jersey 
City at the ferry and one and a half miles to Hoboken. The width of the East River is from one-third to 
half a mile. At the South Ferry it is 1300 yards, at Fulton Ferry 731 yards, and at Catherine Ferry 736 
yards. Both the inner and outer harbors present enchanting views. The one is bounded with charmino- effect 
by the higli wood-clad hills of Neversink, the popular beacdi resorts of the north New Jersey coast and the 
summer cities on Coney Island. The inner harljor is ri.di in varied scenery, and, besides all the natural 
beauty of the location, there cannot be a finer spectacle tlian is presented in the great city spread before it with 
its piers crowded with a dense forest of masts bearing the flags of all nations, the shippino- at anchor in mid- 
stream, and the countless steamboats and vessels flitting al:)out hither and thither with the greatest activity. 

Tiie North (or Hudson) and East Rivers are lined by substantial wharves, with notable exceptions, how- 
ever, and supporting in some instances dingy looking slieds, etc. Yet alongside these weather-beaten and 
uninviting-looking wooden docks tlie largest commerce in the world is moored, and the harbor and rivers are 
open to traffic at all seasons, even when the bays and rivers much farther soutli are frozen up. That the bay 
and rivers here are kept open for navigation is due to strong currents and to the constant an-itation of the water 
by the fides and numerous vessels that are moving to and fro continuously. The rise of the tide in the harbor 
is nearly seven feet and at Albany two and one-half feet. Going northward the rise of the tide increases, and 
in the Bay of Fundy is ninety feet, the maximmn of the coast. Soutliv.'ardly it decreases, and in the Gulf of 
Mexico is but eighteen inches. The Hudson and East Rivers are connected at the upper end of New York 
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City by the Harlem River. These rivers, and notably the Hudson River, appropriately called the American 
Rhine, possess great natural beauty apart from the irregular and unattractive wharves supported on piles and in 
various conditions of preservation or dilapidation at New York City. On tl>e North River are eighty piers, 
9,nd on the East River seventy, and the total available water-frontage of New York, not reckoning the New 
Jersey and Long Island shores, which are fully used for the accommodation of the shipping interest of the city, is 
24| miles. The attractions to the stranger, as he approaches New York City from the harbor, are 

THE STATUE OF LIBERTY AND THE BROOKLYN BRIDGE. 

The Statue of "Liberty Enlightening the World" stands on Bedloe's Island. It is the creation of M. 
Bartholdi, and is the gift of the French people to America. The cost was $250,000, and the gift was received 
on Bedloe's Island in June, 1885. Through the efforts of the New York World over $100,000 were raised by 
subscription to provide the pedestal and to erect the statue thereon. The following are the dimensions of the 
great work :

The statue weighs 450,000 pounds or 225 tons. The bronze alone weighs 200,000 pounds. Forty per- 
sons can stand comfortably in the head, and the torch will hold twelve people. The total number of steps in 
the winding stairway which leads from the base of the foundation to the top of the torch is 403. From the 
ground to the top of the pedestal there are 195 steps. The number of steps in the statue, from the pedestal to 
the head, is 154, and the ladder leaning up through the extended right arm to the torch has 54 rounds. The 
electric light in the inside of the torch-lamp aggregates 50,000 candle power, and at the base of the statue 30,. 
000 candle power, being 80,000 candle power in all. The entire electrical plant is the gift of President Goff, of 
the American System. The entire cost of the work from beginning to end is estimated at $700,000. The 
Statue of Liberty is the tallest statue in the world. 

Brooklyn Bridge is the greatest woi'k in bridge-building the world has ever seen. The construction bewan 
in 1871, and the bridge was opened May 24, 1883, the total cost of the erection having been $15,000,000. The 
work was conceived by John A. Roebling, and it was built from his plans. In the progress of the work he 
had his foot crushed, lockjaw supervened and he died. He was succeeded by his son, Colonel Washington A. 
■Roebling, who, in the caissons, contracted a mysterious disease that had proved fatal to several workmen, and 
he was rendered a hopeless invalid. The bridge unites the cities of New York and Brooklyn. Its length is 
5,989 feet and its width 89 feet. It is suspended from two massive piers, 287 feet high, by four steel-wire 
cables, each sixteen inclies in diameter. In the centre of the bridge is an elevated promenade, on each side of 
which is a railroad-track for passenger-cars, pro;ielled by a stationary engine. Outside of the railroad-track, on 
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each side, are the road-ways for vehicles. From the under side of the bridge, in the centre, to tlie water, is 135 
feet. The piers rest on caissons of yellow pine, iron, and concrete, sunk in the bed of the river. There is 
wire enough used in the cables to stretch nearly two-thirds of the way around the world. Foot-passengers are 
charged -one cent and railroad-passengers three cents each. Last year the bridge was crossed by 27,436,707 
persons,' of whom 2,965,400 walked. The receipts were $755,690, the railroad taking in $673,580, the car- 
riage-way $64,518, and the promenade $17,592. Four "cranks" seeking notoriety, have jumped from the 
top of the bridge, and one lost his life. Last year a young painter, working on the under side of the bridge, 
fell into the river, and was picked up little the worse for his "ducking." 

THE SHIPPING AND COMMERCE OF THE METROPOLIS. 



As a stranger approaches the water-front of the great metropolis he is soon made acquainted with scenes 
and incidents that have no common fascination. Among the dilapidated-looking old piers, and out on the rivers, 
are vessels of all kinds and descriptions. Perhaps no part of the water-front is more attractive than those quays 
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on tne North River where lie moored the immense ocean steamers that bring us thousands of tourists and immi 
grants and the most valuable freight from all parts of the Old Worid. By the sides of these, and extending as 
far as the eye can carry along the northern and eastern piers, are the neat, trim steamships engaged in carrying 
commerce between the great metropolis and the Southern ports-Richmond, Charieston, Savannah New 
Orieans, Galveston, Bermuda, and IMexico; and also Havana, Hayti, Jamaica, Trinidad, the Bahamas and the 
ports on the Spanish llain. Here, too, are hundreds of ferry-boats and excursion-vessels, coasting-steamers 
oyster-barges, market-boats from up the Hudson and Long Island Sound, canal-boats from AYestern New York' 
colliers from the historic Delaware, fishing-smacks and passenger-boats from the Old Bay State and gallant 
craft from Canadian shores. At the southern end of the East River water-front the canal-boats which receive 
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their freight from the Erie Canal " do most congregate," carrying a large floating population of boatmen's fam- 
ilies, and weiglited with the ricli products of the West. By day and night the New York waters present a 
most animated and attractive sight, and particularly on a briglit moonlight night, when the water has the 
appearance of rippling silver, and lights of many colors flash far and near from every description of moving 
craft, including the ever-busy squat ferry-boats, skipping swiftly like so many enormous turtles on the surface of 
the "briny" from shore to shore. 

All this never-ceasing activity betokens business — business of a solid and substantial cliaracter, the receipt, 
storage, iiandling, and despatching of the ^ commerce of every clime and of every kind.

Hudson found the island of Manhattan, now New York City, covered with forest and populated by a 
flerce and warlike tribe of Indians called Manhattans, and the banks of the stream which has ever since borne 
his name, in the possession of the Mohawks, a formidable and warlike tribe. In 1610, the year following the 
visit of Hudson, a ship was sent from Amsterdam to trade with these Indians, and other voyages were made 
during the succeeding years. In 1613 small trading posts were erected on the river, and several houses were

built on ManTiattan Island. On the 29th of March, 1614, their High Mightinesses the States General of the 
United Netherlands passed an ordinance granting to all original discoverers of land in North America the 
exclusive privilege of making four voyages to each, for the purposes of trade. Under tliis ordinance five ships 
were despatched the same year by a company of merchants. They explored extensively the coast of New 
York. The country extending between the Connecticut and Delaware Rivers received the name of New Neth- 
erlands, and the exclusive right to trade there for fliree years, from October 11, 1614, was granted to the dis- 
coverers, who, upon the passage of tliis grant, formed themselves into a company, called the United Nether- 
lands Company. This company built, among other forts, one on tlie southern point of Manhattan island and 
one at Albany. The grant expiring in 1618, the company petitioned for its renewal in vain. Private traders, 
however, continued to visit the country for the purposes of traffic. In June, 1621, an armed mercantile asso-

ciation was chartered as the Dutch West India Company, and this corporation, on the 20th of June, 1623, sent 
out a ship called the New Netherlands to their newly acquired possessions. In 1624, Peter Minuit, havino- 
been appointed director of these possessions, came from Amsterdam with several families of Walloons' inhabr 
tants of tlie frontiers of Belgium and France. These settled on a bay of Long Island, and it was called from 
them Wahlebocht, or bay of foreigners, a name since corrupted into Wallabout. The government was vested 
in the director and a council of five. The important officer of the colony was the Schont Fiscal who filled 
both the offices of sheriff and attorney-general. Under the superintendence of these authorities the trade of 
the colony prospered. In 1626 Staten Island was purchased of the Indians, and in the same year Manhattan 
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Island was purchased with goods valued at twenty-four dollars. The fort upon the island received the title of 
Fort Amsterdam, and the colony that of New Amsterdam. Though the island remained a mere trading post 
for a few years, it had now entered upon that career which has culminated in a city ranking third in the world 
in extent and population, and the first in commerce. 

In 1632 Minuit was recalled, and the government of Wouter Van Twiller installed; and after a lapse of 
five years of mal-administration, Van Twiller was succeeded by William Zieft. During the administration 
of Van Twiller, difficulties arose between the English settlers on the Connecticut River and the Dutch authori- 
ties, the English claiming, and the Dutch denying, the region watered by the Connecticut. In 1638 the 
restrictions which had previously been placed upon trade by the Dutch "West India Company were taken ofi' 
and free ti-affic encouraged. This step gave a new impulse to emigration. Persecution, too, drove many colo- 
nists from New England and Virginia to settle among the more tolerant Dutch, and in the meantime the 
aggressive disposition of the English continued. The Dutch colonists had also discontented Indians to deal 
with. The latter saw with daily increasing envy and dislike the heritage of their fathers thus falling from them. 
War was the consequence, and for five years it desolated the colony. In 1645, Peter Stuyvesant, whose name 
is inseparably associated with the early history of New York, became tlie governor, and only terminated his 
administration by the capture of his colony by the English on the 6th of September, 1664. It was then that 
the present busy island of Manhattan and the whole colony took

out of compliment to the Duke of York, to whom the conquered colony was granted by his brother, the King of 
England. Colonel Nichols was appointed governor, and he, on June 12, 1G66, granted a charter to the city 
of New York. The Dutch, however, recaptured the colony on August 7, 1G73, and they at once changed the 
name of New York City to New Orleans, and that of Albany to Williamstadt, with Captain Anthony Colve 
as governor. The colony, however, was not destined to be Dutch, for by the treaty of February 9, 1 674, it was 
restored to the English, and in the following autumn, as the representative of the Duke of York, Colonel 
Nichols again assumed position as governor and restored to the place the name New York. In 1685 the 
duke ascended the English throne as James II., but the Eevolution of 1688 cut short his reign and he was suc- 
ceeded by William III. and Mary as heritors of the throne. In the year succeeding this event an insurrection 
was raised by Jacob Leister, who overthrew the unpopular administration of Nichols, and strengthened the fort 
jn New York City by a battery of six guns outside its walls. This was tlie origin of the " Battery," of which 
more anon. Leister, however, was in 1691 seized and executed for treason and murder. From this time on no 
important event transpired until 1741, when an alleged discovery was made of a plot on the part of slaves — for 
New York was early engaged in the slave tfade — to burn the city and murder the white colonists. Twenty 
negroes were hanged, a lesser number were burned at the stake, and seventy-five were transported. Three 
years later war was declared between England and France, and the colonists of New York and New England 
attacked the French fortress at Louisburg. In retaliation the Indians in the pay of the French harassed the 
New York colonists so seriously in 1746 that it was determined to att&,ck Crown Point and Niagara, and to 
capture Quebec. To this end New York raised $200,000. The enterprise proved successful, and led to peace, 
having been secured by treaty between the French and English iu 1748, the colony prospered for a few years, 
and it had barely recovered from the wars when, in 1754, the French resumed hostilities, and they were not 
quieted until their power was crippled and they were compelled to surrender their possessions east of the Missis- 
sippi on September 8, 1759. 

THE REVOLUTION. 

Five years had barely elapsed before the colonists, who had been spending their treasure and blood for 
British conquest, were eager to take up arms, and they subsequently did successfully, against English dominion 
in the colonies. The imposition of the Stamp Act in 1764 and the other atrocities of the British Government 
which followed it led to that famous struggle for independence with which every school-boy is so familiar that 
it need not be enlarged upon here. The colonists of New York ^^'ere amongst the first to resist the oppression- 
In 1765 the " Sons of Liberty" were organized to oppose the Stamp Act, and in October of the same year a 
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congress composed of delegates from the colonies of tlie New England and Middle States met in New York 
City to take into consideration their grievances. South Carolina had also delegates here. This congress made 
declaration of the privileges and rights of the colonists. Liberty-poles had at this period Ijeen frequently erected 
in New York City, and as often been destroyed by the British soldiery. In 1770 a meeting of three thousand 
citizens resolved not to submit to British oppression ; and in 1773 a Vigilance Committee was formed to resist 
the landing of taxed tea ; and in the following year the committee sent back to England a tea-laden vessel, and 
from another ship they threw eighteen chests of tea overboard. In April, 1775, a provincial convention met at 
New Y'ork City, and elected delegates to the second congress. The colonists of Massachusetts, however, had 
struck the match of the Revolution, and the news of the battle of Lexington caused great excitement in the city. 
The arms of the city were ordered to Boston, but before they could be shipped they were seized by the authori- 
ties. The war had now commenced, and the fortunes of the Continental army from this time to the acknowl- 
edgment by England of the will of the "sovereign people" were various. In the State of New York were 
fought many ot the famous battles of the period — those of Brooklj'n Heiglits, Harlem Heights, Bemis Heights, 
Stony Point, Ticonderoga, Fort Schuyler, Stillwater and Saratoga, at the last oi which General Burgoyne sur- 
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rendered to the Americans. On the 18th of September, 1770, as a result of the disastrous defeat of the Ameri- 
can troops, under General Washington, on Long Island, New York City fell into the hands of the British 
troops, wlio held it until the 2Gth of November, 1783, when they evacuated it—an event still annually cele- 
brate.l under the name of " Evacuation Day." New York City then became the capital of the State and seat 
of the government of the United States. As the State capital it held the distinction from 1784 to 1797, and as 
the capital of the nation from 1795 to 1798. In the latter year the adoption of the National Constitution in 
the previous year at Philadelphia was celebrated in grand style in New York ; and on April 30, 1789 Wash- 
ingtoa was inaugurated at the old City Hall, which stood on the site of the present Treasurv Buildin<^ as the 
first President of the United States. Prior to this_on March 12, 1777-a constitution fo/the State^of New 
York was reported by a committee of the provincial congress, and on the 20th of April followino- was adopted 
as the basis ot government. Under this new constitution George Clinton was elected governor" As already 
stated the seat ot the State government .ras iu New York City until 1797, when it was transferred to Albany. 
When the English soldiers had lieen ousted, the citizens turned their attention to internal improvements and "to 
the development of their commercial facilities by improving the navigation of the Hudson and Molnwk rivers 
and opening canals to Lake Champlain and Ontario. But many of the projected improvements were interf.n-ed 
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with and delayed by the renewal of hostihties with England in 1812, and which lasted until 1815. In this 
itruggle the State of New York contributed of her best blood and treasure. 

THE REBELLION. 

When the tocsin of rebellion against the Union was sounded in the South in 1861, the patriotic citizens of 
the Empire State were prompt and decisive in meeting the foe. Barraclss were speedily erected on the public 
squares of the metropolis ; immense fleets left the port with vast armies of men for the southern coasts, and 
116,382 stalwart sons of New York went into the field to do battle for the preservation of the Union. In 
1863, however, when the Confederate armies were sweepmg victoriously into the Northern States, the militia 
regiments which had been retained in the city in the interests of order were despatched to give relief to the 
tard-pressed Federal forces. Then the thieves and cutthroats in the city came from their haunts and estab- 
lished for a time a reign of terror. Wherever a soldier or a negro was found he was killed, and mansions and 
«tores were plundered and robbed on every hand. For several days the marauders held high carnival, indeed, 
"<ini-i troops could be brought back to the city, when, before an unsparing use of the bayonet and grape-shot 
ihey either succumbed or hurried into their hiding-placos. Since that terrible day the metropolis and its sister 
cities of the State have done homage by statues to the memory of the brave sons who fell in the internecine 
conflict, and to-day the State offers, as the great portal of ii mighty continent, a haven of refuge for the down- 
vodden and oppressed, and a home for tlie skilled, diligent, and ambitious of the nations beyond the seas. 

THE GREAT METROPOLIS. 

The people of New York State justly feel proud of their chief city, the principal and most populous com- 
mercial centre in the land ; indeed, it is the pride of every community in the Republic. It is the Mecca to 
which all Americans wend as opportunities serve, where men of wealth and women of fashion congregate, and 
where inducements are offerered to the diligent and thrifty of other lands to come and share in the free institu- 
tions and in the development of the resources of the great Republic of the West. But let us take a peep into 
the great city which receives and despatches thirty thousand vessels a year, and which upwards of three hun- 
dred thousand immigrants arrive annually. 

The city comprises the whole of Manhattan Island, Blackwell's, Ward's, and other islands in the East 
River, and the harbor, and of what is termed the " annexed district, " north of the Harlem River. The island 
of Manhattan until 1874 comprised the city limits. The island contains an area of 14,000 acres, is about 13i 
miles in length on one side and eight on the other, is If miles broad on an average, the width varying from a 
half to two and a quarter miles, and is bounded at its northern extremity by the Harlem River and Spuyten 
Duy vil Creek, confluent tidal channels connecting the East and the Hudson rivers. In 1874 the " annexed 
district," containing 12,500 acres, and including twenty villages, was added to the city. The city now has an 
area of 41^ square miles. Its extreme length is 16 miles, and its greatest width, from the mouth of the Bronx 
to the Hudson, is 4^ miles. On the north the city is bound by Yonkers, on the east by the Bronx and East 
Rivers, on the south by tlie bay, and on the west by the Hudson River. The island was originally much diver- 
sified, and in its upper portion, where least populated, it still retains somewhat of its original character. With 
the increase of population, improvements have been made according to a uniform system in laying out avenues 
and streets, grading them, providing sewerage, etc. The ground rises from the East and North Rivers with a 
gentle ascent, thus forming a central ridge throughout the entire length of the island. A considerable portion 
of the lower part of the city, particularly that near the rivers, is made ground. The Battery, a public park of 
ten acres, at the southern extremity of the city, was built upon a low ledge of rocks, much beyond tlie original 
water-line. The soil, for tlie most part, is a sandy alluvium, and less fertile than in many other parts of the 
State. Its basis is piincipally gneiss, but the north part of the island is composed of granular and primitive 
limestone, which is much quarried. On the west side of the city, not far from the Hudson River, between Fif- 
tieth and sixtieth streets, and in some other parts, a number of streets are cut thi'ough this limestone. 

In this leading city of the American continent ;ire 100,000 buildings 70,000 of which are located between 
Fifty-ninth Street and the Battery.

The Battery, located at the foot of Broadway, at the most southerly end of New York, and where the 
island of Manhattan narrows to an obtuse point towards the harbor, is an historic spot and one of the best 
known in the city. What the hallowed rock at Plymouth is to the descendants of the Puritans who stepped 
from the Mayflower upon American soil, the Battery is to the surviving representatives of the Knickerbockers, 
the Van Rensselaers, and the other Dutch founders of the New Amsterdam, for here it was that the pioneer 
settlers first touched the soil of Manhattan and made acquaintance with the Indians then in possession. The 
extreme point of the Battery was then a small island separated from the mainland, and the intervening 
space was filled up and given the solid appearance it now presents. Here tlie first Dutch settlers erected, in 1614, 
four houses and a small fort, and in 1689, when the insurrection broke out against the administration of Nichols, 
the representative of the Duke of York, the fort was strengthened by a battery of six guns outside its walls. 
This was the origin of the " Battery," a name which has ever since clung to it, and probably will for all time. 
The Battery of to-day, with its twenty-one acres of park land, studded with trees, its verdant lawns intersected 
with serpentine walks, and its fine promenade around the substantial searwall, is not reverenced by the patriotic 
New Yorker merely as the Plymouth Rock of his fathers, but as a spot associated with incidents indissolubly 
bound up vrith the early liistory of this favored land, with the struggles of its people against foreign 
dominion, and as the "Golden Gate" of the "City of Refuge" for the downtrodden and oppressed 
of the despotic powers of Europe. Hereabouts America's first aristocracy built their substantial mansions, 
and ere commerce began to make an advance upon it and its immediate surroundings, it was truly a 
delightful location in which to dwell, for from here, as one looked down the shining bay, the view was enchant- 
ing even to the most unpoetical and the indifferent to nature's charms. Then the sunsets, as seen from here, 
were, as they are now, full of rare splendor. 

AVe give herewith an illustration of the harbor from the Battery, and another of Battery Park and Cas- 
tle Garden. In the memorable struggle for independence the British frigates, Rose and Phcsnix, with their 
decks protected by sand-bags, ran, in July, 1776, by the roaring Battery and up the Hudson, firing broadsides 
into the city. When the struggle was over, and Great Britain acknowledged the independence of that which 
had been the brightest colonial jewel in her crown, it was from the Battery, on Nov. 25, 1783 — a day still 
celebrated as Evacuation Day — that the British soldiers, under the command of Sir Guy Carleton, embarked 
for their own dominions. 

On the water-front of the Batterv is Castle Garden, a quaint^looking old building, which for years has 
been the chief gateway tlirough which millions of self-exiled Europeans have made their entrance into the 
New World, and become acquainted with the metropolis of the Great Republic of the earth. Castle Garden 
is a circular brick structure, with a history of its own. It was originally erected under the title of Castle 
Clinton, as a fortress, in 1807 by the National Government, who gave it to the city in 1823 ; subsequently it 
was converted into a summer-garden and opera-house ; hence its name Castle Garden. It has often been the 
scene of great civic " pomp and circumstance ; " within its walls warriors and statesmen, now historic person- 
ages, were wont to be banqueted and have their glories fulminated ; and within its gray interior the celebrated 
songsters of a past age discoursed sweet melody to the lovers of music. Here a gi-eat ball was held in 1824 in 
honor of the Marquis Lafayette; here, in 1832, President Andrew Jackson, and in 1843, President Tyler, 
were given popular receptions ; and here, in later days, the grand voices of the late Jenny Lind, Sontag, 
Parodi, Mario, and of many another famous singer, were heard. 

In 1855 it became the immigrant depot for the reception of incomers from Europe, and to here barges 
bring from the ocean steamships, as they arrive in the river, men, women, and children of all nations, in every 
variety of costume and of every tongue. Here the etlmologist m-ay find for study, groups of different types of 
mankind that he can nowhere else in the whole wide world meet with duplicates of. The last published 
records show that during the year ending December 31, 1886, 300,918 immigrants passed through Castle 
Garden. As many as 476,086 have been received here in a single year. 

New York City is not only the centre of commerce but the centre of wealth, and it is the great monetary 
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mart of the country. It is rich in palatial edifices, and wealthy in handsomeh' laid out parks, its principal one, 
Central Park (illustrations of which are given in these pages), being one of the most extensive and pictur- 
esque in this or any other country. Fifteen million dollars have Ijeen spent in converting a region of swamps, 
thickets and ridges, disfigured with heaps of cinders and rubbish, and dotted with the squalid shanties of 
degraded squatters, into tlie beautiful and popular park it now is. The park extends from Fifty-ninth Street 
to One Hundred and Tenth Street (over 2|- miles), and from Fifth Avenue to Eighth Avenue (over i mile), 
covering 8G2 acres, of which 185 are in lakes and reservoirs, and 400 in forests, wherein over half a million 
trees and shrubs have been planted. There are nine miles of roads, [)^ of Ijridle-paths, and 28i of walks. 
The landscape architects of the Park were Frederick Law Olmsted and Calvert Vaux. Upwards of 12,000,- 
000 people visit the Park every ^ear, half of them on foot, and the rest in carriages.

Loudon itself in population. To substantiate 
this, we have only to observe the immediate 
country surrounding the city. Brooklyn has 
long been simply the habitable quarter of New 
York, nearest to business and cheapest for 
residence. The New York elevated railways, 
which would have thrown that quarter into the 
distance, are balanced by the great Brooklyn 
Bridge and its steam transit, and the prospective 
Blackwell's Island Bridge. Brooklyn has 
already about three-quarters of a million inhabi- 
tants, and it has ample room for unlimited 
growth, over the level fields of Long Island 
stretching out eastward, and can spread south- 
ward ten miles to the sea if needs be. A 
cluster of cities with an aggregate of near a 
half million has already grown up on the New 
Jersey amis and aflinents of our metropolitan 
harbor. More foreign goods are now landed 
in Jersey City and Hoboken than in any other 
place in the United States, except New York. 
To the north, east, west, and even south (which 
includes the popular and attractive Staten 
Island), the numerous cities and towns are all 
adjuncts and parts of the great city of New- 
York. While all these may not be more 
closely cemented together, under one incorpor- 
ated head with New York, it is not an improb- 
aljle result of the future to state that Brooklyn 
and the smaller cities on thats side of East River 
will become a part of the greater city. The 
West will have great cities, but New York will 
be as distinctly the metropolis a hundred 
'^ '^ ~ - ^ "- years hence as it is to-day. It is to-day the

most wondertul city m the world. Second only 

to London as a financial and commercial centre, it is making such rapid strides that a recent prophecy made in 

Wall Street, that the city is soon destined to become tlie chief money mart of the dobe, now appears to be 

rapidly materializing. The many distinctive features of foreign life found within its limits is entirely unlike that of 
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any other city. With more sons of the Emerald Isle than can be found in Dublin ; a greater population of 
Germans than are included in any city of the Fatherland, alone excepting Berlin ; Italy having a larger 
representation than Naples can boast of; more Hebrew residents than can be enumerated in the leading city 
of their fathers ; a Chinese contingent sufficiently numerous to have their separate places of trade, worship, 
and amusement; and thousands of representiitives of nearly every prominent nation on the face of the earth, 
and, with it all, thoroughly American. 

UP THE HUDSON. 

A sail up the Hudson is a pleasure that no true American can deny himself of and that no foreigner who 
has ever been charmed by the beauties presented will refuse to avail himself of. Both the metropolis ^nd the 
State owe much of their pre-eminent advantages to this noble river. Being connected with the great Western 
lakes by the Erie Canal and numerous lines of railroads, and with Lake Champlain and Canada, also by both 
canal and railroad, and with Delaware River and the coal region of Pennsylvania by the Delaware and Hudson 
Canal, it becomes a main trunk of an immense commerce. It forms, indeed, one of the great connecting 
links of the chain which binds the east and west, and bears upon its bosom the noblest steamers the world ever 
saw, and in a vast number of other craft the traveller and the merchandise to and from the American metropo- 
lis. Its waters were the theatre of the first successful attempt to apply steam to the propelling of vessels, and 
the very first to witness the application of caloric to tlie same purposes. The one dates from 1808 and immor- 
talizes the names of Fulton and Livingston, and the latter from January, 1853, immortalizing the name of 
Ericcson. Little did those who saw the commencement of the era of steam navigation dream of the extent 
of its application to the purpose of commerce, and as little may the lookers on of to-day foresee the vastness 
of the project initiated by the later discovery. 

The Hudson rises by two main branches in the mountains west of Lakes Champlain and George. The 
east, or Schroon branch, passes through Schroon Lake, and the other branch rises farther west by various 
head streams, the two uniting in the southern pai't of Warren county, about forty miles from their respective 
sources. After a course of fifteen miles south the Hudson receives the Sacandaga river. It then runs east by 
south fifteen miles to Hadley's Falls, and thence twenty miles north by eastto Glen's Falls. It then flows 
south forty miles and receives from the west its principal tributary, the Mohawk. Its fall in this distance is 
147 feet ; thence running a little west of south 156 miles it enters the ocean at Sandy Hook. The whole 
length of the river from its source to its entrance into New York Bay is a little over three hundred miles, and 
so straight is the river between Albany and New York that the distance by water is less than that by land. 
The influence of the tide is felt a little above Albany. It probably does not flow so far. It is navigable for 
large ships 118 miles above New York to Hudson, and for sloops and large steamers to Albany, 145 miles. 
Sloops and steam-boats proceed six miles farther to Troy, and sloops by a dam and lock to Wateiford, eight 
miles above Albany. Through a considerable part of its course its banks are elevated, particularly on the 
west side, and in some parts are high, rocky and precipitous. No part of the Union presents more picturesque 
scenery than the banks of the Hudson, and the passage through the Highlands above New York City is grand. 
Here the mountains, over 1,400 feet high, come down to the very margin of the stream. Above the High- 
lands the banks continue high and, in some places, precipitous, opening now and then as if to afford glimpses of 
a charming country on either side, until some thirty miles more have been passed, when the banks become still 
less abrupt, and the lofty range of the Catskill mounta-'. is seen to the westward. The remote sources of the 
Hudson are among the highest peaks of the Adirondack mountains, four thousand feet above tide water. The 
mountain ranges through or near which the Hudson passes are part of the Appalachian system. The Highlands 
are a continuation of the Blue Ridge, which, after crossing Pennsylvania and New York ends in the Green 
Mountains of Vermont and New Hampshire. The Catsbergs and Hilderbergs are continuations of the west- 
ward ranges of the Alleghany. 

The Hudson River railroad skirts the east shore of the stream, and often is carried into the river on 
embankments. At almost all points on the Hudson River are important railroad connections by which the 
traveller can be conveyed to any part of the American continent. From New York the New York Central and 
Hudson River, Harlem and New York, New Haven and Harlem Railroads, and numerous steam-boats run to 
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the north and east, connecting with the principal routes all over New York, Nevv England and Canada. From 
Jersey City the Philadelphia & Reading, the Pennsylvania, the New York, Lake Ene & Western Radroad. 
and from Hoboken the Delaware, Lackawanna & Western lead to the great West and South. From A^ e^ 
h tk : the New York, West Shore & Buffalo Railroad runs west ^^ *^« Hudson to Ala.y an d^t.^^^^^^ 
Central New York to Buffalo, connecting for the West. Fro.n Nyack the ^orth Railroad °f ^ew J^ sey runs 
to Jersey City .ia the Hackensack Valley. Haverstraw is the terminus o the New '^^^^^ ^f^J^^t 
road, and the New York, West Shore & Buffalo comes to the river here first after leavmg ^eehawken N- J. 
and follows the left bank of the Hudson from this point to Albany. At CWnwall he New Y-^, Ont.uo^ 
Western Railroad diverges to the north-west through Central New York to Oswego, .ts ^---^ J^^-; ^ ^f ^ 
Ontario. At Newburg a branch of the Erie railway touches the river, and nearly oin.os,te th« ^e- Yo k & 
New England Railroad has its western terminus connected with Newburg by steam ferry. At Roudout t - 
Wallkill Valley of the New York, West Shore & Buffalo Railroads run south-westward through the mountam- 
ous district to Goshen, N. Y., on the Erie Railroad, and the Ulster & Delaware 
Railway runs north-west through the Catskill mountains to Stamford, N. J., a,iid 
has branches running to KaaterskiU House and Hunter on the top of the Cat- 
skills. At Rhinebeck, nearly opposite is the Western terminus of the Hartford & 
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Connecticut Western Railroad. At Catskill, the Catskill Mountain Railroad conveys passengers to the base of the 
eastern Catskill Mountains, whence stages convey tourists to the mountain hotels. At Hudson is the Hudson 
& Chatham branch of the Boston & Albany Railroad. From Albany the New Y'ork Central Railroad runs 
through Central New Y'ork to the great West, the Delaware & Hudson Canal Co.'s railroad to Saratoga, 
Adirondacks, Montreal and the north, and to the south-west to Binghamton and the State of Pennsylvania, 
leading with tlieir connections to every point of New York State. The Boston & Albany Railroad conveys 
passengers from Albany to Pittsfield, Springfield, Boston and points east. From Troy the Boston, Hoosac & 
Western Railroad runs to Hoosac Tunnel, Boston and the east; the Central Vermont Railroad to points in 
Vermont and Canada, and the Delaware & Hudson Canal Co's. railroad to Saratoga, Lake George, Adirondack 
and Canada. 

There are four corporations whose steam vessels plow the waters of the Hudson and carry passengers and 
merchandise. The Day Line of Steamers ply between New York City and Albany. These steamers leave 
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Pier 39, North River, foot of Vestry Street, New York, at 8.40 A. M., and foot of West 22nd Street, 9 A. 
M, daily, arriving at Albany at 6 P. M. Returning they leave the foot of Hamilton Street, Albany, at 8.30 A. 
M., arriving at New York at 5.30 P. M. The People's Line of Steamers make no stoppages between New 
York and Albany. The steamers leave Pier 41, North River, foot of Canal Street at 6 P. M., during 
season of navigation, and reach Albany about six o'clock next morning. The Citizen's Line of Steamers leave 
Pier 44, North River, foot of Christopher Street, at 6 P. M., and land at Troy about six o'clock next moi-n- 
ing. Tlie steamer Mary Powell runs from New York to Roudout, stopping at Cranston's, West Point, Corn- 
wall, Newburgh, New Hamburg, Milton and Poughkeepsie. She leave.s New York, Pier 39, North River, 
every week day, except Saturday, at 3.15 P. M., stopping at the foot of West 22nd Street for passengers from 
the upper part of the city, and leaving West 22nd vStreet at 3.30 P. M., and on Saturdays one hour earlier 
at each landing, and touching at Marlborough. Returning, the steamer leaves Roudout at 5.30 A. M., reach- 
ing New York at 10.30 A. M. 

Thus ample facilities are afforded for the tourist or the traveller, on business or pleasure bent, for beholding 
the great natural beauties of this favored stream, the " Rhine of America," as it has not been inappropriately 
described. The banks of this noble stream are not alone attractive because of the richness of their beautiful 
scenery, though that in itself would be sufficient to justify the pride with which all Americans view this majes- 
tic water-way ; but the shores have historic associations that are full of interest to every traveller. For here 
and there are the scenes of not a few events to which every one's memory turns back familiarly, and the whole 
neighborhood of the Hudson is among the most fa'mous regions of our Republic's history. During the war of 
the Revolution some of the most important military posts in the country were located on this river, and the 
high banks of the stream are to-day studded with forts that serve to carry back our minds to the time when 
our fathers were struggling under difficulties against the well equipped hosts of England for the liberties we 
now enjoy as our birthright. Notable among the military strongholds on the Hudson was the site of the great 
military academy of to-day. Singular as the statement may now appear to us at this day this stronghold was 
regarded by Washington as the key to the passage between the New England and the Middle States, the colo- 
nies of Revolutionary times. It commanded the entrance to the Upper Hudson, it was the centre of the scene 
of many principal movements of the war; it was invaluable as a deposit for ammunition, and troops were mus- 
tered within its fortifications to be sent to every part of the theatre of action. Upon its defences was concen- 
trated much of the attention and effort of Congress and the leaders of tlie army. The whole vicinity of the 
post was provided with no mean works for fortification and defence ; and, whether wisely or not, Washington 
and his generals looked upon it ag their chief fortress. The fighting colonies had no other military stronghold of 
such extent and permanent character as this. It was here that one of the blackest crimes associated with the 
struggles of the Revolutionary forces occurred — the treason of Benedict Arnold, an event that has fastened 
itself upon the pages of the history of the Republic forever ; and as it is one to which we shall have to occa- 
sionally refer in the following pages it is as well to give at this stage the story in brief of Arnold's 
treachery. 

Arnold held the rank of major-general in the American army, a position which he had won by distin- 
guished gallantry and zeal, and had been given command of the garrison at West Point. Prior to this, and 
after tiie battle of Bemis's Height in 1777, in which he was wounded, Arnold was made commandant of Phila- 
delphia, after the evacuation of that city by the English. Tliere h-e married the daughter of a loyalist, and, 
living in the old mansion of William 'Penn, entered upon a career of luxury and extravagance which soon 
overv/helmed him with debt and bankruptcy. In order to keep up his magnificence he began a system of 
frauds upon the commissary department of the army. His bearing toward tlie citizens was that of a military 
despot ; the people groaned under his tyranny and charges were preferred against him by Congress. He was 
tried by court-martial in December, 1779, and convicted on two of the charges. By order of the court he was 
mildly reprimanded by Washington. Professing unbounded patriotism, and seeming to forget the disgrace 
which his conduct had brought upon liim, Arnold applied for and obtained command of the fortress of West 
Point, then the most valuable arsenal and depot of stores in America. He took charge in July, 1780, and had 
even then formed the treasonable design of surrendering the fort into the hands of the enemy. He had for 
months been in secret correspondence with Sir Henry Clinton, and now he made an open proposition to Clin- 
ton to betray his country for English gold. It was agreed that on a certain day the British fleet should ascend 
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the Hudson, that the garrison of West Point should be divided and scattered and the fortress given up without 

a struggle. 

Sir Henry Clinton, on the 21st of September, dispatclied Major John Andre, 
Adjutant-General of the British Army to hold a conference with Arnold, and to make 
final arrangements for the surrender of the fortress. Andre went on board the 
British sloop of war Vulture to Teller's Point, and on the date named went ashore, 
landing a little below Stony Point, where he met Arnold in a thicket, wliere they 
consulted together until daylight. Their plans were incom|)lete at daydawn, and 
'Arnold persuaded his companion to go with him to the house of a tory, named Smith. 
Andre up to this point was in uniform, but, to provide against discovery on entering 
the American lines, he put on a plain coat, a disguise which deprived him of his 
official character, and rendered him open to conviction as a spy. Arnold gave the 
pass-word, and, having passed the sentries, they reached Smitli's house, where they 
were concealed the whole of the day. Here the awful business was completed. 

Arnold was to surrender West Point, its garrison and stores, and to receive for 
his treachery £10,000 ($f)0,000) and a coiBmission as brigadier in the British army. 
All preliminaries being settled, papers, containing a full description of West Point, 
its defences and the best method of attack, were made out and given to Andre who 
secreted the dangerous documents' in his stockings. During that day an American 
battery drove the Vulture from its moorings in the river where it was awaiting the 
return of Andre ; and at nightfall Andre was obliged to take the land route for New 
York City. Accordingly he crossed King's ferry and on the strength of Arnold's 
passes passed all the regular American outposts. At Tarrytown, however, he was 
suddenly confronted by three militiamen — .Jo'm Paulding, David Williams and Isaac 
Van Wart — who stripped him, found his papers, and delivered him to Colonel Jamie^ 
sen, who thereupon wrote to Arnold, detailing the circumstances of the arrest. 
He received this message while at breakfast, 

and immediately left the table, ordered his liorse, saying he was wanted 

down the river, rode to Beverly dock, and leaping into a boat, went down 

the river and boarded the Vulture. Andre made a clean breast of the 

whole transaction, was tried by court martial at Tappan, and condemned to 

death. Strong etForts were made to save him, but on the second of October 

he was led to the gallows, and, under the stern code of war, was hanged. 

Though dying the death of a felon, he met his death like a brave man, and 

often times commiserated his sad fate. Arnold was made a major-genera 

in the British army, and he received his blood money of £10,000, but he 

was despised even by his brother officers and died with hai-dly a friend to 

mourn his demise. The militiamen who captured Andre were rewarded by 

Congress with silver medals and pensions for life, and at Peekskill and 

Tarrytown monuments have been erected to two of them Pauldino- and 

Van AVart. Andre's remains were removed to England, and a monument 

now in Westminster Abbey bears an inscription which tells the sad story 

of his death. When the late Dean Stanley, Dean of Westminster, visited 

America, in 1878, he secured permission to have a stone, bearin" a suitable 

inscription, I'aised to Andre's memory on the place of his execution. 

But we are bound foi- a sail up the nolile river, and for an inspection 

of the frowning precipices and towering hills and prosperous cities and towns 

that hedge it in on each side. As the steamer floats out from its pier on to 

the broad bosom of the stream the eye catches a glimpse of the lower part 

of the river over which are gliding ferry boats like so many huo-e turtles; 

puffing and snorting little tugs, dancing on the waves as if of cork ■ 
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ponderous steamers that have either just come from battling witli, or are stealthily stealing away to 
face the tempests of the Atlantic ; farther on, standing majestically in the shining bay with uplifted hand, keep- 
ing watch and ward over the portal of the land of the free, is the Statue of Liberty ; and, still farther away, the 
narrow passage into the outer bay, where the rugged shore of Brooklyn juts out into the deep waters and where 
is presented the bold front of Staten Island, that picturesque combination of highlands, forest and sea, rimmed 
round with villages and destined to be covered with suburban homes. 

On the west of us is New Jersey's most populous city — Jersey City — with its three miles of water front, 
the actual meridian line where the wheels of continental railway traffic meet tlie keels of ocean steamships, for 
here, of the more than one hundred thousand miles of North American railway lines, but a small fraction fails 
to connect with the steamship fleets that carry the commerce of the world over the ever restless billows. To 
the north of Jersey City is the busy and growing city of Iloboken, sending out from its water front turtle-shaped 
ferryboats to the shores of the metropolis, and dispatching passengers by the Delaware, Susquehanna and 
Western Railroad, into the heart of the land of mosquitoes and peaches and into the regions of the far West, 
and, by its elevated railway carrying local denizens on to Jersey Heights, whence can be seen the smoky chim- 
neys and heaven-pointing spires of Newark, the hills of Orange, studded with picturesquely located mansions — 
the abodes of wealth and culture — and a cnogerie of cities that have rapidly grown from the dimensions of hamlets 
into large and prominent centres of manufacture and commerce, while at the feet lie stretched the valleys of the 
Hackensack and the Passaic, with their waters meandering to their confluence with the ocean, through extensive 
tide-water flats, which ere long will be redeemed from the overflow of the waters and furnish cheap and level 
gi'ounds needed for railway sidings, for long wharfs on deep water frontage, and for yards ai;id buildings required 
for the storage and handling of bulky commodities and raw materials ; all of which are destined to play an 
important part in enhancing the further growth and prosperity of the leading city of the Empire State. 

From Hoboken the banks of the river to the east of us begin to gain in height, and just to the north of the 
city stands out boldly on the summit of the elevation Castle Hill, the site of the Stevens mansion, and near by, 
with its face on a fine public square, is the Steven's Institute of Technology. Around these are clustered many 
elegant residences of wealthy New Yorkers, and the spot, once possessing a very rural aspect, is now assuming 
quite an urban appearance. From this point upward the east bank rises higher and higher into the rugged and 
storm-beaten Palisades. To the east of us, the whole bank of the river almost as far as the eye can carry, is 
occupied by dilapidated-looking wooden joiers, shipping craft of every conceivable design and size, and commerce 
from every part of the habitable globe. Continuing our progress up the river between Hoboken and Wee- 
hawken we have pointed out to us the locality of Elysian Fields, formerly a beautiful park, but now retaining 
few traces of the rural walks which once made it a delightful and favorite resort of pleasure-seeking New 
Yorkers. Its attractions now are such as are afibrded by baseball matches, boat races and other athletic sports. 
Weehawken was called by the aboriginal inhabitants Weehawk, but custom has added the termination now 
usually given the appellation. Weehawken is the eastern terminus of the West Shore line of railway, and 
it is the spot where, in 1804, Hamilton and Burr fought their memorable and fatal duel on a plateau in the 
rocky bank of the river. The plateau is raised a few feet above the river, just below the precipitous cliff that 
marks the southern end of the Palisades. During the presidency of Thomas Jefferson, Aaron Burr was vice- 
president, and when the period of the first term of Jefferson's administration was drawing to a close Burr saw 
that Jefferson would be renominated and that he (Burr) would not. The latter, however, had his eye on the 
presidency and was determined not to be baffled. He, therefore, while holding the office of vice-president 
became a candidate for governor of New York. From that position he would pass to the presidency at the 
close of Jefferson's second term. But Hamilton's powerful influence in New York prevented Burr's election; 
and his presidential ambition received a set back. From that day Burr determined to kill the man whom he 
pretended to regard as the destroyer of his fondest hopes. He accordingly sought a quarrel with Hamilton, who 
was one of the foremost statesmen in the country, a major-general of army and Secretary of the Treasury. 
He challenged him, met him on the plateau before mentioned on the morning of the 11th of July, 1804, and 
deliberately murdered him, for Hamilton had tried to avoid the challenge, and when face to face with his 
antagonist refused to fire. Thus, under the savage and abominable custom of dueling one of the brightest 
intellects in America was put out in darkness. Burr fled from the public indignation and took refuge in the 
South, but at the opening of the next session of Congress he returned to the capital, and presided over the 
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Senate niitil the expiration of liis term of office. Tlien he went to the West, where he entered into a treason- 
able scheme to raise a sufficient military force to invade and wrest from the Spaniards, Mexico, detach the 
Western and Southern States from the Union, make himself dictator of a South-western Empire, and perhaps, 
subvert the government of the United States. After laboring at his scheme for two years Burr was arrested 
and tried at Richmond, Alabama, on a charge of treason. The case fell through owing to want of sufficient 
proof, and Burr then fled from the country under an assumed name. He returned to New York after a few 
years to practice law, lived to an extreme old age and died alone in abject poverty. 

On the east bank are distinguished on the high ridge Clarmont House, the Eiverside Park, with its noble 
drives, and a glimpse is obtained of the spot where lie the remains of General Grant. Beyond is the Bloom- 
ingdale Lunatic Asylum, Manhattanville, Audubon Park, Carmansville, the home of Audubon, the naturalist, 
the New York Institute for the Deaf and Dumb, and Jcflery's Hook, a point jutting into the river, and the site 
of an old fort, where Washington landed, but re-crossed at Fort Lee, just before Washington Heights were cap- 
tured by the British in 177». Fort Lee is ten miles from New York, and the site of the old fort there is dis- 
tinguished by a flag staff on the blufl". Ilere arc large summer hotels, and Fort Lee is a very popular 
place of resort for New Yorkers in the hot months. The traveller has now reached the lower end proper of the 
Palisades, and the unbroken wall of columnar trai>rock stretches for a length of fifteen miles along the eastern 
bank of the river. These rocks vary in hci-ht from 300 to 500 feet above the water, and are crowned by a 
heavy growth of timber. On the opposite shore are Washington Heights, with Fort Washington at the sum 
mit, a scene of memorable military activity in the days of the Eevolution. The fort here commands the river 
above and below as, well as the neighboring country. It formed the end and citadel of an irregular line of 
works extending along tlie northern part of the 
island of Manhattan. These works with their 
garrison of 7,200 men were captured by tlie 
British after a sharp resistance on Nov. 15, 1776. 
This was the second defeat that tlie Americans 
had sustained in New York, audit bad a dampen- 
ing effect on the friends of the Republic in this 
section. Both banks of the river at this spot 
liossess interesting features besides those already 



mentioned. The commerce of New York City i^^ 
iias by degrees driven the residential section of 
the affluent from tlie Battery up to Fifth Avenue 
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and now trade has penetrated that locality and is "^s; 



driving the aristocracy more northward. At 
Washington Heights, some five square miles 
between the Hudson and the Harlem, at an ele- 
vation of from fifty to one hundred feet aljove Plebeian street, grades have been laid out, as it were, by nature, 
for a select residential quarter, and here are to be the future homes of New York's wealthy residents. It is a 
ridge about a mile wide, with aljrupt sides and a broad to[) overlooking at once, on either hand, the magnifi- 
cence of the Hudson beneath the Palisades, and the romantic nooks of the Harlem and Spuyten Duyvil, with 
the glittering reaches of Long Island Sound; swept by the purest airs from land and sea; almost self-drained, 
and drained again of drainage at its base ; inaccessible, in short, to the order of the common world, to the heavy 
wheels of commerce and to tlie enterprise of speculative builders. The time is, perhaps, not far distant when 
a suspension bridge will be anchored in the rocks of Washington Heights and in the blufts of the Palisades, oppo- 
site. Such a bridge has already been chartered, and whenever this shall be completed it will connect the 
magnificent boulevards on each side of the opposite heights in a continuous drive of fifteen miles, which, for 
eminence of prospect, luxurious convenience and picturesque variety, cannot be matched within easy reach of a 
iiig city anywhere on the globe. On the top of the precipitous walls of the Palisades is a broad table land, 
where thousands upon thousands of people have made their homes, and the population here is being constantly 
increased by the railway fixcilities now afforded for reaching the heights. The Palisades at its southern end is 
being laid out for a park and gardens, and buildings are increasing in number rapidly. This spot, like an 
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island in the atmosphere, hung in all its sylvan wildness over the roofs, and ways of men presents an outlook 
which for beauty of scenery is simply amazing. Not that it is vaster in extent than may be seen from other 
summits, but that it groups features of grandeur so diverse and opposite, such a range of the boldest contrasts, 
from the largest scale of man and civilization back to the monstrous chaos, all right under an eye poised in mid- 
air. The topmost mast of the largest ship is far, far below you. Out in the distance, on one hand, is the ocean, 
and out, on tlie other hand, stretching vi'estward to the Ramapo mountains, is a measureless magnificence of 
scenery, while between are the great rivers, the Hudson, Hackensack and Passaic, converging into the wonder- 
ful harbor of New York, with their countless fleets and shining sails and bustling flotilla — all down, almost 
plumb down, it seems, beneath your eyrie crag. And still about you in this weird altitude, is a world above a 
world of gretn groves, lawns and homes of happy people. The upper end of the Palisades is still nearly all 
i'orest. 

Two miles beyond, on the east bank, is Spuy ten Duyvil Creek, or Harlem River, meets the waters of the 
Hudson, whence the pump tower at that great engineering structure, the High Bridge, crossing the Harlem, is 
visible over the hills. The houses which cluster on the upper side of the creek is known as Spuyten Duyvil, 
but the name was originally applied to the creek itself, which connects the Harlem with the Hudson, thereby 
forming Manhattan Island. Through its estuary, tide-^vater flows, the currents meeting at or near Kingsbridge, 
about a mile from the Hudson. Spuyten Duyvil is a name ascribed by Dietrich Knickerbocker (Washingtcn 
Irving,) to Anthony Van Corlear, tlie redoubtable Dutch trumpeter, vsdio, being bound on an important mission 
to the land, and finding himself unable to procure a boat, swore that " en spuyt den duyvil " he would swim the 
creek. He plunged into the stream, and when halfway across was seen to struggle violently until no longei' 
able to resist the Duyvil, who was doubtless tugging at his legs. He raised his trumpet to his lips, sounded a 
blast and disappeared. The creek constituted the southern boundary of the famous neutral ground of Revclu- 
tionary times, where American and British soldiers were continually making raids. At Kingsbridge redoubts 
were thrown up on both sides of the creek, and here a fight took place with no decisive result between the 
Americans and the British and Hessians. Here, in 1776, a few American soldiers conquered a party of Hes- 
sians. Henry Hudson anchored the Half Moon, in Oct., 1609, at the mouth of the creek, and had a long sus- 
tained fight with the Manhattan Indians, who tried to board the ship from their canoes, but were beaten off. 
On the opposite side of the creek is one of the highest points of the Palisades, known as the Lydecker Peak. 
Here stood the Palisades Mountain House, commanding charming scenery and possessing beautiful drives rounn 
about it. It was destroyed by fire June 3, 1884. At the foot of the Palisades at this point is a dock, connected 
with which is a carriage road leading over the heights to Englewood, N. J. 

On the right — on the east bank — are Westchester Heights, the site of old Fort Independence, and a little 
further on, 14 miles from New York City, is Riverdale, a country residence for New York merchants. About 
a mile and a half beyond this is Mt. St. Vincent, an educational institution under the control of the Sisters of 
Charity, who bought the property known as Font Hill from the celebrated actor of a bygone day, Edwin 
Forrest. The castellated structure of dark stone was built by Forrest as a private residence. On the opposite 
shore is Indian Head, the highest point of the Palisades, the altitude at this point being five hundred and fifty 
feet above the river. Near here is Tappan Bay or Tappan Zee, which is an extension of the Hudson, var3-ing 
from 3^ to 4 miles wide, and 11 miles long, terminating at Piermont, where the Palisade formation ends, and 
where is the boundary between New York and New Jersey. Passing the old residence of Forrest, the trav- 
eller reaches, on the east bank, Yonkers, the flourishing city of over 20,000 inhabitants, located at the moutli 
of the Neperah, or Saw Mill River. Neperah is the name given by tlie Indians, signifying " rapid water 
village," which fitly describes the series of falls and rapids with which the stream joins the Hudson. Yonkers 
is derived from the Dutch "Yonk — beer," signifying the heir of a family. Hudson anchored his vessel here- 
abouts, and traded v^^th the Indians. The Philipse Manor, probably the finest specimen of an old-fashioned 
mansion in the country, was built in 1682. In this house was born Mary Philipse, the belle of her day and 
said to have been the sweetheart of AVashington, though she became the wife of Roger Morris. Passing from 
Yonkers, Spring Hill Grove and Dudley's Grove are reached, and beyond tliese, 21 miles from New 
York, is Hastings, containing many beautiful country seats. Garabaldi, the Liberator of Italy, when he kept 
a soap and candle factory on Staten Island, is said to have been extremely fond of this suburban retreat. 
Lord Cornwallis with the British army crossed the river at tliis place in 1776, joined another force in capturing 
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Fort Lee, and then pursued the Americans to the Delaware River. A mile farther on, on the same bank of 
the river, is Dobbs' Ferry, with its many handsome villas and cottages, the residences of many New York 
merchants. In the olden times a Swede, named Dobbs, kept a ferry here, hence its name. The Tappan Zee 
Bay here widens to four miles in extent. When the British had won their dearly bouglit victory at White 
Plains, five miles to the east, in October, 1776, tliey concentrated their forces at this place; several months in 
the following year a division of the American ai-my, under General Lincoln, was located liere. Dobbs' Ferry 
was the first jilace appointed for meeting between Andre and the traitor Arnold, but tlie plan was not success- 
fully carried out. From this place a commission was sent by Sir Henry Clinton to General Greene, the repre- 
sentative of Washington, to intercede for the life of the unfortunate Major Andre. Greene was the president 
of the court which sentenced Andre to death, and the sentence, as previously recorded, was carried out. Two 
miles beyond Dobbs' Ferry is the beautiful village of Irvington, built on the sloping hills on the east side of 
the river, overlooking the tranquil bay of Tappan. Tliis is a modern village, named in honor of Washington 
Jrving, and noted as one of the most aristocratic suburbs of the great metropolis. A little to the north of the 
village is Sunnyside, the home of Irving, and which may be seen from the deck of the steamer. Here he 
-.vrote several of his immortal books, here he died November 28, 1859, and his remains lie in that very 
•' Sleepy Hollow " near Tarrytown made famous by his facile pen. Opposite to Irvington, on the west bank, 

is Piermont, before referred to, where the Palisades 
recede from the shore and lose their precipitous char- 
acter. The ridge, however, continues in a series of 
hills, obtaining a height in some places of nearly 700 
feet, but nowhere resuming the peculiar Palisade 
formation. A long pier here projects into tlie river 
and is a terminus of a branch of the Erie railway 
connecting with the main line at Suifern, 18 miles 
west. Ta[)pan, where Andre was tried, condemned 
and executed in 1780, is two miles to the rear of 
Piermont. The bank of the river at this point is 
frecj^uently heavily mantled with the common white 
cedars, which form an attractive feature of tlie land- 
scape. 

On the right, overlooking the river and the Pali- 
sades to the southward, and commanding a distant 
view of the Raraapo Mountains and the Hudson 
Ili'jflilands to the west and north, Tarrytown is nleas- 
1 f^^ r '^ ^- - ''- '■-<^i"^^^^^^^ai)tly located on the hillside. It is a busy, flourish.

ihe side of which stands a monument markins: the 
spot where Andre was made prisoner. Nearly 
opposite Tarrytown, nestling at the foot of a precipi- 
tous hill, is the little town of Nyack, with its popu- 
lation of between four and five thousand inhabitants 
and one of llni prettiest spots on the Hudson. The 
Tappan Zee on this side of the river presents a 
mountainous sweep in the form of a semicircle from 
Pii^rmont, the semicircle being complete in a series of 
bluffs funiliarly known as the Hook at the northern 
extremity of the Tappan Zee. These bluffs have a 
strong resemljlance of the Rock of Gibraltar. A mile 
above Nyack is Upper Nyack, and a little beyond this is the fiimons Rockland lake, located among the hillSj 
upposite Sing Sing, and which is the source of the Hackensack River and this is a great ice quarry in winter. 
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It is 750 feet above the Hudson, from which it is separated from Hook Mountain, which elevates its liead 610 
feet. A point here abuts on the river, known as Verdritege Hook, but more commonly spoken cf as " Point 
no Point." From this stage the traveller soon enters the Haverstraw Bay, which is five miles wide and the 
widest part of the Hudson, extending from Croton Point to Verplanck's Point on the north ; and here is 
obtained the first view of the West Shore Railrojtd. A little below Haverstraw is High Torn Mountain, and 
beyond this is the village of Haverstraw, on a high bank or plateau with its two miles of brick yards. To the 
north of the village is Treason Hill, where Arnold met Andre at Joshua Hett Smith's, and two miles farther 
north is Grassy Point. Opposite to these places, on the eastern bank of the river, are Sing Sing, 30 miles 
from New York, the white marble State prison near the river ; the mouth of the Croton River, a mile north 
of Sing Sing ; Croton Point, at the junction of Tappan Bay and Haverstraw Bay just above Croton River ; 
Teller's Point, where the Vulture anchored when she brought Arnold to meet Andre ; Croton Village, iMont- 
rasse's Point, and Verplanck's Point. The latter and Stony Point mark the upper end of Haverstraw Bay. 
Between the two Points the river is only a half mile wide, which fact, together witk the commanding positions 
afforded by the adjacent hills, rendered this an important pass during the Revolutionary era. Here was located 
King's Ferry, an important avenue of communication between the Eastern and Middle States, audit was to go 
across this ferry when Andre left Arnold on his fatal journey. 

Stony Point and Verplanck's Point had upon them in Revolutionary times strong fortifications and 
commanded the passage of the river. As before remarked, the importance of the Hudson River as a base 
of operations was early recognized by "Washington and his generals. These forts were held by the Ameri- 
cans until June 1, 1779. Sir Henry Clinton sailed up the Hudson with an armament, and the Americans 
were at that time engaged upon the unfinished work at Stony Point. The feeble garrison, unable to resist the 

overwhelming numbers of the enemy escaped from the fortifications On the 1st of June the British entered, 

mounted cannon and began to bombard Verplanck's Point, on the other side of the river. Here the patriots 
made a brave resistance ; but the British landed a strong force, surrounded the fort and compelled a surrender. 
Both Verplanck's and Stony Points were strongly fortified and garrisoned by the enemy. The loss of this 
position was a severe blow to the Americans, who were compelled to make a wide detour in order to keep 
their communications open. General Anthony Wayne, " Mad Anthony," as he has since been called, obtained 
permission to storm Stony Point. On the loth of July he mustered a force of light infantry at a convenient 
point on the Hudson, and marched against the seemingly inpregnable fortress. The movement was not discov- 
ered by the enemy. At eight o'clock in the evening Wayne and his men halted a mile from the fort, and the 
general gave orders for the assault. A negro who had learned the countersign, went with the advanced guard. 
The British pickets were deceived, caught and gagged. The Americans advanced in two columns, the first led 
by Wayne, and the second by the gallant Frenchman, Colonel De Fleury. Everything was done in silence. 
Muskets were unloaded and bayonets fixed ; not a gun was to be fired. The two divisions attacking from 
opposite sides were to meet in the middle of the fort. The assault was made a little after midnight. Within 
pistol shot of the sentinels on the heights Wayne and his hosts were discovered, and immediately there was 
raised the cry " To ai-ms ! " Then was a rattle of drums and roar of musketry and cannons, and the ramparts 
were scaled. The British were edged in between two closing lines of bayonets and cried for quarter. 63 of 
the English fell in the fight and the remaining 543 of the garrison were made prisoners. Of the Americans 
only 15 were killed and 83 wounded. Wayne secured the ordnance and stores, worth more than $150,000, 
and after destroying the fort marched away. On the 20th of the same month a division of the British army 
arrived at Stony Point, but found only a desolated liill. In honor of his brave deed General Wayne received a 
gold medal from Congress, and his name is perpetuated in connection with Stony Point as " Mad Anthony's 
Charge." On the occasion of the hundreth anniversary of the capture of tlie Point commemorative exercises 
where held on the spot, and the battle was fought over again, the cadet battalion from West Point partaking in 
the proceedings. Soon after rounding Verplanck's Point, Peekskill may be observed near the Highlands, on 
the east bank oi the river. At this point, in going up the river a stranger concludes that the river follows the 
base of the high hills stretching to the eastward, and this delusion is aided by the wide creek or inlet which 
opens in that direction Peekskill gained its name from Jans Peek, a Dutch skipper, who ran his ship aground 
u|) thii) creek and then decided to locate in the neighborhood for the rest of his days. Peekskill is a pleass\nt 
village, and behind it are the ruins of Fort Independence, and hereabouts is tlie Frfwciaean Crmvent Academy 
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of Our Lady of Angels. The late Eev. Henry Ward Beecher had a country residence a little eaei or 
Peekskill. 

Opposite Peekskill on the western shore is Kidd's Point, now Caldwell's landing. Above the village rises 
the rocky and weather-beaten crags of the Douderberg or Thunder Mountain, while on the west bank is 
Anthony's Nose, with an altitude of 1,200 feet ; and between the two, and apparently shutting in the river, 
lies lona Island, a popular summer resort. When Henry Hudson sailed up the river, he thought, on approach- 
ing this spot, that liis progress was finally brought to a close and that the arm of the sea up which he imagined 
he was sailing had ended here among the hills. The steep sides of Anthony's Nose, which descends sharply 
into the river, at one of the most perfect bends in all its course, are dark with rock and forest and thick with 
undergrowth ; and tlie coloring of the whole is so stern and sombre, even in the sunlight, that there is about 
the mountain an ah: of majesty that makes it by far the most prominent of the chain in which it stands. 
Why this famous height received the name it bears, no one knows, but the voracious Knickerbocker claims to 
have made discovery of the facts that led to the choosing of tlie title. "And now I am going to tell," says 
he, " a fact which I doubt much my readers will hesitate to believe ; but if they do, they are welcome not to 
believe a word in this whole history, for nothing which it contains is more true. It must be known, from his 
countenance, like a mountain of Golconda, being sumptuously bedecked with rubies and other precious stones 
— the true regalia of a king of good fellows, which jolly Bacchus grants to nil who bouse it heartily at the 
flagon. Now, thus it happened that, bright and early in the morning, the good Anthony, having washed his 
burly visage, was leaning over the quarter-railing of the galley contemplating it in the glassy wave below. 
Just at this moment the illustrious Sun, breaking in all his splendor from behind a high bluff of the 
Highlands, did dart one of his most potent beams full upon the refulgent nose of the sounder of brass, the 
reflection of which shot straightway down hissing hot into the water, and killed a mighty sturgeon that wa.'t 
sporting beside the vessel. This huge monster, being with infinite labor hoisted on board, furnished a luxur- 
ious repast to all the crew, being accounted of excellent flavor, excepting about the wound, where it smacked a 
little of brimstone ; and this, on my veracity, was the first time that ever sturgeon was eaten in these parts by 
Christian people. When the astonishing miracle became known to Peter Stuyvesant, and that he tasted of the 
unknown fish, he, as may well be supposed, marvelled exceedingly ; and, as a monument thereof, he gave the 
name of Anthony's Nose to a stout promontory in the neighborhood, and it has continued to be called 
Anthony's Nose ever since that time." 

The grand Douderberg juts sharply into the river from the shore opposite the Nose, and a mile and alialf 
below it in the stream's course. Around this mountain of thunder the summer storms collect ; and its summit 
is best known to those who have seen it with the frown of a cloud sweeping over it, and the sound of the com- 
ing tempest already heard about its sides. We are in the very land of Irving now ; the whole region is 
peopled with the creatures of his fancy. Who does not remember the " little bulbous buttoned Dutch goblin, 
in trunk-hose and sugar-loaf hat, with a speaking trumpet in his hand, which, they say, keeps the Douderberg? 
"They declare," Irving says of the river captains and their legend, "that they have heard him, in stormy 
weather, in the midst of the turmoil, giving orders, in Low Dutch, for the piping up of a fresh gust of wind, or 
the rattling off of another thunder-clap that sometimes he has been surrounded by a crew of little imps, in 
broad breeches and short doublets, tumbling head-over-heels in the rack and mist, and playing a thousand 
gambols in the air, or buzzing like a swarm of flies about Anthony's Nose ; and that, at such times, the hurry- 
scurry of the storm was always greatest." 

Near to Anthony's Nose, Brocken Kill empties itself into the Hudson, and almost from its mouth to its 
source is full of romantic cascades ; and between Iowa Island and the east bank of the river is what is known as 
The Race. On the west side of the river, and nearly opposite to Anthony's Nose, is the mouth of Montgomery 
creek. On the rugged heights above and below the creek stood forts Clinton and Montgomery, which were, in 
1777, the principal defenses of the Hudson, These were regarded as Impregnable to an assault from the land 
side, and with the cannon of the character of that day they had little to dread from armed sliips. Links are 
still preserved of a heavy boom made of a huge iron chain, fastened to timber floats witli pointed ends, which 
stretched across the river and was made fast to the rocks at Anthony's Nose. This was so placed with a view 
of effectively preventing the ascent up the nver of the ships of the enemy. A demonstration of the British on 
each side of the river led General Putnam to expect an intended attack on Fort Independence near Peekskill, 
and a portion of the garrison at Fort Montgomery was temporarily withdrawn to strengthen that post. A 
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lhar|:i skirmisli took place between detachments of the Anjerican and British forces at Lake Sinnipink, wliich is 
yet known among the inhabitants as liloody Pond. This skirmish was tlie first warning whicli aroused the 
panisons at the forts which, in the afternoon, were assailed. The garrisons fought gallantly until evening, 
when it became evident that they must succumb, and then they took to the mountains, an orderly retreat 
being impossible. The greater part of the garrisons escaped. Two slooi)8 and some smaller craft, which wern 
lying above the boom, were abandoned and set on fire to prevent their falling into tlje enemy's hands. Tli« 
next morning the boom was destroyed, and the British fleet witli troops aboard proceeded up the river. Soon 
af'iei-wards tlie English received news of the defeat of General Burgoyne at Saratoga and abandoned the fort.. 

As the steamer rounds lona Island fiie historic Highlands of the Hudson come into full view, and soon 
after passing the former site of Fort Montgomery, the gray ruins o( Fort Putnam appear crowning the height 
al)Ove West Point, fifty-one miles from New York. On the east bank of tlie river, where is a stone wharf and 
two or three small buildings may be seen a little cove. This is the point from which Arnold started in his hasty 
fiight to the English ship Vulture, tlien lying in Tappan Bay ; and on the hill, a short distance away, is Robin- 
gon's house, where Arnold was breakfasting wlien he received news of Andre's seizure. Nearly opposite, ami 
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a little above Beverly Dock, wliorc Arnold made his hasty flight, Buttermilk Falls are to be seen breaking in 
snow white foam over a black s]oi)ing rock. Highland Falls, a prosperous village, stands on the stream ab<n e 
the falls. About a mile below, the Government Landing at West Point is Cranston's Landing, and several of 
the steamboats halt at both landings. From the sides of the mountain here the most charming and picturesque 
views are to be obtained. Indeed, the Hudson at this point presents the most enchanting scenery in its course, 
and the natural beauties of this delightful spot have won the admiration of artists, poets and the most brilliant 
descriptive writers. No one needs to be told that West Point is the great U. S. Mihtary Academy, and that 
has furnished the army and the ranks of statesmen with men whose names will figure upon the pages of history 
as long as time shall endure. West Point, although fortified, was not the scene of any military struggle during 
the Revolutionary era. A boom, similar to that which was anchored to the rocks of Anthony's Nose stretched 
across the river at this place, to Constitution Island, which was also hea-snly fortified in the latter days of the 
war, and there may yet be seen the remains of the old batteries. Fort Putnam is the most interesting of the 
fortifications on the west side of the river, and aflFords a magnifi.cent view from its crumbling walls. It stands 
696 feet above the stream. Above West Point Landing is Kosciusko's monument, West Point Lighthousee, 
Wept Point Hotel on the bluff, and West Point Village. 
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Opposite "West Point, and fifty miles from New York City, is Garrison, named in honor of a distinguished 
family of Revolutionary fame. It is surrounded by the most picturesque views of the Hudson, and is connected 
with some of the most stirring scenes of Revolutionary days. On tlie same side of the river are two noted 
rocks, the Two Brotliers, and beyond these is Cold Springs, fifty-four miles from New York, and noted for its 
iron foundries and the Parrot Guns cast here and used so successfully in the war of the Rebellion. Immediately 
above Cold Springs is Bull Hill, or Mt. Taurus, rising to a height of 1,586 feet, and still farther above this ele- 
vation, and separated from it by a valley, is Breakneck Hill, with an altitude of 1,187 feet. Tradition has it 
that a wild bull used to play pranks about Mt. Taurus, that the inhabitants drove his bullship on to the 
neighboring hill, where he dashed himself over the rocks and broke his neck, in honor of which adventure the 
two hills were given the names they now bear. Formerly a huge mass of rock, bearing a marked resemblance 
to the human face, stood prominently out on the south-western angle of Breakneck Hill, and this was called St. 
Anthony's Face. Some blasting operations in the vicinity, in 1846, loosened the rock and St. Anthony's 
Face was smashed beyond repair. At the foot of Bull Hill is a promontory known as Little Stony Point. On 
the opposite side of the river are two majestic hills, Cro' Nest and Butter HilL The former is '.he one next 
above West Point, and is 1,418 feet high, and is separated by a romantic and delightful valley from Butter 
Hill. Cro' Nest was a name given to a deep rocky depression near the summit of the mountain, and the scene 
of Rodman Drake's beautiful poem, " The Culprit Fay," is laid among these hills. The precipitous front of 
Cro' Nest, overlooking the river, is known as Kidd's Plug Cliff, a name derived from a f ingular projecting 
mass of rock near its summit. "We are now in the heart of the Highlands with the Storm Ring, known as the 
Klinkerberg to the Dutch, a neighbor of Cro' Nest, one of tlie grandest peaks in this mountainous region. 
The majestic Storm King and his fellows form the most glorious mountain groups that stand sentinel over the 
noble stream. The name of Storm King was given to this lofty peak by Mr. N. P. "Willis, and it is now more 
commonly used than its original appellation of Klinkersberg. The mountain which rises to a height of 1,529 
feet is an object of interest to travellers up the' Hudson as the northernmost point of the Highlands. 

A short distance from the Storm King, on the west bank, is Cornwall "Village, fifty-six miles from New 
York. Its location is a beautiful one, it possesses many fine residences, and in the summer season it is a popu- 
lar and fashionable resort. Entertaining summer visitors has become the characteristic business of the town, 
and during the hot months is a scene of constant round of gayet}'. The town has many fine hotels, and is 
altogether a very flourishing place. It commands a fine view on the east bank of the Breakneck Mountain, 
South Beacon Hill, and North Beacon Hill. South Beacon Hill has an elevation of 1,685 feet, and North 
Beacon Hill 1,471 feet. Both peaks command a prospect which have gained them considerable celebrity. 
During the Revolutionary war the latter hill wsis used as a signal station. Looking to the westward, as soon 
as the Storm King ceases to obstruct the view, the summits of the Shawangunk Mountp.ins may be seen wind- 
ing their way to the northward, and almost connecting with the blue outline of the distant Catskills. Just 
at the upper entrance to the Highlands is Pollipel's Island, a rocky bit of ground, the origin of which, in the 
opinion of the Indians, was of a supernatural character. The notorious Captain Kidd was suspected to have 
deposited treasures on this Island and in the neighboring hills, and for the hidden wealth frequent searches have 
been made by parties who pinned their faith, to the suspicion. Logs, with pointed iron heads, were in 1777 
sunk between the island and the mainland to prevent the British ships from ascending the river, but this mode 
of obstruction proved ineffectual. From above Breakneck Hill one of the finest views on the river is obtained 
several of tlie grandest peaks of the Highlands, besides the noble river, being embraced within the rano-e of 
vision. 

Fishkill Landing is located on the east bank of the river, sixty miles from New York, and it is so to 
speak, the port of Fishkill, which lies five miles inland and occupies a romantic situation, being surrounded by 
lofty and rocky hills, full of wild and picturesque ravines. At the Landing the Malteawan Creeks falls into 
the Hudson, and at FishkUl the stream supplies water-power for several large mills and factories. A short 
distance south of the Fishkill Landing Station of the N. Y. C. & H. R. R. is the Hudson river terminus of the 
New York and New England Railroad, the station being called by the latter company Fishkill-on-Hudson. 
At this point a large tract of land lias been reclaimed from the river, and upon this land tracks have been laid 
and the place is now a thriving railroad centre. Connection is made with the New York Lake Erie and 
Western Railroad at Newburgh, upon the opposite sides of the river by means of a large transfer steamer. 

Newburgh is sixty miles fiom New York, and is one of the most prosperous as well as one of the largest 
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of the cities located on the banks of the Hudson. Its site is an elevated one and it comands a magnificent view 
of the Higidands and the Matteawan Mountains. The city rises in a succession of terraces from the river until 
it attains an altitude of 300 feet above the stream. In the southern part of the town is an oUl stone house, 
now owned and kept in repair by the State. This was the headquarters of Washington, when the American 
army was located at New Windsor, two miles south, and it contains many interesting relies of the revolution 
ary war. The last surviving member ot Washington's life guard was buried in 18;JG at the foot of a flag staff 
which stands near tiie house, and the grave is surmounted by a monument bearing a suitable inscription. The 
American camp, where the troops suifered so severely from the small-pox during the winter of 178.3, was lorated 
a short distance from the south of Newburgh. 

Four miles farther up the stream the pleasant little village of Low Point stands on the east bank of the 
river, and opposite to this, on the west shore, is a flat rock, now mantled with cedars. On this rock Llenry 
Hudson and his companions witnessed an Indian pow-wow at night with all its hideous accompaniments of fire 
end war-paint. Henry gave to the rock the name of Duyvels Dams Kamer, an appellation it has ever since 
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borne. Two miles beyond, on the east bank, the Wappinger's Creek empties itself into the Hudson where 
the town of New Hamburg stands. Two miles from the town the creek has some attractive falls. On the 
heights above the town some splendid views of the Hudson and of the surrounding locality are obtained. 

Sixty-six miles from New York, and on the west bank of the river, Marlborough is located amid beautiful 
surroundinn-s, groves of Arbor-Vitas being plentiful hereabouts. Five miles beyond this, on the same side of 
the river is Milton Ferry, or Barnegat, a ])leasant little village; and still farther on, and before reaching 
Poughkeepsie, Locust Grove, the country seat of the late Professor S. F. B. Morse, of telegiaphic fame, is 
reached. 

Pou'dikeepsie may be seen from a long distance uji and down tiie river. It it built on a taljle-land, two 
hundred feet above the Hudson, on its east bank, and 75 miles from New York City. Poughkeepsie is a cor- 
ruption of the Indian name given to the cave which once existed at the moutli of Fall Kill. Two |ieeuliar ele- 
Tations are situated on the river side, the one on the south being named Call Rock, from the fact that the 
inhabitants used to hail from its summit passing vessels. The Dutch settled here about 1698 and tlie city was 
incorporated in 18o4. The State Legislature met iiere in 1777 and 1778, when the British were in possession 
oj New York and liad burned their f )i-mer ineeting place at Esopus. The State Convention for the ratification 
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«f the Federal Constitution met here in 1775. Pouglikeepsie has a very healthy situation, and everything 
which contributes to make it attractive as a place of residence. Its streets are beautifully shaded, and the city 
has earned the complimentary of the "Queen City of the Hudson." The Vassar Fema'e College is located 
here, and is the most complete establishment for the education of women in the world. 

On the west bank of the Hudson and opposite Poughkeepsie is Highland Village, possessing many fine drives 
and much beautiful scenery. Hyde Park is situated on the same bank of the liver as Poughkeepsie, and five 
miles farther north. It was so named in honor of Sir Henry Hyde, one of the early British governors of New 
York. The village proper stands on a fine fertile table-land, half a mile to the east of the river, where a bend 
between the rocky bluffs is known as " Crom Elbow," a combination of the original Dutch name and its English 
equivalent. A creek of the same name falls into the river. Tlie point on the east shore is " De Vroos Point," 
Between Hyde Park and Oak Hill, thirty miles above, there are many extensive and ancient country seats, 
some of them antedating the Eevolution. About a mile above Hyde Park landing is "Placentia" the former 
home of the late James K. Paulding, one of the pioneers of American literature and the friend of Washington 
Irving. Five miles beyond Hyde Park, and eighty-five miles from New York City, Staatsburg stands on the 
east bank of the river. From this point northward the banks of the river lose that precipitous aspect which 
has thus far distinguished them, and they slope less sharply from the stream. Five miles above Staatsburg, on 
the east bank, is Rhinebeck, a flourishing village standing two miles back from the Hudson, and containing an 
extensive vein of gold-bearing quartz, which yields the precious metal in paying quantities. Rhinebeck is one 
of the principal points of entry to the Catskill mountain region. Opposite, on the west bank of the Hudson, is 
Rondout, now a part of the city of Kingston, with which it was incorporated in 1878. Here the Rondout Creek 
enters the Hudson. Its mouth is the eastern end of the Delaware and Hudson canal, which joins the creek 
two and a half miles above. The canal, which extends to the vicinity of the Pennsylvania coal fields, was 
completed in 1828. Rondout is the point of departure for the southern part of the Catskill range, including 
the Overlook Mountain. Three or four railways have connections here. Kingston, which was settled in 1614 
and was three times destroyed by the Indians before the white men could secure firm and peaceful possession, 
was formerly called Esopus. It is located on Esopus Creek, which at tliat point approaches within about two 
miles of Rondout, and then curves to the northward, entering the Hudson 12 miles above. In 1777 the State 
Legislature met here and formed a Constitution. In the fall of that year, and soon after the capture of Forts 
Montgomery and Clinton by the British, General Vaughan landed at Rondout with three thousand armed men 
marched to Kingston and sacked and burned the town. He remained until the news of Burgoyne's surrender 
at Saratoga reached him, and then retired to New York. While Kingston was in flames the inhabitants sought 
refuge in the neighboring village of Hurley, where a detachment of the American army tried and hanged a 
messenger who had been detected carrying dispatches from Clinton to Burgoyne. When seized, the messenger 
swallowed a silver ball. His jailers, however, gave him an emetic which caused him to disgorge the ball, which 
was found to contain Chnton's dispatch. From Kingston the mountain railroads run up into the Catskill 
region. 

Barrytown, which was formerly known as Lower Red Hook Landing, is situated 96 miles from New 
York. Two miles above it, near the eastern shore, is Cruger's Island, a beautiful spot, made so by both heart 
and nature. Near the southern end, in a grove, stands a ruin imported from Italy by a former proprietor of 
the island. Four miles above Barrytown, and 100 miles from New York, Tivoli, a small village with 
a railway station and a steam ferry stands on the east bank of the river. Passengers by train for the famous 
Overlook Mountain House alight here and cross the river by the ferry. Passengers on the river steamers 
bound for the same destination leave the boats at the Saugerties' Landing, and thence go by stao^e 12 miles 
to the Overlook. Colonel De Peyster owns an old mansion near the village which came near being destroyed 
in 1777 by the British, who were intent upon visiting Claremont, the residence of the Livingston family, to 
bum it. They stopped at the old mansion by mistake, and the then proprietor succeeded, with the aid of 
some choice wines, in convincing the soldiery of their error. Saugerties is an important village on the west 
side of the Hudson, about a mile higher up the stream than Saugerties. It is near the mouth of Esopus 
Creek, which is navigable to the village. Saugerties is noted for its flagstone quarries, iron-works and paper 
mills. In the rear of the village and in the mountains is Plattekill Cove, a remarkably wild and rugged 
chasm, affording scenery of singular beauty and grandeur. Through the gorge passes a road winding up" to 
the Catskill Mountain House. 
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Germantown is located 105 miles from New York, on the east side of the river, but cannot be seen from 
the boat. A large white building standing near the river close by the landing for Germantown, is the River- 
side Cemetery. From Germantown a magnificent view of tlie Catskill Mountains is obtained. Six miles 
farther north, and on the western shore, is Catskill Landing, near which the Cats Kill stream, after winding 
through rocky bluffs, with a deep channel navigable for a mile, empties itself into the Hudson. Here the 
Catskill Mountain Railroad lias its station, and passengers are carried into the heart of the Catskill range of 
tiills, which have been celebrated in verse and prose, while one of the most popular and successful actors of 
the day lias made Irving's character of Rip Van "Winkle, with the mountain region where he lived and slept,, 
familiar to the English speaking world. The Catskills are growing more popular year by year with the deni- 
zens of the crowded cities who come up here in tlieir thousands in the hot seasons to spend the periods of 
their relaxation from business. The whole region of the Catskills, with their towering peaks, deep ravines, 
flowery dells, picturesque cascades, musical waterfalls, and ragged crags, is full of untiring attractions to all 
wlio visit it. 




WEST POINT. 



Pursuing our journey up the Hudson, we arrive at the beautiful city of that name standing on the east 
bank of the river 115 miles from New York. Hudson City is built upon a promontory stretching into the 
river, and commanding the most enchanting views of the surrounding country. The city has expanded itself 
up the sides of Pros()ect Hill, which attains a lieight of 200 feet. Hudson City, which is the capital of 
Columbia county, and has a population of over 10,000, was, in the early commerce of the river, a place of 
great importance, as it was at the head of ship navigation. Directly opposite Hudson is the village of Athens, 
which was originally fixed upon as the place of junction of the Erie Canal witli the Hudson. Shipbuilding 
and brickmaking are largely carried on here. Above Athens and Hudson, on the east side of the river, is 
Roger's Island. In the days of the Revolutionary war this island was covered by a dense forest and behind it 
the merchants of New York hid their shipping. Four miles north of Athens is a promontory on the west 
iide of the river with a lighthouse tower on top, called Four-Mile-Point, and formerly Chaney Tinker. 
Immediately opposite this is the estuary of the Columbiaville Creek, on which is located the village of Colum- 
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biaville, which contains several large flannel mills. After passing the prosperous villages of Coxsackie, Stuy- 
vesant, New Baltimore and Schodac, the traveller ari-ives at Coeyman's, 132 miles from New York and located 
on tiie west bank of the river. It is named after one of its earliest settlers. A little below the village, and 
near the west shore, is a high rocky island, on which four of New York's counties meet, namely, Columbia, 
Rensselaer, Greene and Albany. The island was called by the Dutch, Bear Island, and on it stood the Castle 
of Eensselaerstein, where Nicholas Kroon, the representative of Killian Van Eensselaer, the patroon, enforced 
passing vessels to dip their colors and pay tribute, or run the risk of being shattered to pieces and sunk by the 
heavy guns of the fort. Knickerbocker's History of New York contains an amusing account of the whokf 
difficulty between the Patroon at this island and Governor Kieft of the New Amsterdam. Three miles above 
Coeyman's, on the eastern shore, the compact village of Castleton is crowded on the steep slope, from which 
may be seen, nine miles away, the house tops, chimneys and spires of Albany. The place was formerly called 
Overslaugh, and there has always been in the river at this place a serious obstruction to the passage of vessels. 
In 1790 the State made provision for improving the channel, but all efforts in this direction were useless until 
the present system of dykes, which stretch for several miles along the river, was completed, by Congress in 
1868. For some miles before reaching it, Albany, the capital of the State, is seen on the west bank of the 
river, and the town of Greenbush on the opposite shore. 

Greenbush is a translation from an old Dutch name and may have been appropriate originally. The pop- 
ulation consists chiefly of employes on the various railway lines which join here from the various districts of 
the Eastern States and from New York, though along the river bank above and below the town proper there 
are many handsome residences. In 1775, during the French War, Greenbush was a military camp, and in the 
war of the lievolution an extensive barracks for American soldiers was established here, whence troops were 
despatched to the Canadian frontier. 

The city of Albany is an interesting old city, and since its first settlement has undergone several changes 
in its nomenclature. It was first known as Beverwyck, then as William Stadt, next as New Orange, and, 
finally, as Albany. The city stands in about the middle of the county of Albany, and its confines embrace a 
strip of land about one and a half miles wide, entending 13|- miles in a northwest direction, to the northern 
boundary of the county. Albany's growth has been principally during the present century. It was incorpor- 
ated in 1686 and in 1714 the inhabitants only numbered 3,329, five hundred ot whom were slaves. When 
the city was one Imndred years old it contained less than 10,000 inhabitants. Steam navigation on the 
Hudson, and the opening of the Erie Canal, were boons to the city, and led to a vast increase in population 
and commerce, so that, in 1880 its people numbered 90,758, against 80,000 in 1875. In 1676 the entire city 
was embraced within the region of Steuben, Pearl and Beaver streets, and it was surrounded by wooden walls 
with six gates and with openings for guns. The walls were thirteen feet high, and made of timber about a 
toot square, and some parts of this wall were standing as late as 1812. Many great railways centre here, and 
the city is noted for its many magnificent public and private buildings, Albany, to which we shall have 
have occasion to refer to in greater detail in the course of this work, is growing rapidly, and is one of the most 
noted cities in the Union. 

Six miles above Greenbush, on the same side of the river, is the busy and prosperous city of Troy, with 
its population of 56,747. The greater part of the city as built on an alluvial flat, three-fourths of a mile wide, 
between the Hudson and the high bluffs that edge it in on the east. Mount Ida, which consists chiefly of clay 
and is noted for several disastrous landslides, stands directly east of the city, while the bluff Mount Olympus, 
is located on the east. Breaking through these hills in narrow ravines and forming beautiful cascades and a 
waterpower that is utilized, are the Poesten Kil and Wynant's Kil. A dam thrown across the Hudson also 
affords waterpower and renders the river above the city navigable for canal boats. The manufactures of the 
city are of a varied and progressive character, and the city being at the head of tidal water, steamers run to it 
daily. In addition to its water communication by the Hudson River, the Erie Canal and the Champlain mil- 
roads connect the city with every part of the country. Troy received its city charter in 1816 and in 1862 a 
fire destroyed about forty acres of its dwellings and did damage to the amount of about $3,000,000. Else- 
where we shall have occasion to refer to this thriving and interestinn- city. 

West Troy is an important manufacturing centre, and a valuable adjunct to the city. It contains the 
V. S. Arsenal, comprising more than thirty buildings of brick and stone, and covering an area of about 100 
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acres. This is the chief government manufuctory of gun carriages, machinery, equipments, aumiuuition and 
military supplies. 

A short distance from Troy, and located on the Moliawk River, a tributaiy of tlie Hudson, is the great 
manufacturing city of Cohoes. Tlie water of the vvliole liver is dammed up for manufacturing purposes, and 
has a total descent of 103 feet; and at the Cohoes Falls it flows over a rocky declivity 78 H'et in height, 
of which 40 feet is a perpendicidar fall. The main fall is 900 feet in width and the banks are precipitous, 
rugged and wild. The river is spanned by a railroad bridge 900 feet in length. The Erie Canal runs 
through the town, where it rises from the Hudson River by a series of eighteen Locks, to the northerly part of 
Wafervliet, three miles above, wb^re the canal crosse- the river in a stone aqueduct, 1,137 feet long, 26 feet 
high, and resting on 26 piers Cohoes is noted for the immense cotton factorie, of the Harmony Mills Co., 
and also for many knitting, axe and edge tool factories. Four miles above Troy, located on an angle, 
forined by the confluence of the Hudson and Mohawk rivers, is the village of Waterford, where excellent 
waLi^-jx'wer is obtained from the falls in the Mohauk. 
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Sreen Island, the lower end o( which is opposite the city of Troy, with which it is connected by brid"-es, 
wa? occupied as a camp during the Revolution by General Gates. Mechanicsville, situated 1 1 miles above 
Gre-n Island, and lying partly in Half Moon, but principally in Stillwater, Saratoga county, and G2 miles 
t^oir. New York, is an incorporated village, possessing large manufactories of linen thread and paper. The 
famous battle grounds of Bemis Heights, where the engagements were fought which resulted in the surrender 
of General Burgoyne to General Gates in 1777, are located in the township of Stillwater. Mechaiiicsville is 
an important railroad junction. The upper part of the Hudson beyond this point is one of great rural beauty 
and is intersected by railroads that permit of its easy exploration by those who are interested. In the pre. 
ceding pages a comprehensive, although brief, account of the Empire State has been faithfully gi\'en, and in 
subsequent pages gome of the principal cities and towns bordering upon the Hudson and located in different 
parts of the State, will be found referred to Lu gieater detail. 
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One of the Important Manufacturing Centres in the Empire State, and the Loca- 
tion of a Large Number of Industries — The Metropolis of East Central 
New York, and a City with very many Superior Advantages 

for Advancement. 




HEN the French and Indian War broke out, in 1753, the whole of the area on which 
the city of Utica now stands was a great tract of wilderness, and to check the inroads 
from Canada of the French, who claimed the whole of the interior portion of the present 
United States adjacent to the rivers St. Lawrence , and Mississippi and their tributaries, upon the 
ground that they had explored and occupied it, the colonists and the English erected, among other 
forts, Fort Schuyler. This fort was built in 1758, and upon its site now stands the flourishing 
city of Utica, surrounded by one of the best agricultural and manufacturing sections in the Union. 

The city lies in the valley of the Mohawk, is bounded on the north by the river of that 
name, and is surrounded on all sides by hills of more or less elevation, and that command fine 
views of the rich and fertile valley. Charming drives here intersect some of the most beautiful 
scenery to be found in the Empire State. The connections of the city by the Erie and Chenango 
canals, and the great lines of railroads which pass through the city, give it great advantages for 
trade. The Erie canal has here been enlarged to seventy feet wide and seven feet deep, present- 
ing a fine appesrance from several bridges by which it is spanned. A culvert, constructed at 
a cost of $100,000, connects the canal with the Mohawk River. By railroad the city is 78 miles 
from Schenectady, 53 miles from Syracuse, 225 miles from Buffalo, and 95 miles from Albany. 

Utica has not yet attained its centennial, but during its history of less than a century it has 
experienced a wonderful growth, especially during the last fifty years. In 1794 the city contained 
only four inferior houses, but four years later the place had experienced sufficient growth to be 
ranked as a village, and it was incorporated as such with its present name of Utica by the Leg- 
islature. In 1817 it was incorporated as a town, and in 1832 was raised to the dignity of a 
city. By 1830 the population had grown to 3,323; in 1840 the inhabitants numbered 12,782; 
in 1850, 17,565; in 1880, 33,913; and it is now computed that there are 45,000 souls within 
the city's limits. 

The city is laid out with general regularity, with spacious streets, many of which are one 
hundred feet wide, having many fine blocks of stores and elegant dwellings. The principal streets 
are unsurpassed for attraction and beauty by those of any other city in the country, unless it be 
by the famous Euclid Avenue, in Cleveland, O., which is undoubtedly one of the finest thorough- 
fares in the world. Genesee street is the principal of Utica's thoroughfares, and on this are located 
the handsome City Hall and many fine commercial buildings, churches and private residences 
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shaded b)' ornamental trees and standing in the midst of beautiful and well kept lawns. Rulger, 
John and Park avenues, and many others, betoken thrift, wealth and prosperity, and are admired 
by all visitors to the city, which has seventN-five miles of macadamized streets, about seventeen 
and a half miles of paved streets, and ten miles of street railroads. The city has also forty-eight 
miles of water mains, thirty-five miles of gas mains, and fifty-one and a half miles of sewers. 
The main thoroughfares are now illuminated by electric lights, which are also in use in the princi- 
pal commercial establishments in the cit\'. The Gas Company have their pipes extended to every 
section of the municipality, and gi\'e a good C]uality of gas to consumers. Two electric lighting 
companies compete in the new methods of illumination. 

THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 

^^'ithout efficient, economical local government, no community can be progressive and prosper- 
ous. The people of Utica at an early period in their history realized this fact, and, having

secured their charter from the Legislature, they divided the city into wards, each of which elects 
representatives to the Board of Aldermen, and the whole elect a Mayor, in whom is vested the 
executive power of the government, which is based on strict ideas of economy, consistent with safe 
and sure progress. While at all times careful to preserve a low rate of taxation as an induce- 
ment to mantifacturing and other enterprises to locate here, the citizens have never been niggardly 
in carrying out public improvements; and these have always been made in a way to ensure per- 
fection and durabilitv. As a consequence, the sanitary condition of the city has been maintained at 
a high standard, and this, coupled with the advantages of favorable location, has contributed to a 
low rate of mortalitv. Indeed the mortality returns show Utica to be one of the heallliiest cities 
in the Union, subject to no contagious diseases, and entirely free from prevailing sickness. 

The city 'has practically no indebtedness, and this is a financial status that but few other 
cities in the countrv can equal. The property valuation is about ?i8,ooo,ooo, and on a fair valu- 
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ation the real value is at least double this amount, or 136,000,000. The taxation rate is $i3-75 
per giooo of assessed valuation. This is not only a favorable showing, but we believe there is no 
city of similar size in the Union which can compare with it, either in point of wealth, low taxation,, 
or general prosperity, all of which are important matters for consideration for those who are seeking 
a favorable place as a basis of business operations, or merely a location for residence. 

The city has an adequate and well disciplined police force, which is under effective control. 
Protection against fire ravages is afforded by an excellent paid fire department, which has been 
in existence since the introduction of steamers in 1865, the department prior to this having been a 
volunteer one, and it partially remained so until 1874. The department is under the control of 
the Police and Fire Commissioners, and consists of a chief engineer and two assistants and 
seventy-two men, divided into irve steam-engine companies, with hose carts and hook and ladder 
company and one chemical engine. The department owns twenty-one horses and has a supply 
of about eight thousand feet of hose. The fire alarm system in operation has fifty-six signal 
boxes, and the different engine houses are connected by telephone with all parts of the city. 

The city has a plentiful supply of pure water, and sufiftcient t» meet all demands for many 
years to come. The supply is under the control of the Utica Water Works Company, which was. 
incorporated March 31, 1848, and the water was first passed through the mains on November 8, 
1849. Since then additions have been made to the storage capacity and to the sources of supply. 
The company have now four reservoirs, with a storage capacity of 300,000,000 gallons. They are 
fed by living springs into Starch Factory Creek and Cedar Lake, and there is available from 
these sources 1,600,000,000 gallons annual!}', which is equal to thirty-four gallons per capita daily 
for a population of one hundred thousand; and in addition to these sources they also control a 
never varying flow of 500,000 gallons daily at Graefenberg. It will thus be seen that the supply 
is adequate to meet all necessities for a long period. The supply of vvater to the city is by gravity 
flow, which is the most economical, reliable and efficient of any system as yet adopted. The res- 
ervoirs are so connected with conduits that water may be let on for city supply from either, or 
all, as occasion may require. The usual direct flow, however, is from the distributing reservoir, the 
surface of which is a two hundred feet elevation above the datum-line of the city. This gives a 
pressure of eighty-seven pounds to a square inch, and a flow from the hydrant at Baggs Square 
of about eighty feet altitude. If in case of a large conflagration a higher flow should be desir- 
able, the gate from the said reservoir would be closed, and the gate to the new reservoir opened, 
which would give a pressure of one hundred and thirteen pounds to an inch. By closing both these 
gates and opening the gate at the Starch Factory Creek reservoir, the pressure would be raised 
to one hundred and thirty pounds to a square inch. The fourth reservoir would give a pres- 
sure of two hundred and seventy pounds to an inch, which is beyond the strength of any water 
company's works to bear. The purity of the water is beyond question, and the supply ample 
for a city four times as large as Utica is now. 1 re are forty-eight miles of iron mains, and 
the capital stock of the company is $400,000. 

EDUCATIONAL AND RELIGIOUS FACILITIES. 

As might be expected from a flourishing and prosperous city of the Empire State, Utica has 
always been mindful of making adequate provision for the education of her sons and daughters, 
and the plan here in vogue is of a piece with the system common to the state. The public 
school buildings are substantial structures, the newest and most approved methods of tuition are 
employed, and improved apparatus are in use. The ward schools and the Advanced School and 
tl:e Academy are all under the charge of Superintendent Andrew McMillan, an instructor of great 
experience and ability, who keeps the grade of his schools up to a very high standard. The 
Academy is one of the very best preparatory schools in the state, and its course of instruction 
fits the pupils for any college. The Advanced School gives a valuable common English education. 
In all the departments the conveniences and equipments are first class. It is generally admitted 
that the work done in the Utica schools will compare favorably with that done in that of any 
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other city of its size. There are also about a dozen or more high class private educational 
establishments including the famous Seminary for young ladies. 

An important aid to the other educational facilities in the city is the City Library, where 
thousands of books on every conceivable subject are loaned to all citizens who apply for them. 
The library building is an elegant structure, admirably adapted for the purposes to which it is 
devoted, and so well managed is the institution, and so much is it valued and appreciated by all 
who avail themselves of its privileges, that a book is seldom lost or missed. 

The Young Men's Christian Association is also to be classed among the educational institu- 
tions of the city. The association have recently erected a magnificent building, which is one of 
the finest and best equipped of its kind in the Jitate. The site cost $33,000, and is a corner 
lot, within 150 feet from the business center of the citv, an excellent location for stores, and in

just the right position to catch the young men of the city. ft has a frontage of 143 feet on 
Charlotte Street, and 70 feet on Bleecker Street. The ground floor is divided into six stores, 
from which an income of $4,000 or more is derived. This, together with the membership dues, 
goes far toward maintaining the work. The first floor above is devoted exclusivelv to the asso- 
ciation work. A broad stairway, with intermediate landings, leads from the street to the reception 
room, which is arranged as a key to the whole building. From the Secretary's room, located at 
one side, complete super\'ision can be had of all the adjacent rooms. No one can enter anv part 
of the building without passing the general office. On this floor are the parlors, reading room, 
library, cloak room, boys' room, and secretary's private office. liack of the association rooms 
proper is the public hall, capable of sealing about 750 persons. fn finish, furnishings aiifl acoustics 
it is the best hall in the city. The second floor contains a small lectuie hall, class rooms, 
kitchen, toilet room, bath room, room containing 400 lockers, and a private room with 100 lockers. 
t)n the third floor is a gymnasium, 66 x 44 feet, 22 feet in the clear, with running track n feet 
above the floor, a superintendent's room, special exercise room, and three class rooms. Egress 
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in case of fire is provided for by a door and staircase at the side of the stage. The location 
of tlie dressing rooms and lavatories under the gymnasium is of great advantage, giving abundant 
room for the same, separating the gymnasium from the association rooms by an additional floor, 
and not materially affecting the cost of the building. The gymnasium is separate from the 
exhibition hall by class rooms and a brick wall and extra partitions. The entrance to the 
visitor's gallery is by a distinct and separate stairway. The style of architecture is of the 
Romanesque character, and presents a very pleasing effect. The building is provided with a sys- 
tem of speaking tubes and electric bells, and is heated by low pressure steam apparatus, so 
arranged that it can be exchanged to high pressure, if desired to run an electric light plant in 
the building. The reception hall is finished in cherry; all other parts of the building in red 
oak or ash. The cost of the building and furnishings, exclusive of site, was about $50,000. The 
architects were Messrs. Fuller & \\'heeler, of Albany. 

Another important and potent educational agency in Uiica is the press, and, for its size, the 
city has an usually large number of newspapers and periodicals, both of a political and religious 
character. Ability, fairness and independence of spirit mark the management of Utica's news- 
papers, both daily and weekly, and they are not slow to expose wrong-doing nor to approve of 
movements rending to the advancement of the public weal. The Utica Daily Press (Independent) 
is published by the Utica Daily Press Company, of which George E. Dunham is president, T. 
R. Proctor, vice-president, and O. A. Meyer, business manager. The Utica Morning Herald and 
Gazette (Republican) is published by Messrs. Ellis H. Roberts & Co. The Utica Daily 
Observer (Democratic) is issued by Messrs. E. F. Bailey & Co. The Utica Saturday Globe is pub- 
lished by Messrs. W. T. & Thomas F. Baker; the Utica Sunday Tribune by Mr. P. E. Kelly. 
All the daily papers publish weekly editions, and the following are published weekly : Grand 
Army Journal, Y Drych (The Mirror), the Utica Deutsche Zeitung and Oneida Demokrat, and the 
Gospel Temperance Banner. Among the most noted monthly periodicals are the Utica Lutheran, 
The Cambrian, The Church Eclectic, Y Cyfaill (Calvinistic) Magazine, Y Wawr (Baptist) Maga- 
zine, The Olive Branch, The Christian Worker (devoted to the interest of the charities of the 
city). The Life Boat and The Little World. The American Journal of Insanity and The Quar- 
terly Visitor (Methodist) are published quarterly. 

Education and religion go hand in hand, and side by side with the means that furnish the one 
are the organizations for religious work and worship. The same spirit that actuated the first set- 
tlers in Utica to found a church in their time has moved their descendants and followers, and the 
establishment and growth of religious organizations have kept fairly in line wiih the material pros- 
perity of the city. Indeed, there is no lack of church accommodation in Utica, and the different 
religious edifices are attended by large congregations. There are five Episcopal churches, six 
Presbyterian, six Methodist, three Baptist, one Congregational church, one Reformed church, 
seven Roman Catholic churches, two Jewish synagogues, one Universalist church, four Welsh, three 
Evangelical Lutheran (German), two Evangelical Lutheran (English), and two Gerrnan Moravian 
churches. Besides the above there are many religious associations and societies contributing 
largely to the general good. 

HOSPITALS, CHARITIES, ETC. 

The well-to-do residents of Utica have always been noted for their generous provision for 
the poor and needy, and the city abounds in homes for the destitute and infirm, hospitals for the 
sick, benevolent associations of all kinds, etc. St. Elizabeth's Hospital and Home, located at No. 
172 Columbia Street, affords medical and surgical aid to the sick and destitute, without regard to 
sex, age, color or creed. The Home for the Homeless, situated on Paxton Street, near Oneida 
Street, and which was incorporated in November, 1866, gives protection, assistance and support to 
respectable, aged, indigent or infirm women. Located on the corner of Bleecker and East Streets 
is the house of the Good Shepherd, which cares for, maintains and instructs friendless, neglected 
or destitute children, irrespective of age, creed, or condition. The Faxton Hospital and Home 
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for aged men, on Perkins Avenue, offers a home for old men, whose poverty is due to misfortune 
and not to intemperance and vice. The Utica Dispensary is open daily for the treatment of the 
siclc poor, and the St. Vincent Industrial School, which is in charge of the Christian Brothers, 
receives destitute children from Oneida and adjacent counties. St. Luke's Home and Hospital is 
a most useful institration. 

Among other charitable and benevolent associations may be mentioned the Humane Society 
for Prevention of Cruelty to Children and Animals, St. John's Catholic Orphan for Girls, The 
Utica Orphan Asylum for Boys and Girls, the Catholic Mutual Benefit Association, the 
Women's Class and Reading Association, Exempt Firemen's Association, Firemen's Benevolent 
Association, Strasser Benevolent Association, Firemen's Relief Association, German Mutual Assis- 
tance Society, St. Aloysius German Young Men's Benevolent Society, St. John's Benevolent 
Society of St. Mary's Church, St. Anthony's Benevolent Society, St. Boniface Benevolent Society, 
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St. Francis Benevolent Society, Roman Catholic Benevolent Society, Utica Benevolent Society, 
Welsh Benevolent Society, etc. The various asylums, homes for the sick and aged, and relief 
associations are under effective and satisfactory management, and many of them are very liber- 
ally endowed, and others are generously supported by subscriptions. 

Utica is also the location of the principal lunatic asylum in and belonging to the state of 
New York. The institution stands on the corner of Court and York streets, in the western 
part of the city, and covers thirteen acres of ground. The site was purchased in 1837 for $16,300, 
towards which the state paid |i 0,000 and the balance was subscribed by the citizens of Utica. 
The buildings, erected at a cost of $285,000, were ready for occupancy in 1842. This asylum is 
considered one of the best institutions of its kind in the country, and is efficiently managed. 

MANUFACTURES AND COMMERCE. 

Utica is a great and growing manufacturing and commercial center, and has all the neces- 
6 
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sary facilities and conveniences for increasing its trade. It is the recognized center of the 
dairy butter and cheese industry of the county, and from here the products of the dairy, gath- 
ered from a wide, rich agricultural section, are shipped to all the leading, markets of the world. 
It is universally conceded that no better cheese is produced on this continent than is made 
within the radius of fifty miles of Utica, and one of the chief sources of wealth to the farmers 
of this locality is the production of milk. The city has its Dairymen's Board of Trade, founded 
in 1871. The Board holds its meetings weekly, and these are attended by factory salesmen 
and buyers. The sales made here have practically established the rates of the cheese output of 
American manufacturers, and through them of the cheese markets of the world. 

Uticans have always been cognizant of the fact that a city's permanent growth and stability are 
to be found in the extent and character of its manufacturing enterprises, rather than in the shifting 
and varying commercial enterprises, and have accordingly given every encouragement and practical 
support to all who have come to establish manufacturing industries in their midst. The manu- 
factures of the city are of a very varied character, and embrace aerated beverages, ales, agricultural 
machinery, implements, and tools, architectural iron work, artificial stone, asphalt pavement, awnings 
and tents, bicycles, blankbooks, boots and shoes, boxes, brass goods, brushes, biscuits, crackers 
and bread, baking powder, baskets, beds, bedsteads, bed springs, beer, boilers, bricks, brooms, 
confectionery, carriages, cotton goods, church organs, cigars, clothing, coffee and spice mills, corn 
products, canned vegetables and fruits, cheese vats, cider, cooperage, disinfectants, drain tile and 
sewer pipe, drugs and chemicals, doors, sash and blinds, dairy supplies, edge tools, electrical 
supplies and instruments, electrical light plants, elevators, engines, extracts, fertilizers, fire alarm 
instruments and apparatus, furnaces, foundry work, flour mill machinery, furniture, gas fixtures, 
gloves, guns, iron work of all descriptions, inks, knitting mills, lead pipe, locomotive head lights, 
lumber products, lime, leather, locks, laundry machinery, machinery models and patterns, manufact- 
urers' and mill supplies, mouldings, musical instruments, nickel plating, oil-cloths, organs, optical 
instruments, paper boxes, pork products, pottery and stone-ware, pumps, regalias and society cos- 
tumes, roofing material, ropes and twine, refrigerators, saws, Scotch caps, steam heating-apparatus, 
stoves and ranges, saddlery hardware, shirts, silver plating, soaps and candles, spring beds and 
spiral springs, stained glass for architectural purposes, trunks, bags and valises, tinware, under- 
wear, vinegar, varnishes and japans, wagons, washing machines, wheels, woolen goods, wool shod- 
dies, extracts, yarns, etc., etc. 

The production of cotton and woolen goods forms the leading branch of the manufacturing 
enterprises of the city, and to these Utica owes a large measure of its present growth and pros- 
perity. There are at present in operation within the city's limits one woolen mill, one wool 
shoddy mill, two cotton factories, one yarn mill and two knitting mills. These manufacturing con- 
cerns are located in the eastern and western parts of the city, and they furnish steady employ- 
ment to about two thousand operatives. 

The manufacture of clothing is also one of the leading branches of industrial enterprise. 
Since 1835 this department of production has been steadily developing year by year until now 
it forms a very important and extensive trade. There are more than a dozen wholesale manu- 
facturers of clothing, and their output annually is enormous. About one-half of the number 
have a trade stretching over all parts of the United States, and in the aggregate employ about 
four thousand operatives. Utica is the home of the Scotch cap industry of this country, and 
within the past eight or nine years this line of enterprise has had a substantial and rapid 
growth. In the city itself there are five factories, and, just outside of the city, several others ; 
and all these give employment to some six hundred hands, most of whom are females. The 
goods made here are the equals of those imported, and have been placed on the market at 
such low prices that the foreign trade in Scotch caps has been almost destroyed. 

Shoe manufacturing is a growing branch of manufacturing industry, and the foot wear made 
here is shipped to all parts of the East, West and South. Three factories devoted to the 
production of ladies', misses' and children's wear, give employment to about a thousand operatives, 
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and other concerns engaged in the production of men's and boys' boots and shoes, and slippers also 
employ a large number of hands. The iron trade in all its branches also forms a very impor- 
tant department of industry here, and there are numerous concerns engaged in the building of 
steam-engines and boilers, and in the manufacture of flour mill machinery, architectural iron work, 
pulleys, hangers, shafting, agricultural machinery, furnaces, ranges, stoves, etc. In the production 
of these goods Utica manufacturers have acquired a national reputation. They have been and 
are now sending them to every part of the United States, and especially is this true of furnaces, 
ranges and stoves. Indeed, Utica is widely known as one of the largest hot-air furnace manu- 
facturing centers in the United States, so that the name Utica moulded on a hot-air furnace 
has come to be regarded as synonymous of everything that is excellent in this line. There are 
eight concerns engaged in manufacturing furnaces, two of which also make stoves and ranges. 
There is one establishment devoted to the manufacture of mowers and reapers, five to the 
production of engines and general machinery, one to the making of flour mill machinery, and all 
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do a general iron and machine work business. The oldest iron works in the city is Peckham's 
foundry, which was removed from Westmoreland to Utica in 1S19, and is still conducted b)' the 
founder's descendants. 

To the manufactin-er seeking a base of operations for a new venture Utica offers opportu- 
nities superior to those of larger cities, for the reason that while equal facilities are to be had 
here, the best and most available positions are available at comparatively little cost. Hard and 
soft coal, iron, lumber, timber, and other inaterials used for manufacturing purposes, can be 
brought to Utica at less cost than to many competing centers, and no cit\- has better facilities 
for distributing its manufactures. The city is situated at the focal point of six great raili-oads, 
connecting Utica with all the principal cities of the East and A\'est, the lumber regions of 
the North and the coal fields of the South, and, bordering as the citv does on the k^rie canal, 
material necessarily accumulates here, and cheap power is amply provided and ensured for all 
time. \\'ilhin easy reach are the inexhaustible coal fields of Northern Penns3-lvania. with which 
the city is connected by three competing lines of railroad ; and near b)- are vast and valuable 
mineral deposits, inclusive of beds of the finest iron ore. 

The railroads centering here are the New York Central, the ^^'est Shore (leased bv the 
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New York Central, the Union Division of the New Yorlc, Ontario and Western, and the Utica 
& Black River railroads), operated by the Rome, Watertown & Ogdensburg railroad, the Utica, 
Clinton & Binghamton railroad, which is now managed in the system of the New York, 
Ontarid & Western railroad, and the Utica division of the Delavi^are, Lackawanna and Western. 
In addition to the transportation facilities provided by these railroads, the Erie canal, during the 
season of navigation, gives direct water communication with the metropolis and other principal 
centers. 

Utica's banking business is another of the potent agencies in the building up of the trade 
and the industries of the city, and, in consequence, is a large factor in the increase of her 
commerce and wealth. The banking concerns are : First National Bank, capital, $600,000 ; 
Oneida County Bank, capital, $125,000; Second National Bank, capital, $300,000; Utica City 
National Bank, capital, $400,000 ; Charles Green & Son and A. D. Mather & Co., private 
bankers. The savings Bank of Utica, founded in 1839, is very popular. All these fiduciary 
institutions are under excellent management, and are in a sound, healthy, condition. 

Utica has its Merchants' and Manufacturers' Exchange, and its members are representatives 
of mearly every department of mercantile, commercial and manufacturing pursuits. The object of 
the association is to promote the prosperity of the city by offering inducements to companies and 
individuals to locate their establishments in Utica; and to introduce, foster and protect manufac- 
tories, thus contributing to the advancement of the general interests of the whole city. 

AS A PLACE OF RESIDENCE 

Utica offers many advantages. Its location is everything that can be desired, and its eligibility 
as a city of homes has exerted a powerful influence in the development of its natural resources. 
Its broad, well-kept business thoroughfares, and its handsome,, tree-shaded residential streets, and 
its numerous elegant private residences and fine public buildings combine to make it an attractive 
place in which to live. There are numerous organizations in the city whose objects are sociability 
and pleasure. Secret and benevolent societies are strong organizations here. The masons have 
lodges, besides the chapter, commandery and other branches of the order. The Masonic Hall is 
handsomely appointed, and the members form a large, body. There are many flourishing lodges 
of Odd Fellows, and each trade has its union, and the several unions center in a Trades Assembly. 
Surrounded by a rich and fertile agricultural section, the citizens have an abundance of fresh 
and. cheap food products of every description. The rents of dwellings are remarkably reasonable, 
the cost of building minimum, and there is ample employment for artisans in all departments of 
handicraft and for unskilled laborers. The inhabitants, generally, are energetic, pushing and 
progressive, and there are few other cities in the Empire State that present such a healthy, 
solid growth, socially, morally and architecturally, while the strength of position attained in manu- 
factures and commerce is a standing tribute to the prudence and foresight of the capitalists, 
merchants, manufacturers and investors who are here engaged in business pursuits. Educational 
and religious accommodations abound on every hand. The city is surrounded by charmino- walks 
and beautiful drives, it contains, within its own limits, several small parks, three of which have 
fountains, flowers, trees, and orn.imental shrubs, and are maintained in the best of order; there 
are opera houses and other places of amusement; the climate is salubrious and invigorating, and 
the death rate is as low as that of any other city in the state, while the citizens are hospitable 
and social in an eminent degree. These, besides many other advantages that might be named, 
contribute to make Utica attractive, whether for residence or business. In the following pages 
will be found detailed and interesting descriptions of the principal manufacturing and commercial 
concerns in the city, and to which we direct special attention. 
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Commercial Travelers mutual Accident Associa- 
tion, Genesee Street,— One of those great corporations that are

its main offices on Genesee Street, in this city. This association was 
form.ed for the purpose of perfecting and maintaining a mutual 
benefit organization, having for its object the securing of voluntary 
contributions to members of the brotherhood of commercial trav- 
elers who, through accident, have sustained bodily injuries which 
wholly disable them from following their, occupations, or to the 
widow and orphans, or such other beneficiaries as may be desig- 
nated, in case of death by accidental means, and to bring about a 
better method of accidental insurance than before existed for 
persons engaged as commercial travelers. No company has ever 
attained its present measure of popularity with the Commercial 
Travelers' in the vast field of accident insurance in so short a time, 
and it is now in the van both as regards new business and the excel- 
lence and liberality of its schemes for life and accident insurance.

Depository for funds of the Associa- 
tion, First National Bank of Utica, N. Y. The last annual report of 
the secretary and treasurer, made March 11, 1889, shows the associ- 
ation to be upon a sound, paying basis. During the year ending 
March 11, 1889, the association paid 132 claims for weekly in- 
demnity aggregating the sum of $10,235.27, and during the same 
period there were 1589 applications for membership accepted.

Clillds & Jones, Manufacturers and Jobbers of Dairy Appara- 
tus and Supplies, Farm Implements, Agricultural Tools and Hard- 
ware, No. 84 Genesee Street.— The most conspicuous house in central 
New York in its special line of business is that of Messrs. Childs & 
Jones. It was founded in 1865 by Jones, Faulkner & Co., and from 
that date it has always been an important factor in the industries of 



this city which it has done much to foster and increase. In 1878 it 
came under the control of Messrs. Childs & Jones, who have since 
materially added to its scope of operations and extended the trade 
left them by their predecessors. The premises are well arranged for 
the conduct of the business, which embraces the manufacturing and 
jobbing of dairy apparatus and supplies and dealing in agincultural 
implements, farm tools and hardware. The stock is very complete 
and includes everything required by butter and cheese manufact- 
urers, and for use in dairies, and all the various tools required by 
farmers and also mowers, reapers, farm engines, plows, rakes, har- 
rows, etc. of standard reputation, and known value and merit. To 
have named all the various articles manufactured and handled by 
this house would be almost impossible, but as we have given a brief 
synopsis of the main features of the stock, we presume that will 
suffice to indicate its character and magnitude. A large force of 
skilled labor is kept constantly employed in the manufacturing, 
departments, and ample warehouses are used for the storage of the 
bulky and the heavy portion of the stock, which comprises besides 
the before mentioned, also sleighs, cutters, runner attachments for 
wagons, bells, etc., and horse-blankets, including the celebrated '^L 
blankets which have such a wide reputation for strength, durability 
and cheapness. The trade of this house embraces tlie whole of cen- 
tral and northern New York. Farmers find that they can do their 
trading in a more satisfactory manner with this firm and not only 
obtain better advantages, but a larger line and a superior class of 
goods to make their selections from. Of the copartners, Mr. O. J. 
Childs and Mr. F. L. Jones, it is only necessary to say that they are 
both New York State men of high character and standing in this 
community. The former gentleman is a native of this county and 
the latter is from Herkimer County. 

Second National Bank, No. 75 Genesee Street.— An odd 
quarter of a century of uninterrupted prosperity sums up in brief 
the history of the admirably conducted and well-known Second 
National Bank of Utica. It is, in fact, one of the most stanch and 
substantial among the many fiourishing financial institutions to be 
found in central New York. The " Second National " was organized 
and commenced business in 1864, with a capital stock of $300,000, 
which amount has since been further augmented by the handsome 
sum of $75,000 surplus.

TOWN OF ILION. 




HE thrifty, progressive town of Ilion, beautifully situated on the south bank of the 
Mohawk river, is one of those busy centers of industry in the Empire State which 
have come into being and prominence within a generation, from out of a wilderness 
of woods, shrubs and undergrowth in one of the most charming of valleys, watered by 
one of the most delightful, historic streams on the American continent. While Ilion is sur- 
rounded by neighbors with a hoary past that tell of murderous combats with the red skinned savages, 
once lords of the soil, and of sanguinary conflicts between colonists and Frenchmen, and between 
freedom's heroes and armed battalions of a power-political oppressor, it has of itself no story of 
bygones outside the pale of living memory, for the town is of modern creation and its upbuilding 
the work of a busy generation. It stands to-day a living and enduring monument of response 
to well directed industrial enterprise and energy, as a go-ahead, prosperous and populous manu- 
facturing and commercial center, and as One of the brightest and most promising of the towns 
of Central New York. 

Ilion had its inception as a straggling hamlet in the northwestern section of the town of 
Mohawk, and by degrees grew in dimensions until its people thought they had attained sufficient 
maturity and discretion to be cut away from the " apron strings " of the mother town, and to 
start a local government of their own. Accordingly they applied to the State Legislature to be 
incorporated as a separate and distinct village. A charter was granted on March 8, 1865, and 
the village assumed the classic name of Ilion. The town is located within the limits of the 
township of German Flats, and is one of the busiest centers in Herkimer County, and, via rail- 
road, eighty-three miles west of Albany, two miles west of Herkimer, and eleven and a half miles 
east-southeast of Utica. Ilion is favored by a location amid charming scenery, by a position 
which places it within easy reach of the great chain of lakes, and by a railroad connection 
affording quick communication with all parts of the country, all of which advantages contribute 
to the development of its manufacturing and commercial resources. 

The town is well governed, public affairs being economically and sagaciously directed. The 
town authorities are an elective body. Public improvements have been carried out with vigor 
and enterprise, and the town presents wide, well laid out thoroughfares, which are pleasantly 
lined with shade trees, substantial business blocks, and neat, comfortable-looking dwellings. The

TOWN OF HERKIMER. 




HE town of Herkimer is the capital of the county of the same name, and is located 
eighty-one miles west of Albany, the capital of the Empire State. Both the town and 
county were named after Captain Nicholas Herkimer. 

In the early days of the colonial period, and when hostilities were almost incessant 
between the French and English and their respective forces of Indian allies, a fort known as 
Kourari, was erected on the present site of Herkimer. In 1758 the French raided the settle- 
ments near this fort and destroyed about ;^2o,ooo worth of property, killing some of the male 
inhabitants and carrying off one hundred into captivity. In a second raid great damage was 
caused, but Captain Herkimer, who was in command of the fort, beat off the enemy. Next 
morning a woman came into the fort. She had been scalped, besides having had her nose cut 
off, and wounded in her breast and side. She was the only survivor of an entire family. 
Such were the horrors of life on the frontier in those days. The fort here was long a strong- 
hold for the unfortunate settlers, and it was used as a storehouse and depot by them. 

Herkimer County was originally organized in 1791, and is centrally distant 105 miles from 
Albany. It is bounded on the north by St. Lawrence County, on the east by Hamilton, Fulton, 
and Montgomery Counties, on the south by Otsego County, and on the west by the counties of 
Oneida and Lewis. The surface is greatly diversified and broken by hills and mountains : the 
Adirondack range enters it on the east from Hamilton County, and the ridge extends to the 
valley of the Mohawk, being broken through by the river at Little Falls. The soil varies in 
different sections. Most of the country south of the Mohawk Valley, and for several miles north 
of it, when put under cultivation, is productive ; but the greater part is better adapted to grass 
than grain, this county being justly celebrated for its live stock and dairies. Its butter and 
cheese are unsurpassed, and form a staple of commerce. In the flats of the Mohawk Valley 
are some of the richest lands in the State, producing grain in abundance. 

In the line of mineral productions there are in the county several valuable deposits of iron 
ore, notably in the town of Salisbury. Gypsum is obtained in the town of Starks, and there 
are signs of lead. North of Little Falls the finest rock crystals in the world are found, and 
are worth cutting and setting. They are of various sizes, and often exhibit new and interesting 
crystalline.i.ferms. In the northern part of this county is a part of the great wilderness ot 
Northern New York, and this is very sparsely settled. There are many lakes and ponds, from 
which flow numerous streams, the principal of which are the Black River, Moose River, Inde- 
pendence River, and Beaver River, flowing into Lake Ontario, and West Canada Creek, which 
flows into the Mohawk River. The Erie Canal and numerous railroads pass through the county. 
It has a thrifty and rapidly growing population, estimated by the last census to number 42,667, 
of whom 5,280 were foreigners and 176 colored. The county is a valued factor in the perma- 
nent prosperity of. the State, having within its limits several of the leading towns in the State, 
while its population has shown itself to be one of the most industrious and enterprising, both 
as regards agricultural, dairy, and mechanical productions. The assessed valuation is now over 
thirty millions of dollars, and the county annually shows an increase in material prosperity. 
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no TOWN OF HERKIMER. 

Herkimer County was originally formed from Kingsland district on March 7, 1788. A part 
of Palatine (Montgomery County), was annexed in 1791. Norway and Schuyler were taken off 
in 1792, a part of Newport in 1806, and a part of Little Falls in 1829. A part was annexed 
to Schuyler in 1808 and restored in 181 1. 

When the country became peaceful, Herkimer attracted trade, and was incorporated as a 
village on April 6, 1807. In 1841 it contained about 800 inhabitants, 120 dwelling-houses, a 
new brick court-house, a stone jail, built on what was then an improved model, a register's 
office, an incorporated academy, a banking house, two churches, six hotels and taverns, ten 
stores, a printing office, and a flouring-mill containing four run of stone. In i860 the popula- 
tion had increased to 2,804; in 1865 to 2,922; in 1870 to 2,949; and in 1880 was much larger. 

The county buildings are substantial structures. The Court-house is a plain brick building, 
fronting on Main Street, near the center of the town. The jail is a stone edifice, on the 
opposite side of the street west from the Court-house. The county clerk's office is a fire-proof 
brick building upon the Court-house lot, fronting Court Street. The poor farm is located upon 
a farm of sixty-five acres, seven miles north of the Court-house. The town has a number of 
well graded schools, about half a dozen churches, a bank, a newspaper office, and several paper, 
flour, knitting, and saw mills. Herkimer is admirably located for manufacturing enterprises of 
all kinds. It has one of the most powerful and available water-powers in the State, possessing, 
as it does, a hydraulic canal fed by the waters of the West Canada Creek, which is about three 
miles in length, and has two falls, one of twenty-two feet, and another of fifteen, affording 
water-power sufficient to carry on most important manufactures. Then in the matter of trans- 
portation facilities, the town has superior railroad connections. The New York Central Railroad 
runs through the town, which is also the terminus of the Herkimer, Newport and Poland Rail- 
road. Both as regards manufacturing facilities and enterprise, and agricultural availability of the 
surrounding alluvial lands, Herkimer occupies an enviable position, and its future is one of 
undoubted prosperity. 

The town is regularly laid out, has fine, wide, well cared for streets, liberally shaded with 
trees, and the suburbs are rich in natural scener)"- and offer charming walks and drives. 

The town government is vested in an elected body, and its affairs are carefully and judi- 
ciously administered, and while taxation is kept at as low a point as possible, public improve- 
ments are carried out with spirit and enterprise. The climate is healthy, there is an abundant 
supply of pure, wholesome water, the town is well sewered, and strict sanitary regulations are 
enforced, while every protection is afforded to person and property by a well disciplined and a 
thoroughly equipped fire department.

TOWN OF MOHAWK. 




OHAWK is one of the most noted of the minor towns of Herkimer County, and is 
rapidly becoming a busy trading center. It is eligibly situated on the south bank 
J of the Mohawk River, opposite the town of Herkimer, and is distant one mile from 
Ilion and fourteen miles from Utica. It is within the section once popularly known 
as the German Flats, a name given to it on account of the settlement here of a considerable 
number of German soldiers at a time when the French, with the aid of discontented Indians, 
-sought the conquest of all the territory from Newfoundland to Florida, extending from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. In November, 1757, General de Belletre, with a force of French and 
Indians, advanced from the Black River, and successfully raided the settlements here, killing 
many of the inhabitants, and causing great devastation by burning and plundering. The 
invaders carried off fifteen hundred horses, a large number of cattle and sheep, and all the 
furniture, wearing apparel, merchandise and liquors they could put their hands on. It was a 
long time before the inhabitants of the " Flats " recovered from this undesired visit. 

The town of Mohawk, like the famous river by the side of which it sits, received its name 
in commemoration of a once powerful tribe of Indians who figured prominently in many stir- 
ring historic events in the colonial period. Mokawk was quite a prosperous place as far 
back as 1840, and had at that date about seven hundred inhabitants and one hundred and 
twenty dwelling houses, a church, a bank, four taverns, ten stores and. groceries, and an 
-extensive malt house. In 1844, on the i6th of April, the State Legislature granted a charter 
of incorporation to Mohawk, and it then took rank as a town. At the last census, in 1880, 
the population had increased to 1,441, and since then the population has had large accessions, 
the town being now a very flourishing place. It contains about half a dozen churches, a 
national bank, a newspaper and job printing office, and has several excellent schools with an 
■efficient staff of teachers. 

The manufacture of agricultural implements, pistols and revolvers, machinery, etc., is exten- 
sively carried on here, and a large, brisk trade is done in the shipment of all kinds of agri- 
cultural produce. The transportation facilities possessed by Mohawk are of an exceptionally 
favorable character. The New York, West Shore and Buffalo Railroad runs into the town, 
and on the opposite side of the river is the New York Central Railroad Station at Herkimer. 
The Erie canal also stretches through the town, and during the season of navigation a dailv 
packet runs between the town and Utica, while freight boats are constantly coming and going. 
A horse railroad also connects the town of Mohawk and Ilion. The town is thus well sit- 
uated as a commercial center, and is well adapted as a place for the founding of large manu- 
facturing enterprises.

TOWN OF LITTLE FALLS. 




ITTLE FALLS is one of the busiest and most progressive towns in Herkimer County, 
and is on the New York Central Railroad, midway between Albany and Syracuse, 
and twenty-two miles east of Utica. The larger portion of the town lies in the 
eastern part of the township of Little Falls, and the other portion in Manheim 
township. Little Falls township was formed from Fairfield, Herkimer and German Flats, 
February i6, 1829, but a part of this was annexed to Stark, in November, 1868. The 
township is situated in the interior of the county, south of the center, and its surface is a 
broken upland, divided by the deep narrow gorge of the Mohawk. A range of hills extends 
north and south from the town. They are rugged and precipitous near the river, "but less 
rugged on the northern and southern borders. The soil is sandy and argillaceous. 

The town is beautifully situated on both sides of the Mohawk River, and it has long been 
a popular resort on account of its romantic scenery. The gap in the rocks through which the 
river passes here is comparatively narrow, and on both sides the wood-clad hills rise from 350 
to 400 feet. Falls Hill, south of the town, is 518 feet above the Erie Canal, which runs 
along the south side of the river, and Roll Way Bluff, north of the town, is little less in 
height. The bases of these rocks are of sandstone, above which are extensive beds of blue 
limestone, much used for building purposes. The canal here ascends in the space of a mile, 
by four locks, about forty feet. It is supplied with water by a feeder carried across the 
river by a handsome aqueduct of three arches, one of seventy feet, and two of fifty feet span. 
At one point the brow of a hill projects into the river, by which the canal was constructed, 
with expensive diggings and embankments, and by occupying a part of the river bed for the 
canal. The river has here a fall of 45 feet within half a mile, forming a series of pictur- 
esque cascades and rapids, from which the name of the town is derived. These falls afford 
abundant water power for the numerous manufactories located on the banks of the river, the 
bed of which is of granite gneiss, very hard, but easily quarried for building stones, and 
abounding with quartz crystals. In the immediate vicinity of the town are numerous quarries 
of limestone, from which is obtained lime and a good building material. Numerous small 
caves and pot holes are to be found in the rocks near the river. The largest of the latter 
is 28 feet in diameter and 37 feet deep. The northern part of the town is covered with 
Utica slate, and the southern part by the Hudson River and Clinton groups. 

Where the Mohawk breaks through the mountain ridge, where the waters tumble from 
ledge to ledge, and where the bare, rugged rocks rise almost perpendicularly from the stream 
to an altitude of several hundred feet, the scene is one of grandeur and worth a journey from 
afar to see. An intervale, with an average width of two miles, extends along the river west 
of the pass, and from it the land rises on each side in gradual slopes. East of this point 
the Mohawk flows for some distance through the valley, bordered by steep slopes. The first 
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settlement in Herkimer County was made upon tliis intervale, a little above Little Falls, about 
1722, by a colony of German Palatinates. Accessions were made to their number from time 
to time, and up to the close of the Revolution they constituted almost the only inhabitants of 
the county. During the French and Indian war of 1756, this colony was twice invaded, and 
many of the colonists were killed or carried away prisoners. During the Revolution, also, it 
was repeatedly invaded. The buildings and crops were destroyed, and at last the people 
were obliged to abandon their homes and seek protection in the lower valley. After the war 
the settlement rapidly spread, and within fifteen years over ten thousand persons from New 
England and the Eastern countries located in the central and southern portions of the county. 
From that time the progress of the county and of Little Falls has been gradual and continu- 
ally prosperous. 

From its first settlement Little Falls has retained the name which was suggested to the 
pioneer settlers by the series of cascades and rapids in the Mohawk in the center of the town. 
A charter of incorporation was granted to the town on March 30, 1811, and subsequently some 
of the inhabitants, believing that a name other than that of Little Falls would carry with it 
greater prestige, and be more suggestive of the importance of the pushing and enterprising 
little community in the rank of towns in the Empire State, sought to change the designa- 
tion to that of Rockton. The gazetteers and other pubHcations of the time alluded to the 
settlement under the name of Rockton, but the people who had from childhood known and 
spoken of the place as Little Falls, persisted in calling the place by its original name, the 
scribes, printers and publishers notwithstanding ; and as Little Falls it has been, is, and will 
continue to be spoken of. 

As a manufacturing and commercial community Little Falls has had a steady, firm growth, 
and if its increase in population, wealth and trade has been slow it has had the merit of 
being substantial and enduring. In 1840, the inhabitants numbered 3,881 ; in 1850, 4,855 ; 
in i860, 5,989; in 1865, 5,588; in 1870, 5,614; and in 1880, 6,910. Since the last men- 
tioned year, however, large accessions have been made to the population, manufactories, and 
commercial houses, and when the next census comes around the number of people will be 
found to be in the tens of thousands. Little Falls has long been distinguished as the 

largest cheese market in the United States, and it is the principal trading point for a wide 
area of a rich agricultural section of the state. This trade has been particularly on the 
increase during the last score of years. In 1868, 100,340 cheese, weighing 6,324,610 pounds, 
were shipped from the town; in the following year 113,367 cheese, weighing 7,421,595 pounds 
were forwarded to distant parts from the depot in this town ; and so, year by year, the traffic 
has increased until it has reached enormous proportions. The market day for cheese is Mon- 
day, and buyers attend from all parts. The New York cheese market prices always sympa- 
thize — rise and fall — with those of Little Falls ; and buyers, after going through Oneida, Madi- 
son, Lewis and other counties, will sometimes go to Little Falls on the next Monday, and pay 
a cent or two more per pound for cheese for the sake of realizing a profit on their other 
purchases by the rise thus effected on the New York market. The town is also a large 
shipping depot for all other kinds of agricultural produce, and is a source of supply of every 
kind of merchandise for a wealthy farming section. The town is alike noted for the variety 
and extent of its manufacturing concerns, which include paper mills, woolen factories, produc- 
ing cassimeres and flannels, stocking yarn mills, cotton and corn starch factories, shoddy mills, 
flouring mills, agricultural implement works, carriage and wagon works, axe and hammer facto- 
ries, iron foundries, machine and repairing shops, furniture and soap factories, grain elevators, 
sash and blind factories, saw and planing mills, cheese box factories, tanneries, mechanics' shops 
and numerous other industrial establishments, all contributing by their variety and stability to 
the general thrift and comfort of the entire community. 

The commercial establishments of the town are many and extensive, and not a few are 
metropolitan in character in respect of size, appointments, extent and variety of stocks and vol- 
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ume of trade. This is particularly the case with the dry goods and notion stores, groceries, 
book and stationery establishments, druggists' shops, boot and shoe emporiums, hardware stores, 
produce commission houses, grain, flour and feed warehouses, etc. The banking facilities of the 
town are among the most potent agencies in building up and increasing the commerce and 
industries of the place, and are consequently an important factor in the town's prosperity and 
growth. There are two national banks and one savings bank, and these have always enjoyed 
the confidence of the community. The institutions have merited this confidence and also the 
good will of the people by the prudence brought to bear in their management. 

Little Falls possesses great natural and 'acquired advantages for becoming even a greater 
and more important manufacturing and trading center. The Mohawk river is harnessed to give 
motion to the shafting and machinery of her numerous factories and workshops; the Erie Canal 
gives easy access to all the grand highways of navigation in the country; and two railroads — 
the New York Central and Hudson River and the West Shore, each of which have separate 
depots here— connect with all the great trunk lines of the continent, and bring the town into 
communication with the great trading centers in every section of the Union. The markets— 
and notably that for cheese— bring vast numbers of business men, farmers, etc., to the town 
weekly, and these contribute in a variety of ways to enhance the prosperity of the town. For 
the convenience and entertainment of visitors, whether on business or pleasure, there are numer- 
ous cozy, comfortable hotels, where excellent accommodation can be had on reasonable terms. 
The 'leading hostelries are the Grand Central, Hinchman, Girvan, Bradford, etc. 

The town has a romantic, beautiful aspect from whatever point it is viewed, and from the 
high hills which enclose it the visitor has presented to him some of the most charming land- 
scapes in the Empire State. The streets of the town are well laid out, wide, excellently graded 
and kept, and, in the residential sections, are liberally shaded with trees. The principal busi- 
ness thoroughfares are lined with large, substantial blocks of commercial houses, and many of 
the buildings are handsome, imposing structures. The town contains numerous elegant mansions 
surrounded by neat, well trimmed lawns and choice flower gardens ; and the cottages of the 
artisan class, attractive by their order and neatness, bespeak coziness, thrift and contentment. 
The streets are illuminated by gas and electric lights, and hard, finely graded roads branch out 
from the town in every direction, and offer some of the most delightful drives to be found any- 
where. Among its other attractions the town has two spacious public parks, handsomely laid 
out and abundantly planted with shade trees. These " breathing places " are the joy and pride 
of the people. 

The governing body of the town is an elective one, and the public affairs are prudently 
and economically administered in the direction of expenditure, and liberally in the way of carrying 
out improvements for the good of the people. The town is well sewered and amply drained, 
the cUmate is healthful and the death rate low, and an abundance of pure and wholesome 
water is drawn from springs in the hills three hundred feet above the tops of the houses. 
The peace of the town is maintained by a thoroughly effective police force, which is under wise 
and experienced direction. The fire department, well equipped with the best modern fire 
extinguishing appliances, is also under excellent control, and is a source of just pride to every 
citizen. Person and property are safe under the efficient local government, the population is 
temperate and law abiding, and general interests are carefully fostered and promoted. 

From the first settlement of the town the people of Little Falls have recognized the impor- 
tance of placing the means of education within the reach of every child in the community. 
In perfecting and developing a complete system of public schools no effort nor expense has 
been spared, and the results are manifest in the high degree of intelligence of the people. 
These educational advantages naturally prove a great attraction to the manufacturer or trades- 
man with a family desiring to settle here, for under the efficient system in vogue he is enabled 
to give to his children a first-class education at the lowest cost, and at the same time 
retain them at home during schooling days. The various public schools are model institutions 
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of their kind, and are provided with competent teachers, and with all the modern appliances 
and facilities for imparting instruction in the higher as well as in the elementary branches of 
education. The annual reports show steady and increasing attendance, gratifying progress in all 
grades, and the most satisfactory condition of affairs in every way. The town has also an 
excellent academy and several admirably conducted and well attended private schools. Another 
important agency in the educational field is the press, and the two weekly newspapers which 
are published here are newsy, ably edited sheets, spirited in discussing public questions and 
exposing wrong-doing, and foremost in giving liberal support to and advocacy of all legitimate 
enterprises, public or private. 

Little Falls has numerous churches and many of the edifices are splendid specimens of 
architecture. All the denominations are represented, and the uniformly large attendance bespeaks 
the high moral and religious character of the people. 

While every provision is made for the intellectual and religious training of the people, there 
is no lack of attention to amusements of all kinds, and the residents in Little Falls have equal- 
facilities with those in the cities for the enjoyments of the drama, the opera and other entertain- 
ments which "drive dull care away." The town has two fine public halls, handsomely and 
invitingly fitted up, and devoted to amusements. One of these is the Skinner Hall, which has 
a seating accommodation for 1200 persons; and an Opera House, which has a seating capacity 
for one thousand. 

Both for business purposes and for private residence. Little Falls is a most desirable place 
in which to locate. The town, from its favorable situation, its advantageous surroundings, its 
commercial facilities, its business opportunities, its advantages as a shipping and distributing point, its 
wealth, and the intelligence, refinement and culture of its people, for public and private enterprises, 
its excellent sanitary condition, and the thousand and one things that tend to make the town a 
desirable place in which to abide, is attracting capitalists and business men from afar, and the out- 
look for Little Falls is of a most bright and promising character. Little Falls has all the elements 
that contribute to solid and permanent growth of an enterprising community, and these are to be 
found, not in the extent and variety of her commerce, but in the variety and numerical strength 
of her manufacturing industries. The inhabitants are composed very largely of those belonging 
to the industrial classes, mechanics, tradesmen, " sons of toil." There are few who do not 
labor in some useful sphere. The wealth is quite equally distributed among the population, and 
there are many wealthy, but few really poor. The mechanics and laboring men of Little Falls 
generally own houses of their own, and, as a consequence, houses can be rented at very rea- 
sonable rates, while shabby or unsightly tenement houses are unknown in the town. 

What the future of this progressive little town — now the greatest cheese market in the 
•country — will be it is beyond our province to prophesy, and it is " never safe to prophesy 
unless you know.'' It is now undoubtedly developing its resources and extending its commercial 
resources in a remarkable degree, and there is about the business men of this tight little town 
a dash, a spirit of enterprise, nerve, pluck, courage and mettle — a combination of many of the 
most essential elements to success. Activity and energy are everywhere apparent and permeate 
all the avenues of life. The people are prosperous and determined upon always looking for- 
ward to the realization of greater achievements and never backward; and, in the face of such 
-determination, and amid great natural and acquired advantages favorable to progress, success 
seems beyond question. We have shown in brief some of the many advantages presented by 
Little Falls as a manufacturing and commercial center, and as a delightful place of residence, 
and now we must draw attention to the detailed descriptions in the following pages of its prin- 
cipal manufacturing and commercial concerns.

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|ANAJOHARIE is one of the most flourishing towns in the central section of the 
Empire State. The Indians, with whom this was a favorite " happy hunting ground," 
called this place Ca-na-jo-hi-e, said to signify a " kettle-shaped hole in the rock," or 
" the pot that washes itself." The " pot " alluded to meant a deep hole worn by 
the water in the rock at the fall on Bowman's Cree"k, about a mile above where that stream 
has its confluence with the -Mohawk River. To the Indians the creek was known as Te-ko-ha- 
ra-wa. The falls referred to are very interesting to scientific men, owing to holes of various 
sizes which have been worn in the rocks, and also on account of the different geological 
formations which are here exposed to view. 

The first historic record in existence in which Canajoharie is mentioned is a document 
dated 1757. It was then styled "Fort Cannatchocary," four leagues from Fort Kouari, now 
known as Herkimer. It was on the route from the lakes to Albany, and surrounding it' were 
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the "Gerinan Flats," where a colony of Palatines, or Germans, numbering about one hundred, 
had settled. The soil proving fertile, the settlements in spite of the attacks of the French 
and their Indian allies grew and prospered, and in the beginning of the present century the 
town of Canajoharie was quite thickly populated. The first settlers also called the place Canajo- 
harie, and it was so named in the act of incorporation. It was first formed as a district on 
March 24, 1782, and as a town on March 7, 1788. Minden was taken off it in 1798, a part 
of Root in 1823, and a part of Minden in 1849. 

The town lies on the southern border of Montgomery County, west of the center. The 
surface consists of the intervals of Canajoharie, or Bowman's Creek, and of undulating uplands, 
varying from two hundred to six hundred feet above the valley. On the north side of the 
town runs the Mohawk River, and the town is surrounded by a hilly, but arable country, the 
soil being a strong, calcareous, and sandy loam, and hereabouts much attention is given to the 
cultivation of hops, dairy pursuits and stock raising. In the town itself there are several 
extensive creameries and cheese factories, and it is quite a large shipping center for agricultural 
products of all kinds. 

Canajoharie was in its early days a place of considerable enterprise, being a recognized 
center of trade. It was the destined terminus of the Catskill and Canajoharie Railroad, and as 
a stage center long held a prominent position, the Catskill line running a distance of seventy- 
eight miles. Soon after its incorporation as a village, on April 30, 1829, Canajoharie rose into 
prominence as a trading center, and especially after the construction of a substantial bridge over 
the Mohawk River, which connected the village with the railroad station and village of Palatine 
Bridge. When the census was taken in 1840 Canajoharie contained about 1300 inhabitants, 175 
dwelling-houses, one Presbyterian, one Dutch Reformed, one Lutheran, and one Methodist church ; 
an incorporated academy, four taverns, ten stores and groceries, two grist-mills, two distilleries, 
one brewery, one furnace, two saw-mills, one plaster-mill, and an extensive stone quarry. In 
i860, the population had increased to 4,134; in 1865, 4,248; in 1870, to 4,256; in 1880, to 4,294; 
and since then a more marked increase has taken place than at any other time in the history 
of the town, while as regards increase of wealth and enterprise there has been a great advance. 
Numbers of the citizens reside in spacious and architecturally ornamental houses, while the stores 
will compare favorably with those anywhere else. The stone obtained in this locality has always 
been held in the highest estimation for building purposes, and was used in the construction of the 
locks on the enlarged Erie Canal, which was excavated through the center of the village. Besides 
the facilities afforded by the Erie Canal for transportation of manufactures and merchandise of all 
kinds, the New York Central and Hudson River Railroad, whose station is at Palatine, offers a 
means of communication with all the principal cities of the country and the seaboard. With 
the possession of these advantages the commercial and manufacturing interests of the town have 
been continually undergoing expansion, until now Canajoharie occupies a leading position among 
the flourishing business centers of Central New York. 

The town is regularly and appropriately laid out with wide, well kept, and adequately lighted 
thoroughfares. It is under an excellent system of local government. Sanitary measures are 
carefully attended to, the climate is salubrious, and the death rate low, while taxation and the 
cost of living are such as to attract persons located in less favored places to come and locate 
here, and build up new manufacturing and commercial enterprises. As already intimated, Cana- 
joharie is the shipping center for a large agricultural section ; it has numerous cheese factories, 
planing mills, malt houses, breweries, paper bag factories, foundries, machine shops, etc., and 
numerous stores, engaged in every department of trade. Financial facilities are afforded by two 
excellent, well-managed banks, which give liberal encouragement to new business enterprises. 

The public school system in use here is in keeping with that of other parts of the State, 
and is adequate and liberal. Besides the public, there are several well-conducted private schools, 
one being a large, popular academy. The town, too, has its own weekly paper and about half 
a dozen churches belonging to different denominations. Altogether, the town is a very 
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progressive one, and the reader will find in the following pages detailed descriptions of the leading 
manufacturing and mercantile concerns located here. The business houses of the town are 
::numerous and varied, are conducted by some of the best known and most influential citizens, 
-^who are energetic, wide awake and enterprising in securing supplies in their respective lines of 
-trade, and are important factors in building up the name and fame of Canajoharie. 



National Spraker Bank, Frasier Spraker, President, 
William Wiles, Cashier. — The leading representative financial in- 
stitution of Canajoharie and the Mohawk Valley generally is the 
famous and ably conducted National Spraker Bank. The name of 
Spraker has long been prominently and honorably identified with 
the development of the material resources and best interests of this 
section, and in 1853 the Spraker family and a few others organized a 
.state bank. It early developed a business of great magnitude, with 
vConnections of the most infl.uential character, and in 1865 was re- 
< organized and duly incorporated under the National Banking Act, 
tthe present name then being officially assumed. The bank's career 
-is one of the most highly creditable character and reflects the great- 
ifist credit on the executive and the directorate.

A, E. & C. H. Sliaper, Stone Quarry.— In and near Canajo- 
liarie there are several quarries. The oldest of them, that of Messrs. 
A. E. & C. H. Shaper, is in the western part of the town, and about 
forty rods from the Erie Canal and the New York West Shore and 
Buffalo railroad. The quarry face has a length, approximately, of 
1000 feet, from northeast to southwest, and looks northwest. 
The quarrying work has moved southeast and southwest, and has 
■reached in places the limit, on account of buildings hi the way. The 
dip of the beds is nearly 10° in places, and to the southeast. A very 
regular system of joints runs with the strike, in a southwest direc- 
tion, and at convenient intervals for working. There are no south- 
east running joints, or seams, except wide spaces apart. The bed- 
ding is true and regular, and the vertical section as given by Mr. A. 
E. Shaper is : black soil, 12-24 inches; sandstone, 30 inches; gray 
limestone, 12 inches; sandstone, 30 inches; slate stone, 18 inches; 
-gray limestone, 8 inches; gray and blue limestone, 13 inches; gray 
limestone, 12 inches; gray hmestone, 24 inches; gray limestone, 12 
inches; sandstone, 30 inches; sandstone, 8 inches; blue limestone, 
15 inches; blue limestone, 12 inches; blue limestone, 4 inches; blue 
limestone, 3 inches; sandstone, 10 inches; sandstone, 10 inches; blue 
.limestone, 2 inches: gray limestone, 8 inches; blue lime and sand- 
■stone, 20 inches; blue lime and sandstone, 30 inches; hard sand block, 
■36 inches; blue sandstone, 12 inches; blue limestone, 20 inches; gray 
limestone, 18 inches. This section shows the thickness of the several 
;8trata and their alternations and successions. The chief varieties are 



blue and gray stone. All of it is hard and it dresses well and splits 
true. The gray limestone is sub- crystalline. Some of the bottom 
sand beds are a little calcareous, and they weather brownish-colored 
on the surface. There are four derricks in the quarry, and steam- 
power is used to work the drill and gadding machines. Employment 
is given to thirty men. The stone is carted to railroads and canals. 
The quarry is at least sixty feet above the canal. The stone is used 
for engine-beds, monumental bases, sewer blocks, railroad bridges, 
house trimmings, and canal lock construction. Stone from this 
quarry has been put into all of the churches in Fort Plains and 
Canajoharie, as wfeU as many of the private houses. The jails at 
Rome and Utica, the lunatic asylum and most of the large factories 
at the latter place were constructed with this stone. Some of it was 
used in the Brooklyn Bridge foundation. The stone used for bridges 
and coping, between New York and Buffalo, by N. Y. Central and 
N. Y. West Shore and Buffalo railroads, is furnished from this 
quarry. The quarry was opened in 1852 by Mr. Charles Shaper, 
who came to this country from Germany when twelve years of age. 
In 1883 Mr. Shaper retired from active business connections with the 
quarry, but is still actively engaged in private and public enterprises 
in Canajoharie. The most important of these is, in connection with 
his sons and several other prominent gentlemen, the establishing of 
a factory for the manufacture of Sweet's Patent Dry Air Refrig- 
erator. They at present employ about seventy men in this industry, 
but intend soon to enlarge their plant and furnish employment to 
fully 300 men, thereby giving Canajoharie one of the most complete 
factories in this line now in existence. His sons, Messrs. Augustus 
E. and Charles H. Shaper, were born in Canajoharie. They are 
young men, and possess the highest character both in their business 
and social relations. 

E. C. Moslier, Mainufacturer of Carriages and Sleighs, Main 
Street (Opposite M. E. Church).— In few of the industrial arts has 
there been made more progress in this country during the past 
quarter of a century than in that devoted to the construction of 
carriages and sleighs. Compared with the cumbersome and rather 
unsightly vehicles of a generation ago, the smooth-running and 
elegant articles turned out to-day in a first-class shop are marvels of 
art and things of beauty, truly. And while on this subject special 
mention ought here be made of E. C. Mosher, the well-known Cana- 
joharie carriage and sleigh manufacturer, with commodious well 
equipped factory on Main Street (opposite the M. E. Church), who 
has for upwards of twenty-eight years sustained an Al reputation 
for skill and reliability,— none better in Montgomery County. He is, 
in fact, the leading exponent of this particular branch of art here- 
abouts, the work leaving Mr. Mosher's estabhshment being first 
class in every feature of merit, in beauty of design, ease of motion, 
construction, and general excellence, while his patronage, which is 
large and permanent, is fully commensurate with the reputation he 
deservedly enjoys. Mr. Mosher, who is a gentleman in the prime of 
life, active and energetic, was born in Schenectady County, town of 
Duanesburg, but has lived hi this town some forty-five years. He is a 
practical and expert workman himself, of long and varied experi- 
ence, and is a thorough master of his art in all its branches. He 
has been established in business on his own account here 
since 1845, and from the start he has steadily increased his hold on 
public favor and patronage.

■architecture of the town. The premises were erected by Mr. A. 
Nellis in 1877, who opened the house and conducted it until 1885, 
when he was succeeded by Mr. E. S. Benjamin, a gentleman of prac- 
tical experience and recognized executive abilities, who was suc- 
ceeded by Jolin G. Meyers and he by the pi-esent proprietor. Under

He was 
born in Linden, in this state, and during his residence in Canajoharie 
he has not only been successful as a business man but has made 
many friends. 
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F the upgrowth of the handsome town of Johnstown has not been as rapid or magical 
as some other centers of population and industry in the Empire State, the town's 
progress has, at least, been steady and solid, and its people have been spared sudden 
inflations and collapses born of the speculation that characterizes the history of some commu- 
nities. The advance the town has made has been firm and permanent, and its manufacturing 
and commercial enterprises are noted for their stability and the conservatism which marks their 
management. 

Johnstown is the capital of Fulton County, which has an area of 530 square miles, lying in 
the eastern section of the State. This county was, on x\pril 18, 1838, formed out of Mont- 
gomery County, which was the name given to the whole of Western New York after the Revo- 
lution, and as a substitute for the previous name of Tryon County, given it by the early 
colonists. From the county of Fulton, as created in 1838, a portion was lopped off and 
added to Hamilton County in i860. The county lies north of the Mohawk River and east of 
the center of the State, the center of the county being forty-five miles distant from Albany. 
Its surface is a rolling and hilly upland, rising into a mountainous region on the northern 
border. The highland region is divided into three ridges, which stretch northeast and south- 
west. The Sacondaga River flows southeast through the northeast corner of the county. This 
stream receives from the west Mayfield Creek, which has for its tributaries Fonda Creek and 
Cranberry Creek. The Chuctenunda flows through the southeast corner of the county. The 
Cayadutta flows southwest, through near the center, its valley separating the western and central 
ridges of hills. Stony Creek, a tributary of the Sacondaga, flows northeast in a northerly continu- 
ation of the Garoga Valley, and breaks through the central ridges of hills. East Canada Creek 
forms the greater part of the western boundary, receiving as tributaries North Fish and Little 
Sprite Creeks. The other streams which water and drain the county are branches of those 
named. They are mostly rapid streams, frequently interrupted by falls, and affording ample 
water power for the manufactories located on their banks. 

The history of Johnstown is indissolubly bound up with that of the county of which it is the capi- 
tal. The town lies on the south border of the county, and it possesses the oldest county court- 
house and jail in the state. The court-house, which is situated in the northern part of the 
town, was erected in 1772 as the court-house for Tryon County, which was then, as already 
pointed out, of vast area, by Sir William Johnson, a great land owner and a political power 
in this section of the state in his day and generation. It was out of compliment to him that 
Johnstown was given the name it has always borne. Johnson, when twenty-one years of a<^e 
came from England to America as the agent of his uncle. Sir Peter Warren, and located in 
the Mohawk Valley. He soon identified himself with the interests of that section of the 
colony, and was a zealous promoter of its prosperity. He was appointed Indian agent by the 
English government, learned the language of the natives, adopted with facility their habits when 
it suited his interests, and acquired an ascendency over the Indians which was scarcely 
equalled by that of any other person in our colonial "history. He had the command of the 
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expedition to Lake George in 1755 and this was so successfully managed as to give him a 
high position in the estimation of the English government, and such as secured him, as a 
direct gift from the King, the grant of a large tract of land north of the Mohawk, between 
liast and West Canada Creeks. His first residence was in what is still standing, and once 
known as Fort Johnson, on the Mohawk, and three miles above Amsterdam Village. In 17G1 
he removed to a new mansion he had erected near the village of Johnstown. 

At this time Sir WilUiam Johnson possessed an estate that had few rivals in extent and 
value in the countr)'. His tenants were numerous and attached to his interests, and the pros- 
pects of future greatness to his famil)' were most flattering. On the approach of the Revolu- 
tion he is supposed to have been liberally inclined to the cause of the colonists, but his duty 
to the government, whose officer he was, forbade him from openly manifesting his sympathy with 
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them, though there is no doubt that with such large interests of his own at stake, and having 
formed strong personal friendships with his neighbors, he secretly sided with the colonists in 
their quarrel with the English government. Between his frdelity to his duty as a government 
official and his belief in the righteousness of the colonists' cause, Sir William found himself 
between the proverbial two stools with his gaze on the ground, and as the possibilities of a 
stru<^o-le became more and more apparent his fears and forebodings of ruin increased. He inti- 
mated to his friends that he should never live to see a war between the colonists and the 
mother country, and he pressed his government to appoint his son as Indian agent in 
his stead. He died suddenly at Johnson Hall, June 24, 1774, when about sixty years of age. 
It has been asserted that he hanged himself in his garden, a statement generally accepted as 
true. His body was interred in a vault in the Episcopal church in Johnstown. About 1793 
the vault was tilled up, and on November 26, 1836, the church with its bell and organ— the 
'-rifts of Sir William — were destroyed by fire. His sepulchre is just outside of the present 
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church edifice. His son, Sir John Johnson, took an active part against the colonists in the 
war, and in August, 1781, he and tlie forces under his command were attacked near Johnson 
Hall by Col. Willett and his men and defeated with a loss of seventeen men. The estates of 
the Johnsons were subsequently forfeited and a race of New Englanders succeeded the Scotch 
Highlanders who had dwelt hereabouts. 

In the settlement of Johnstown Sir William Johnson took great interest and afforded liberal 
and substantial encouragement to the pioneer inhabitants, who found the climate healthy, the soil 
rich and fertile, the rivers affording fish in plenty and water power for manufactures in abun- 
dance, and the place surrounded with so many natural beauties and advantages as to make it a 
delightful one in which to dwell. And hither came settlers from other colonies and remained, 
each contributing his quota to enhancing the interests and welfare of the industries, manufactur- 
ing and commercial, of the settlement, which had, "in 1808, grown to such dimensions as to be 
considered by the legislature to be entitled to a charter of incorporation, the grant being made 
on April i in that year. This charter was amended and had its scope enlarged by the act 
of March 30, 1867. The town was originally formed on March 12, 1793, from the township of 
Caughnawaga, the area formerly known by that name now constituting the areas of Broadalbin, 
Johnstown and Mayfield. Lake Pleasant was taken off Johnstown in 1812, Bleecker in 1831, 
Mohawk in 1837, and a part of Caroja in 1842, but in the year preceding the latter a part 
of Bleecker was reannexed. A series of hills occupies the northern section of the city. A 
high ridge extends through the west, and the land in the other parts of the city is of a 
roUing character. The town is abundantly watered and drained by valuable streams. The 
Cayadutta Creek flows southwest through the east part, and Caroja Creek flows through the 
northwest corner and other branches through the western part. 

The town is laid out in broad streets, crossing each other at right angles, and these are 
lined by fine substantial business blocks, cozy looking dwellings, and with pleasant shade trees, 
whose umbrageous boughs afford a grateful protection from the sun's hot rays to- pedestrians. 
The streets are well graded, kept in fine, hard condition, and adequately lighted by gas. The 
government of the town is in the hands of an elective body of representatives, and to their 
credit it may be said they have on the whole administered the affairs of the town with economy 
and prudence, the result being the possession of an excellent and adequate sewerage system, an 
abundant supply of pure, wholesome water, an efficient and well equipped fire department, and 
a well disciplined police force. Every protection is afforded to both person and property, and 
the inhabitants generally are a prosperous, industrious, law-abiding people. 

Johnstown has been fully alive to the necessity of encouraging manufacturing and commer 
cial enterprises, and these of a varied character. A place may be exceedingly beautiful in itself 
and its surroundings ; it may stretch its goodly proportions along the luxuriant banks of a river 
or rivers of surpassing loveliness ; may possess unnumbered natural advantages, charming homes, 
intelligence, wealth, art and all the improvements common to a high order of civilization, but 
the eminently practical spirit of the nineteenth century imperatively demands something other 
than these. It asks, concerning a man: "What can he do?" and of a town very 
much the same question. Thanks to the thrift, activity and foresight of the people of Johns- 
town they can answer this question without a particle of embarrassment and in the most satis- 
factory fashion. The town is a busy and prosperous mart for a wide, rich agricultural section, 
and the products of its factories are shipped to all parts of the ' country. It has numerous 
foundries and machine shops, carriage factories, planing mills, furniture and shoe factories, paper 
and wood box factories, leather goods, saw mills, file manufactories, etc., but the leading industry 
is the manufacture of buckskin gloves and mittens, and this branch of enterprise is yearly 
undergoing great development, the town containing many factories devoted exclusively to this 
branch of manufactures. Johnstown has no room for idlers, for the people generally are ener- 
getic, enterprising and busy, and their average intelligence is exceptionally high. Ever since the 
town began to make real growth and history its people have been quick to encourage industrial 
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arts and pursuits, and they have their reward in the annually aggregating wealth that flows from 
the multifarious manufactures that make the basis of the town's fame and fortune. Rents are 
moderate, building material is cheap, water power is abundant, the best skilled labor no higher 
here than elsewhere, while business men and capitalists are always ready and eager to give 
substantial aid and encouragement to the honest projectors of any and every legitmiate enterprise. 

The mercantile houses are, as a rule, wisely and successfully directed, and they cover every 
branch of commerce. Johnstown is the natural receiving and distributing station for the mrmense 
amount of produce of all kinds that is raised in the fertile agricultural country tributary to it, 
and the handling of this is a large factor in its business. Closely following it is the trade m 
staple and fancy groceries, boots, shoes, dry goods and notions, clothing and furnishings, etc. 

Banking facilities are provided by two banks, one national and one private. Transportation 
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is furnished by the Fonda, Johnstown and Gloversville railroad, which connects with the great 
trunk lines and thus gives communication with all sections of the Union. 

The n'eonle of Johnstown have always been to the forefront in making the most ample 
provision or the education of their sons and daughters, and the plan here m vogue is m 
keenino- with the system common to the state. School accommodation is adequate, the teach- 
inV stiff efficienr and the schools well attended. Johnstown Academy is a popular, well 
atfended i, stUution ft was built in 1798-99 by William Van Vort. Sir William Johnson set 
attended mstitut.on. ,., ^^^t " for the benefit of a free school for the town. 

^ LSl^l^ resJ;SrW^d.^ courts of forfeiture when Sir William, estates were 

confiscated and trustees were appointed to take charge of the trust. The proceeds were 

\"^r\:^led to the use of this academy. Among the educational forces everywhere the 
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newspaper is a recognized vital factor, and has its due weight and influence in Johnstown. 
The city has three weekly newspapers, all of which are ably edited, newsy sheets, having 
large circulations. 

The growth of religious organizations has kept fairly in line with the material prosperity 
of the city. Each sect has its own sanctuary, and all of these are invitingly and conven- 
iently appointed, while not a few are artistic and elegant specimens of church architecture of 
which any city in the Union might be proud. 

The town has numerous fine, substantial, attractive buildings, public and private. Among 
these are the county buildings. The Court-house on the north side of the city and the 
stone built jail on the southeast side are objects of interest, being the oldest edifices of their- 
kind in the state. A few years ago a new county building was erected, and it contains 
county clerk's and surrogate's offices, jury rooms, etc. 

At the last census, in 1880, there were within the limits of the town proper 5,013 inhab- 
itants, and within the township (including Gloversville), 16,626. Since then the city has 
grown in population, manufactures and commerce. It is yet young in its progress, but there 
are few places of its size in the state that excel it in beautiful location, handsome streets, bountiful 
shade, elegant public or private buildings or hospitable people. Evidences of wealth and 
strength, industry, energy and intelligence everywhere abound, the ready proofs of a healthy and 
wide-awake community. The manufacturing and commercial industries are many and thriving,, 
merchants numerous and enterprising, and the facilities for increasing and multiplying business 
enterprises unbounded. The wisdom of the founders of the city finds echo in the prosperity 
of to-day, and the good name of the pioneers is reflected in the integrity of the present gener- 
ation. This spirit of activity- and progress is the characteristic of the people as we find them 
to-day. In this spirit they hold out their hands to welcome all who may read of Johnstown,, 
and who may yield to the tempting advantages the town offers as a busy place of industry or 
as a place of quiet homes.

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LOVERSVILLE is the greatest glove manufacturing center in the country, and its name 
is derived from its principal industry. The town has had its creation and growth 
within living memory, and it has attained prominent rank among the most flourishing 
and progressive of the minor points of the Empire State. It is an offshoot of the neighbor- 
ing town of Johnstown, four miles distant, and the capital of Fulton County, and is located in 
the township of Johnstown. Its manufacturing and commercial interests are identical and bound up 
with those of the mother town, and the history of one is necessarily largely the history of the 
other, though the offshoot has proved more vigorous and sturdy than the parent tree, and has 
outstripped it in material, wealth and increase of population. Up to the middle of the last 
century the whole region round about Gloversville was a wilderness occupied by the beasts of 
the forests, wild game and the ubiquitous Red Men. About 1753 a young Englishman, Wil- 
liam Johnson, came to America as the agent for his uncle. Sir Peter Warren, and took up his 
abode among the Indians in the Mohawk Valley, learned their language, and adapted hipi- 
self to their customs. It was he who founded Johnstown, and after him was named the town- 
ship of Johnstown, Johnson Hall, Fort Johnson and other places. The English government 
appointed him Indian agent, and he became a man of considerable estate and political and 
social importance over a wide area of the Empire State. When the French and Indian War 
broke out, Johnson, who received the title of General, was directed by his government to enroll 
a force of English volunteers and Mohawk Indians, and to capture the French post at Crown 
Point. Johnson started with three thousand four hundred men to not only secure the fortress 
there, but to drive the French from the shores of Lake Champlain. Dieskau, the daring 
French commandant at Crown Point, determined to anticipate the movements of the English and 
to capture Fort Edward before the alarm could be given. He dispatched fourteen hundred 
French, Canadians and Indians on this mission. The news reached Johnson, who proceeded 
to intercept the march of the French forces. The two armies came into collision on the 8th 
of September, 1755, about four miles north of Fort Edward, on the main road from the Hudson 
to Lake George. There were no entrenchments, but trees were hastily felled for breastworks, 
and the cannons were brought into position. For five hours the conflict was incessant, and it 
was the fiercest of all battles that had yet been fought on American soil. In the beginning 
of the engagement Johnson received a slight wound and left the field; but the troops from 
New England fought on without a commander. Nearly all of Dieskau's regulars were killed. 
At last the English leaped over the fallen trees, charged across the field, and completed the 
rout. Three times Dieskau was wounded and would not retire. While sitting on the stump 
of a tree he was approached by a renegade Frenchman, belonging to the English army, who 
sought to make him a prisoner. The wounded general felt for his watch to tender it in 'token 
of surrender. The Frenchman, thinking Dieskau was searching for a pistol, fired and killed 
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him. Johnson, who had clone but liltle, was greatly praised and lionized as the hero of the 

figh; in the British Parliament, and the king created him a baronet of the realm and granted 

him, as a special favor, a large tract of land north of the Mohawk River. 

Sir William Johnson, who had thus become a most exalted and wealthy personage, first 

resided at Fort Johnson, on the Mohawk river, and in 1761 removed to the present Johnson 
Hall in Johnstown. He gave liberal encouragement to settlers to make Johnstown their future 

home, built a church and the present county Court-house, and in other ways evinced a practical 
interest in the growth of the little settlement. When it became apparent that the war of the 

Revolution could not be averted he told his friends that he would never live to see it. He 

induced the British government to appoint his son, John, Indian agent in his stead, and on 
June 24, 1774, he hanged himself in the garden of Johnson Hall. His son. Sir John John- 
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son took an active part against the colonists in the war, and in August, ^78^, he was defeated 
in a battle near Johnson Hall with a loss of seventeen men. w ^

The principal 
thoroughfares have on them many large, fine business blocks, beautiful mansions with neat, 
trim lawns and gardens, cozy, comfortable looking cottages, factories and workshops of all 
kinds, etc. ; indeed, everywhere abound evidences of wealth and strength, industry, energy and 
intelligence, the ready proofs of a progressive and prosperous community. 

Essentially a moral and cultured class the citizens of Gloversville have done, and are 
doing, all they can to perpetuate such a condition of affairs. They believe it can be done 
by presenting to each one of the growing children an unexceptional opportunity to secure a 
first-class education. Adequate school accommodation is provided,, and the teaching staff is as 
efficient as any in the state. As a valuable auxiliary to the schools the town has an excel- 
lent public library and reading room, and this institution is open daily and largely attended. 
Another vital factor in the i educational forces of the city is t'he press. Two ably conducted 
weekly newspapers are published here, and they faithfully chronicle local happenings, discuss 
fearlessly all public questions, and furnish reports of all important events in all parts of the 
world. 

Allied with the educational facilities mentioned are the religious institutions and the people 
have provided in no niggardly spirit places of worship, invitingly and conveniently appointed, 
and elaborate and attractive in architectural design. 

The city has no lack of social enjoyments, and its people are very hospitable. The 
vicinage contains many beautiful drives and popular summer resorts, where all kinds of enter- 
tainment are provided. In the city itself are two opera houses — Mason's and M'ashburn's — 
and these are liberally patronized.

The suppl_\' of leather 
for these goods, formeriy derived principally from the "North Woods," is now drawn from the 
most distant regions of the globe. Much work is given out, too, bv the manufacturers to be 
done at home by families, thus affording a source of income to a great number of persons. 
The city has also numerous and varied other industrial establishments, including extensive 
paper and wood box factories, planing and saw mills, carriage and wagon factories, foundries 
machine shops, forges, engine shops, etc. These establishments, as a rule, are intelliaently 
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directed, and admirably equipped for turning out the best goods at the least cost. The 
facilities are as complete and perfect as they can be made, the custom being to employ the 
finest machinery, the most skillful artisans, and all accessories calculated to improve production. 
Thus It has come to pass that the goods made here are in wide demand. 

The commerce of Gloversville is large and growing, and many of the establishments 
devoted to the dry goods, hardware, crockery, agricultural implements, clothing, stoves, tinware, 
house-furnishing goods, furniture, staple and fancy groceries, jewelry, boot and shoe, and other 
trades are quite metropolitan in character and are heavily stocked with carefully selected wares 
to meet the demands of all classes of the townspeople. The merchants, as a class, are 
noted for their energy and enterprise, and for being enabled to sell in every line of merchan- 
dise at prices fully as low as the Albany and New York quotations, and in not a few

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HE progressive and prosperous city of Amsterdam is situated in the township of Amsterdam 
and in Montgomery County, New York State. It lies on the north bank of the Mohawk 
river, thirty-three miles northwest of Albany by the New York Central Railroad, and is con- 
nected by a substantial bridge with Port Jackson (recently annexed to the city) on the Erie 
Canal. The city and township of Amsterdam were named from Amsterdam, Holland, by an 
early Dutch settler, Emanuel E. D. Graff. The township was on March 12, 1793, set off from 
Caughnawaga, which was itself formed a town on March 7, 1788, and embraced all that part 
of Montgomery County lying north of the Mohawk and east of a line extending from The 
Noses north to Canada. In 1793 Caughnawaga was divided into Amsterdam, Mayfield, Broad- 
albin and Johnstown. Perth (now a part of Fulton County) was taken off Amsterdam town- 
ship in 1838. The township is in the northeast corner of Montgomery County. Its surface 
consists of the intervale along the Mohawk river and of a rolling upland gradually rising for a 
space of two miles, and attaining an elevation of from three hundred to five hundred feet. 
The township is well watered and drained by several streams, the most important of which are the 
Kayaderosseras (three miles west of Amsterdam city), Cuctenunda (signifying " two sisters," and 
applied to the streams flowing on opposite sides into the Mohawk at the city), and Evaskil 
(pronounced E-vaws-kil, and named after Mrs. Eva Van Alstyne, who was wounded and scalped 
by the Indians in 1755 while crossing the stream) near the eastern border of the township. 
The soil in the valley is a deep, rich alluvium, and upon the hills it is a fertile, gravelly 
loam. 

The situation of the city of Amsterdam is exceptionally good, being located sufficiently high 
above and contiguous to the Mohawk river as to afford the most complete drainage, and exempt- 
ing the people entirely from those diseases that are produced by miasmatic influences. Many 
of the buildings, both public and private, are of modern design and finish, and the broad, 
neatly laid out streets, fringed by majestic trees with nicely kept lawns and gardens, complete 
a picture that is pleasing to the eye of the beholder and satisfying to the pride of its possess- 
ors. Amsterdam has in little more than threescore years grown from a mere hamlet to the 
dimensions of the most important manufacturing city between Albany and Syracuse. As a 
hamlet it was known as Veedersburgh, and when it attained the rank of a village by incorpo- 
ration, as it did on April 30, 1830, it assumed the name of Amsterdam. Its population, how- 
ever, was then but small, and in 1840 it numbered only 1700, while it contained only 250 
dwellings, one bank, fourteen stores and groceries, two grist mills, one scythe factory, two fur- 
naces, two plaster mills, a planing mill, one or two machine shops and other mechanical establish- 
ments, a printing office, five hotels and taverns, an incorporated academy and four churches. 
In i860 the population had grown to 4,557, and in 1865, when the people numbered 5,135, 
the act of incorporation was amended, and by the amendment the town secured enlarged powers 
in the matter of self-government. From that time on Amsterdam has made rapid strides, both 
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in manufactures, commerce and population. At the census in 1870 the people numbered 7,706, 
and in 1880 the numbers were 9,303. At that date the town had six churches, three national 
banks and one private bank, and one daily and three weekly newspapers. Since then Port 
Jackson, located about a mile south of Amsterdam station, on the Mohawk river and Erie 
Canal, and in Florida township, Montgomery County, has been annexed to Amsterdam and the 
latter chartered by the legislature as a city. The growth of the city since the last census has 
been phenomenal, and it is computed that the population will now number about twenty thou- 
sand, while it is surrounded by thriving and populous suburbs. With the increase in population 
has come a multiplication of manufacturing and commercial enterprises, and at this writing the city 

contains eighteen extensive knitting mills, five broom factories, 

carpet mills employing three thousand hands, an immense oil 
mill, foundries, machine shops, and various other large facto- 
ries ; also three national, one private and one savings- bank, and 
three daily newspapers. The manufacturers and tradesmen of 
Amsterdam are vigilant and progressive, and are not content to 
rest upon their oars and placidly enjoy alone the advantages 
resulting from their enterprise and vigilance. They ha\e formed 
themselves into a Board of Trade, and with open arms welcome 
all who wish to come and settle among them and multiply the 
manufactures and increase the commerce of the city. They go 
further than this and offer practical help to all who seek to 
found legitimate business enterprises. Mr. \Y. Max Reid, the 
president of the Board, says, in his last annual report to the 
Board, that through the kindness of manufacturers, freight agents 
and others, he is enabled to give a partial list of the products 
of the mills of the city, and the shipments and receipts on 
the various lines of transportation — the New York Central Rail- 
road, the West Shore Railroad and the Erie Canal. He says 
the "average number of car-loads of merchandise received 
monthly on the New York Central Railroad is 1040 cars; 
shipments. 600. Total number received and shipped in a year 
19,704, which would make a train of cars about 150 miles long. 
By the Erie Canal : 147 boat loads, of about 200 tons each, 
made up as follows ; ningty-one boat loads of coal, fortv boat 
loads of lumber, sixteen boat loads of general merchandise. 
West Shore Railroad: average number of car-loads received 
monthly, 392 ; shipped monthly, 228. Casli receipts for freight 
by the New York Central Railroad, about $302,000 ; for passen- 
gers, $73,000 ; making a total of $375,000." 
Mr. Reid points out the great need for more roomy freight houses and passenger stations, 
and supplies the following " partial list of the yearly products of some of the principal indus- 
tries " in the city; Shirts and drawers, pieces, 10,728,000; Rock City and Harrower shirts and 
drawers, 1,600,000 ; Sanford & Sons, about 3,600,000 yards ; Shuttleworth Brothers, vards about 
200,000; linseed oil, 1,700,000 gallons; oil cake, 15,000 tons; consumption of flaxseed, 750,000 
bushels; brooms and whisks, 15,000 daily, or 4,500,000 yearly; steel springs, 1,200 tons yearlv ; 
paper boxes, about 2,000,000 yearly; total amount of paper manufactured yearly, 1.500 tons; 
burial cases, about 3,500. "There are," continues Mr. Reid, "various other mills, machine 
shops, wood working factories, etc., whose output is very large, but owing to the nature of their 
product the amount is very hard to estimate. The total number of employees in the \-arious 
mills and shops is about 6,200, as near as can be estimated at the present time. In addition 
to the stock used in the factories and the general merchandise in the various stores, I find that

during the past year there has been received over three lines of transportation 50,000 tons of 
coal, 15,000 bushels of corn, 30,000 bushels of oats, 606 tons of salt, 11,000 barrels of flour. 
The formation of an electric light coinpan)', with a plant valued at $75,000, and the success of 
the new Special Machine Company, have given employment to a number of skilled adult male 
workmen, and will add quite a large number of families to our population during the coming 
year.'' 

The manufacture of woolen and cotton underwear, hosiery, etc., is the chief industry of the 
city, and the goods made here have gained a national reputation. A large trade is also done 
in harvesting and shipping ice, and in the manufacture of oils, brooms, cigars and tobacco, etc. 
Warehouses of enormous size for the storage of grain and manufactured articles have recently 
been erected in the city, and are well filled and doing a successful business. Wholesale and 
retail commercial houses are rapidly multiplying and many of these have attained quite a met- 
ropolitan character. In 1840 there were, as we have already seen, only fourteen grocery and 
other stores of all kinds in the 
city. The rapid increase of pop- 
ulation, however, has led to a 
great growth in the number of 
stores. Of grocery houses alone 
there are now between forty-five 
and fifty, doing a business of 
about $400,000 a year. The dry 
goods establishments are nearly 
as numerous, and it is computed 
that these control a trade of 
about $350,000. The wholesale 
leather trade is prosperous, and 
representatives of large Massa- 
chusetts and New York wholesale 
houses and manufacturers in the 
boot and shoe trade report Am- 
sterdam as one of the best cities in the state in which to dispose of their goods. The city has 
seven large hardware, iron, steel, stove and tinware establishments doing an annual trade of about 
$250,000. The clothing, jewelry, wine and liquor, book and stationery, drug and medicine, coal, 
lime, cement, crockery and glassware, furniture, and other trades are well represented here, and 
as the merchants are wide-awake, pushing business men, alive to the wisdom of maintaining the 
stocks abreast with the times in new, appreciable goods, novelties, etc., the citizens are never 
under the necessity of going out of the city to obtain anything, for here it is at home, and of 
the best that money can ' buy or skill devise, and at prices that cannot be excelled either in 
New York or Albany, for the merchants of Amsterdam have, on the one hand, as advantageous 
transportation facilities from the great centers of production as the business men of those cities, 
and on the other, have greater advantages in low rents and taxes, and in living expenses. The 
different factories and workshops are equipped with the best modern machinery and every facility 
that can enhance production and economize cost. They are under able direction, and the 
manufacturers are actuated by a feeling of friendly rivalry of a very worthy character. The 
same spirit obtains among the merchants, and so long as the manufactures and trade of the 
city are in the hands of such men as these the future expansion and prosperity of Amsterdam 

are assured. 

Manufacturers of every line of industry who contemplate enlarging their plants or starting 
new ones should visit Amsterdam before going anywhere else, and before making up their minds 
about settling. Real estate is cheap, and building plots favorable for all kinds of works and 
factories are to be obtained on advantageous terms. No attempt has been made, thought, to 
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thrust land into the possession of those who were not eager to purchase it and who would not 
prove good occupants, for those who have sold land have, in the majority of cases, let it leave 
their hands only where it would serve as a foothold for new-comers with capital, enterprise 
and good habits, who would bring money to the city and spend it there, so increasing the 
general prosperity. Thus landholders have found that each lot disposed of has enhanced the 
value of those remaining in hand, and brought to the city a very desirable class of occupants. 
As a matter of course the value of real estate will go up as the population becomes more dense 
and business houses increase, and this proves the necessity for manufacturers and others seeking 
a base of operations to early make an investigation into what this young and growing city has 
to offer in inducements. Excellent transportation facilities are afforded by two lines of railroad 
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and the Erie Canal, and thus the facilities of communication with the great centres of trade by 
both land and water inure to the welfare and expansion of this growing city. The bankino- 
institutions of the city are conducted in a most liberal spirit, and are always ready to extend 
aid to all deserving enterprises. They are under able management, and are in a sound, healthy 
condition. 

For residence plots Amsterdam offers more attractions than most cities of its size. Here 
it is not like purchasing in towns where there are no fine houses, for the elegant and beauti- 
ful mansions and villas which one sees on every hand show the character of the present popu- 
lation and give the assurance of future advancement. There are, too, many neat and pretty 
cottages, and these for the most part are owned' and occupied by the mechanics and those who 
labor in the factories, and who take a pride in giving a comfortable and cosy appearance to 
their habitations and in showing other evidences of thrift. The business blocks are substantial 
and many are attractive from an architectural point of view. The streets are nicely graded and 
neatly kept, and are illuminated by gas and electric lights. 

The city government is vested in a Mayor and Board of Aldermen, the members of the 
latter representing the various wards into which the city is divided. The city's affairs are, on 
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the whole, wisely and conservatively administered, and all needed public improvements are car- 
ried out with discrimination and spirit. The city has a well disciplined police force, and the 
law abiding citizen is afforded every protection. The social status of Amsterdam, howe\'er, is 
above that of the average manufacturing city, and there are no dives nor disreputable places in 
the city. A well organized and well ecjuipped fire department is possessed by the city, and in 
connection with this is a telegraph fire alarm system. 

The water supply of the city is all that could be desired, and the waterworks are of that 
extent and character that the inhabitants need have no fear of an insufficienc)' for a long time 
to come. The reservoir is located on an eminence two miles distant from the city, and thence 
by force of gravitation every part of 
the city is furnished abundantly with 
pure and wholesome water for domestic, 
manufacturing, street cleaning and fire 
extinguishing purposes. 

In the line of education Amster- 
dam is second to no other city in 
the state. It has an academy of high 
repute, and an excellent public school 
system common with that of the rest 
of the Empire State. The press of the 
city is noted all over the state for 
its enterprise and success. The first 
paper published in Amsterdam was 
" The Mohawk Herald," which made 
its first appearance in 182 1, with Darius 
Wells as editor. It continued its ex- 
istence here until 1824, when it was purchased by Phillip Reynolds, who removed it to Johnstown. 
Since then several papers have at various times flourished in Amsterdam. The oldest paper now 
published in the city is the " Recorder," founded in 1833, and now issued daily by Finlayson & 
Beldcn. It is Republican in politics. The ^'Amsterdam Democrat" was started m 1870 as a 
Democratic weekly. In 1876 it changed its politics, but not its name, and in 1879 bloomed as a daily. 
It is now issued by Mr. W. J. Kline. The "American Sentinel" was started in 1879 as a 
Democratic weekly, and in 1885 became a daily. It is the only Democratic daily in the 
-county, and is published by Mr. Geo. H. Loadwick. Each of these dailies publishes a weekly 
edition'. "Our Young Men," issued by the Y. M. C. A., "The Institute Journal," by St. Mary's 
Catholic Institute, and the "Church Herald," by the Methodist congregation, are monthly publi- 
cations with large circulations. "Labor Stage," a weekly labor paper edited by James Bartley, 
-and the "Patent Herald," edited by J. O. Lingenfelter, are also excellent papers of their kind. 
In church accommodation the citizens are well provided, and many of the ecclesiastical edifices 

are handsome in design. 

In the subjoined pages the reader's attention is drawn to interesting detailed descriptions of 
the leadmo- manufacturing and commercial concerns in the city.

John T. Joliiison, Merchant Tailor.— The very marked im- 
provement effected in male apparel in this country of late years is 
one of the specially notable features of the times.

He is a practical and expert 
cutter and fashioner, as well an all around workman of many years* 
experience, and is a thorough master of his art in all its branches. 
He started in business on his own account here in 1875, occu- 
pying the present commodious quarters since 1886, and from the 
first he has enjoyed a highly flattering patronage. Mr. Johnson 
occupies a spacious and neatly appointed store, with shop attached, 
and keeps constantly on hand a full and fine assortment of imported 
and domestic woolens, worsteds, etc., including the latest styles and 
patterns in cassimeres, checks, cloths, cheviots, diagonals, serges, 
stripes and fashionable suitings from which the most fastidious may 
select, while a staff of experienced workmen are regularly employed, 
the garments leaving this establishment being first-class in every 
feature of merit— alike in cut, fit, finish and fabric. 
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HE city of Schenectady is the capital of the county of the same name, and is located on 
the south side of the Mohawk River, seventeen miles north-west of Albany. It is one of the 
oldest cities in the state, and was first settled by the Dutch about the year 1660. Like most of 
the early settlements, Schenectady was for a long time terrorized over by Indians, who 'desolated the 
lands and the homesteads of the settlers. On the 8th of February, 1690, the little settlement, which 
then contained eighty houses, was completely wiped out by a band of French marauders and native 
savages. In the dark hours of the night about three hundred Indians and French entered the 
Palisades, which surrounded the settlement, at the unguarded portals, and fired the dwellings, and 
attacked the slumbering inmates. Nearly all the dwellings were destroyed, and those of the 
inhabitants who were not carried off in captivity, or killed, rushed from their beds to escape the 
savages, but only to perish in the snow. Only a few reached Albany, the nearest place of refuge. 
The victors murdered sixty-eight of the inhabitants and took twenty-seven others into captivity to 
Canada. 

As soon as the storm had blown over, however, the city. Phoenix-like, rose from its ashes, and 
■entered upon a career of peace, growth and prosperity. When the era of the Revolution came 
around, the men of Schenectady shouldered gun and bayonet, and proved themselves as courageous 
and valiant as any of the patriots in the other cities of the Empire State. In the days of the 
Rebellion, too, they were in the forefront of the fight for the preservation of the Union and the 
maintenance of the solidity of the nation. 

Schenectady entered early upon a commercial career. In 1795 the place had become of 
sufficient importance as to be made the headquarters of the Western Inland Navigation Company, 
organized to navigate the Mohawk River to Oneida Lake and to ship merchandise into the interior; but 
on the opening of the Erie Canal and the outstretch of the railway system of the state, the business 
of the company fell off and finally the company went out of existence. For several years, 
however, after the completion of the railroad in 1831, between the city and Albany, large quantities 
of merchandise were brought here by rail to be shipped thence by the canals, this plan saving the 
delay of the circuitous route and the numerous locks on the canal between Schenectady and 
Troy. 

In the same year that the Western Inland Navigation Company founded its enterprise in 
Schenectady, the Union College was incorporated, and it established itself within the confines of the 
city. The present college buildings, the first of which was erected in 1816, are located on an 
eminence on the eastern boundary of the city, and command a magnificent view for many miles 
up and down the Mohawk Valley. The institution is largely endowed by grants from the state, 
and by private contributions, and it has attained a high reputation under the presidency of Dr! 
Nott, Dr. Hickok, and its present president. Dr. Potter. Students of limited means attending the 
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•college are afforded aid from the state fund, without reference to what profession they propose to 
follow. The college, which is the Alma Mater of the Hon. W. H. Seward, and many other 
■distinguished statesmen and men of science and letters, has in recent years had added to it a 
department of civil engineering and analytical chemistry, that has gained for it a wide-spread repu- 
tation of a high character. 

A deed bearing date July, 1661, and conveying from the Indians to the representative of 
Rensselaer, the patroon, a tract of land of which the site of Schenectady formed a part, was signed 
by three chiefs of the Mohawk tribe, named Cantuguo, Sonareetsic and Cridant. This tract of 
land was under the charge of five commissioners until November i, 1684, when Governor Dungan 
granted a patent confirming the previous rights and extending the territory. This patent granted 
to the inhabitants of Schenectady certain municipal rights, and at this time probably the name of 
Schenectady, derived from the Indian word signifying "beyond the pines," was given it. In 1702 
R. Schermerhorn became sole trustee, and in 1704 a new patent was issued conferring certain 
township privileges. For the next half century Schenectady had a gradual and steady growth, 
and on the 23d of October, 1765, the place was created a borough, with rights and immunities 
appertaining to such corporation. From 1726 to the Revolution, Schenectady elected a representative 
to the State Legislature. During the war the place was fortified and garrisoned at the expense 
■of the nation, and many families from the upper Mohawk fled hither, for protection against the 
Indians, enlisted into the service of the British. The time came, however, when the Indians 
themselves fled hither from their wigwams and their " happy hunting grounds " to seek the 
protection of the white residents of Schenectady. In 1779, and for several years afterwards, a 
large number of Oneida and Tuscarora Indians, who had been driven from their homes by hostile 
tribes of the same race, were maintained here and in the neighborhood by the general government. 
In the general prosperity which succeeded the close of the struggle for freedom from English 
dominion Schenectady shared liberally, and under it experienced considerable growth ; but the 
greatest advance made in the increase of the wealth and population of the city has been within 
the last half century. On March 26, 1798, Schenectady attained the rank of a city, and the 
government is now vested in a Mayor and Common Council, the latter comprising the elected 
representatives of the five wards into which the city is divided. The affairs of the city government 
are wisely and economically administered. The streets are well laid out, wide, kept in good order 
and illuminated by gas and electric lights. On the Holly plan an abundant supply of pure, 
wholesome water is drawn from the Mohawk River and distributed to all parts of the city. 

The city has two high and several public elementary schools, all of which are kept up to a 
■high standard of efficiency. The school buildings are substantial and of neat design, and among 
the other public edifices in the city are fourteen handsome churches, the City Hall, County Court 

House, etc. 

Situated a short distance east of the city is Vale Cemetery, a neat and well kept burial place, 
in which in 1850 a monument was erected to fifty-seven Revolutionary soldiers who were interred 
■here. The State Armory is located here, and the city also maintains a parade ground, which is 

kept in fine order. 

In manufactures and commerce Schenectady is a live, flourishing city. Among its principal 
manufacturing establishments are large locomotive works, agricultural works, forge works, foundries 
and machine shops, shawl factories, knitting mills, sash, door and blind factories, planing mills, 
carriage and varnish factories, etc. Many large wholesale and retail commercial houses do a 
large and wide-spread trade here, and banking facilities are afforded by one national and two other 
banks The city is amply supplied with transportation facilities by canal, river and railroad, the 
railroads centreing here being the New York Central, the Delaware and Hudson Canal Co., and 
the New York, West Shore and Buffalo. 
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The population of the city in three different periods have been, in i860, 9,579 ; in 1870, 
11,026; and in 1880, 13,675. 



Merchants' Hotel, R. M. F. Juno, Proprietor, Nos. 127 and 129 
State Street. — lu the estimation ot: the travelling public, to say noth- 
ing of that of the domestic population, there is nothing which adds 
so much to tile prestige and attractiveness of a city as first-class 
hotel accommodations.

The display of hats and caps embraces the 
newest styles in men's and boys' headwear, while the showing in 
gents' furnishing goods is complete in every particular and are 
marked down at remarkably cheap prices. Mr. Davidson, though a 
native of Germany, has resided in the United States the greater part 
of his hfe, having come here in 1848.

TOWN OF BALLSTON. 




IHE old time, far-famed Ballston Spa is delightfully located on a small branch of the 
Kayaderosseras creek, twenty-seven miles N. N. W. of Albany, and seven miles south-west of 
Saratoga Springs. Mineral springs have long been known at Ballston, and as far back 
as 1792 Benjamin Douglas, father of Hon. Stephen A. Douglas, built a log house near the " Old 
Spring," for the accommodation of invalids and travellers who came to drink of its waters. The town 
has long been noted for its mineral springs, and the waters are quite similar to those of the springs 
of Saratoga. Probably they are drawn from the same natural medicinal reservoir; still the 
comparative value of the Ballston waters with those of Saratoga, as medicinal agents, is said to be 
greater, as their mineral properties are greater in quantity. The principal springs already 
developed are the Artesian Lithia, Sans Souci Boiling, Washington, Franklin and New Corpo- 
ration. 

The Artesian Lithia spring flows from a depth of 650 feet, through a tube bored into the 
solid rock. The water is strongly impregnated with that valuable mineral, lithia, which is so 
effectual in dissolving the chalk, or limestone and urate deposits in rheumatism, gout and gravel, 
kidney disease, liver complaint, catarrh, dyspesia, biliousness, constipation, piles, etc. The Sans 
Souci Spouting Spring is located in the Sans Souci Hotel grounds. It presents the double aspect 
of a boiling and spouting spring. The shaft was sunk in 1872 to a depth of 693 feet, through a 
solid limestone rock, when it penetrated a cavern, supposed to be about four or five feet deep, from 
•which the water is forced up by a pressure of carbonic acid gas, about twenty-four pounds to the 
square inch at the surface. It is particularly valuable on account of the lithia salts, bromine 
and iodine which it contains, and which are highly beneficial in cases of gout, rheumatism, and 
kindred diseases. 

Ballston possesses many attractions as a quiet summer resort, and if the town had kept up 
in the o-reat race and rage for improvement our country might have had two Saratogas, provided 
twins of such magnitude were possible. 

The leading hotel, the Sans Souci, in Ballston was at one time the largest and best appointed 
hostelry in the country. It was a favorite resort of Martin Van Buren, and of hundreiJs more 
of eminent men and high officials of every State of the Union. The hotel has in recent years 
been remodelled and enlarged; and is an edifice altogether superior to its former glory. 

Ballston is the shire town of Sarotoga county, and contains the county court house, jail and 
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other public buildings. The general appearance of the town is very pleasant, and it possesses many- 
attractions as a summer resort. The town is incorporated and has several fine churches andl 
good schools. It is beautifully adorned with a variety of shade trees, and its streets and residences, 
are remarkably neat and attractive. Around Ballston are many beautiful drives, as the country 
is diversified with hills, lakes and beautiful streams. One of the most popular drives is the 
avenue recently opened between Ballston and Saratoga. It is eighty feet wide and runs through, 
the region of a group of pulsating springs. Hourly trains are run to and from Saratoga. Ballston, 
which has a permanent population of about five thousand, has several large concerns engaged in 
the manufacture of paper bags, envelopes, leather and axes, and numerous commercial establishments, 
the principal of which will be found referred to in detail in the following pages. 



Ballston Spa House, Geo. D. Story, Proprietor.— This well-

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HE populous and flourishing city of Rome, located on the Mohawk River and Erie 
Canal, and on the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western, the New York Central and 
Hudson River, and the Romej Watertown and Ogdensburg Railroads, and situated 109 
miles west-by-north from Albany, and 39 miles east of Syracuse, is one of the semi-capitals of 
Oneida County, which is much smaller than it was originally, the present counties of Jefferson 
and Lewis having been carved out of it in 1805. The county is now bounded on the north 
by Lewis and Oswego counties, on the east by Herkimer County, on the south by Otsego and 
Madison counties, and on the west by Madison and Oswego counties. From it the water 
runs in all directions. The Mohawk River takes water to the east ; a branch of the Chenangj 
River takes it south, small streams emptying into Oneida Lake flow west, and the Black River runs 
north, and its waters find their way into the St. Lawrence. Within the county are several streams 
along whose banks are numerous mills, which utilize the water power. Among these are the Nine 
Mile, West Canada, Sauquoit, Oriskany and Lansing Kill. To the geologist the county possesses 
great interest. The Trenton limestone and Black River rocks are familar to all. There is also the 
Utica slate and the Hudson River shale and sandstone. In many places the rock yields fossils, 
and especially about Trenton Falls the student of geology finds material worth looking at. In the 
town of Kirkland there are beds of iron ore which are at present profitably worked. 

Oneida County is a prominent place in the early history of the Empire State. Midway 
between Utica and Rome is the field on which was fought the battle of Oriskany, where General 
Herkimer was wounded, but still directed the movements of his men. A few miles north. Baron 
Steuben is buried in the town named in his honor. At Rome, Fort Stanwix stood. On July 4, 
1883, the Oneida Historical Society dedicated at Utica a monument erected to commemorate the 
spot where once Fort Schuyler stood. On the village green at Whitesboro there is soon to be 
erected a monument, to indicate and honor the place where the first settlement was made in 
all this, then western wilderness. Near* this place is a spring made famous from the fact that 
of its waters Gen. George Washington and LaFayette once drank. Excavations in various 
parts have revealed evidences of Indian habitations and battle grounds, and there are hundreds 
of other places of historical value. 

By reason of its central location, its large population, extensive agricultural and manufactur- 
ing interests, Oneida is the foremost of New York's inland counties. No other county has its 
advantages, and no other can be said to rival it. The inhabitants are intelligent and enter- 
prising, and welcome any new enterprise which will in any way increase their wealth or pros- 
perity. Every foot of land that can be used for agricultural purposes is valuable, and will 
pay its owner a handsome profit for cultivation. The farms are all near good markets, and 
whatever the product it is sure of a sale near at home. The villages are all pleasant and 
thrifty. A friendly rivalry as to who can raise the finest produce stimulates industry. At the 
county and town fairs, held every year, sufficient evidence of the fertility of the soil and the 
enterprise of the farmers is readily found. From a survey of all the county's towns, its varied 
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industries, its excellent markets, water power and railroad facilities, the character of its inhabi- 
tants, and the evidences of their enterprise, Oneida is prominent among all the counties in the 
Empire State. With Rome, the city of Utica shares the capital honors of this county. 

THE SITE OF THE CITY OF ROME 
Is historic ground. Every inch of it has been trod by martial hosts, and imbued with the 
gore of friends and foes. As already intimated, the famous Fort Stanwix is located here, and 
within the township of Rome the Mohawk River and Wood Creek come within a mile of each 
other. It is supposed they once formed, or were both parts of a lake covering the intervening 
space. The area where the two streams were so near was called a " carrying place," for there 
canoes and boats with their cargoes were carried from one stream to the other. It was 
much used by traders, and some difficulty grew out of it, resulting in petitions and memorials 
to the Assembly. As early as 1724, French merchants and ihos<e from JSTew York came in 
competition and quarreled over their right to the " carrying place." In 1726, the English sent 
one hundred men to Oswego to take possession and build a fort. The necessity for a fort 
at the "carrying place" became evident, and in 1736 a number of Indian traders sent a peti- 
tion to the Assembly setting forth the needs in that direction. It is said there were two 
forts, both of which were destroyed, one by fire and the other by water, near where Fort 
Schuyler afterwards stood. If so they must have been small. Fort Bull stood two and one- 
half miles from Fort Stanwix. This fort was burned in 1756. The "carrying place" figures 
conspicuously in the history of those times, and is often mentioned in State papers. 

In the year 1758, William Pitt, Earl of Chatham, then at the head of the British Ministry, 
had the importance of a fortification at the head of the Mohawk at a " carrying place " 
brought to his notice, and the result was the erection of Fort Stanwix, at a cost of ;^6o,ooo 
or ^300,000. In form it was square, in its construction engineering skill had done its best, 
and it was built according to the most approved scientific principles of the time. It was sur- 
rounded by a broad ditch and had four bastions. It was named Fort Stanwix, in honor of 
General Stanwix, then commanding. An idea of how important this fort was considered may 
be gathered from the fact that when Lieut. Gov. Delancey was congratulating the Legislature 
on what they had done, he mentioned the erection of Fort Stanwix in the same breath with 
the reduction of Louisberg and the success of Bradstreet at Frontenac, Ticonderoga, Crown 
Point. The fort however, by the occurrence of subsequent events, lost its importance, although 
it afterwards regained it. Niagara and Quebec were taken by the English in 1759. On the 
13th of September, in that year, General James Wolfe, of the British, and General Montcalm 
of the French, two brave men, lost their lives, and in 1760 the rest of Canada was subdued 
and added to Britain. Thus it happened that Fort Stanwix lost its importance, and was suf- 
fered to go to ruin and decay. The troublous years that followed, however, brought Fort Stanwix 
into prominence again, and in the early history of the Union frequent mention is made of it. 
It was here that, in October, 1784, the warriors and chiefs of the Six Nations met Oliver 
Wolcott, Richard Butler and Arthur Lee, United States Commissioners, and made a treaty in 
which the Indians agreed to give up all captives taken in war, and relinquish their claim to 
the northwestern part of the state, as well as to a part of Ohio. Red Jacket, who opposed 
the treaty, and LaFayette were among those present. About F^ort Stanwix centered a world of 
interest, when this fertile valley was one vast battle ground. 

THE SETTLEMENT OF ROME 

When the settlement of Rome began it is difficult in the absence of documentary proof, 
to determine. A few chronological records, however, have been preserved. From these we 
learn that a shop for work in silver and brass was established in 1734, by Jedediah Phelps, 
who came into the county with Judge Dean. In the following spring he was literally washed out. 
Five log houses were standing in the neighborhood of Fort Stanwix in 1786. At the same 
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time there were seven at Whitesboro, three at Oriskany, three at Utica, and three in West- 
moreland.. 

John Banard was the first boniface in the city. He kept a tavern in 1793 near the site 
of the present Court-House. In April, of the same year, Mr. George Huntington brought a 
small stock of goods for sale, and, for want of a better place, made a store in one part of 
Banard's bar-room. This was Rome's first store. During the following season Mr. Huntington 
put up a small one-story frame building, into which he moved his goods. His brother Henry 
came from New York in 1798. Together, they afterwards built a store on James Street. In 
this building, in 1799, Thomas Walker opened Rome's first printing office. Eaton & Walker 
were the proprietors of the first newspaper, which was called The Columbian Gazette. In 1795 
the first grist mill was erected on Wood Creek. Grain was brought from long distances and 
by devious water courses, to be ground at this mill. In 1797 Dr. Stephen White was keeping 
a hotel at the lower landing on the Mohawk. Before the year 1800 a man named Logan kept 
a hotel on the corner of James and Dominick streets. The Western Inland Lock Navigation 
Company was incorporated March 30, 1798, and completed a canal connecting the Mohawk with 
Wood's Creek. The mill was fed from the Mohawk. 

Among the prominent men of Rome before 1800, were John Banard, George Huntington,, 
Joshua Hathaway, Rozel Fellows, Matthew Brown, Seth Ranney, David Brown, Thomas Wright, 
Thomas Selden, Solomon Williams, Peter Colt, M^illiam Colbrath, Moses Fish, Jeremiah Storrs 
and John Niles. George Huntington was collector and Peter Colt superintendent for the West- 
ern Inland Lock Navigation Company till the completion of the Erie Canal. 

ROME'S SONS IN WAR. 

In the heroic days of the War of 1812, Rome contributed liberally of men and treasure. 
Major Samuel Dill, of Rome, was at Sackett's Harbor, under Colonel Bellinger, in 1812. Gov- 
ernor Tompkins appointed Joshua Hathaway quarter-master general of New York, and directed 
him to go to Sackett's Harbor. In the fall, when the Oneida County militia were called to 
the same place, the 157th Regiment was the Rome company. It was commanded by John 
Wescott. In 1813 the United States arsenal, magazine and officers' quarters were erected here. 
The Rebellion also met with a ready response from the men of Rome, and many valiant 
Romans gave their lives for the success of their country's cause. 

RELIGIOUS AND EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES. 

The First Congregational Church was formed in Rome, September 25, 1800, and had eleven 
members. The Second Congregational Church was established in 1830. The Baptist Church 
was formed in 1817. Zion (Episcopal) Church was organized in 1825. A Methodist Church 
was established as early as 1799, and a church edifice was built in 1828. In 1847, ^^^ Welsh 
Church was instituted. These are some of the older churches. The more modern churches are 
substantial and elegant edifices. 

The subject of education receives a good deal of attention, and the public schools are 
numerous and first class. The Rome Academy is a flourishing institution, and was built by 
subscription in 1848, and is free. There are several schools in the city, all of which are 
under competent management and instructors. The city has some excellent daily and weekly 
papers. Rome Sentinel, published daily by Messrs. Beers & Kessinger, is ably conducted and 
has a large circulation. There are several weekly papers, of which the Citizen and 
Republican are deserving of special mention. 

THE GROWTH OF THE CITY. 

The growth of Rome was comparatively slow at first, but its natural advantages soon made 
it a large village. It has been incorporated as a city but a few years, but has wonderfully 
improved since then. It is situated on the Erie Canal and New York Central Railroad. It 
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is a terminus of the Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg road. Both these roads do a large 
business in the city. On July 4, 1817, the first ground was broken on the Erie Canal. The 
event was the occasion of great ceremonies. The honor of throwing out the first shovelful of 
dirt was given to Hon. Joshua Hathaway. On the Erie Canal Bela B. Hyde was the first col- 
lector at Rome, and held that office eighteen years. Colonel John Wescott paid the first tolls 
on a raft of lumber. At first the canal passed about half a mile south of Rome, but its 
-.course has since been changed. 

THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 
The government of the city is vested in the mayor and common council. A well disci- 
'plined police force is sufficient to preserve order, and the entire city shows the result of wise 
■administration. The residents of Rome are wide-awake, public-spirited men, who ever have at 
heart the city's welfare. The city has recently put the fire department on an excellent foot- 
ing, and equipped it amply with the most improved fire extinguishing appliances. 

MANUFACTURES AND COMMERCE. 

The business of Rome is manufacturing and commercial. The manufactures embrace puddled 
and railroad iron, merchant iron, locomotives, railroad rolling stock, knit goods, lumber, builder's 
woodwork, fishing tackle, agricultural implements, etc. These works furnish employment for a 
large number of hands. The locomotive works are a prominent part of the manufacturing 
interests of the city. Rome is in the midst of a rich farming country, and derives a rich 
trade in all sorts of merchandise from out of town people. It is the center of the dairy inter- 
.ests, the cheese factory system having originated here. The city, which occupies a level plot 
of ground, at the head of the Mohawk Valley, is laid out with wide streets, well shaded with 
maples and elms. Public and private parks and fountains add to the beauty of the town, 
•which is abundantly supplied with pure water obtained from the Mohawk River by the reservoir 
and direct pumping system combined. The city contains a fine court-house and jail. The 
latter has just been erected, and is a credit to the county and an ornament to the city. 
The streets are pleasant, and in the residence portion are lined with fine dwellings. The 
people are hospitable, and altogether, Rome is a pleasant place in which to dwell.

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T is within living memory that the town of Oneida has risen into being. The first 
half of the present century had nearly passed away ere it gained recognition as one 
of the minor towns of the Empire State. Its growth has been somewhat of the mush- 
order for its increase and expansion have been rapid, but withal solid and permanent. 
To-day its 'manufactures and commerce have made it known far and wide as one of the most 
progressive and flourishing towns within the domain of New York State. First a sparsely pop- 
ulated border settlement, Oneida received a village charter on June 20, 1848, and from that 
time forward her ascent in the scale of towns has been steady and continuous until she now 
ranks among the foremost of the thrifty and successful of her neighbors, while the vigor dis- 
played in the upbuilding of its industries has been as remarkable as it is commendable. Suc- 
cessful in the past, prosperous at present, and with a brilliant and cheering future before it, 
Oneida promises to rise to greater eminence within a brief period. Her beautiful and advan- 
tageous location is favorable to this. She stands majestically on the border of Madison County, 
and on the bank of Oneida Creek, which is the dividing line between Madison and Oneida 

counties. . _ . , . , , , , , 

This creek is an important stream, and plays an mfluential part m the development of the 

commercial and manufacturing industries of the town. It has its source in Madison County, 
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flows in a northwesterly direction through the county, and in its course receives the waters of 
numerous minor streams, and then of itself acts as a feeder of the Erie Canal, finally discharg- 
ing itself into Oneida Lake. The creek and its tributaries all along their respective banks 
offer splendid building sites for manufacturing establishments, which are afforded abundant water- 
power. The creek is navigable for two miles beyond the town, as far as Oneida Castle, on 
the south, and thus gives shipping communication with Oneida Lake, which is bounded by 
Oneida, Madison, Onondaga and Oswego counties, and which is twenty-two miles long, and from 
four to six miles wide. It abounds in fish. The outlet of the lake, Oneida River, flows 
twenty miles in a circuitous westerly direction, and unites with the Seneca River. The united 
streams then take the name of Oswego River, which flows north into Lake Ontario, one of the 
chain of the great American lakes lying between the State of New York and Canada. The 
Oswego River furnishes the final outlet for several small lakes, connecting the lakes of Oneida, 
Fish, Cross, Otsego, Onondaga, Owasco, Skeneateles, Canandaigua, Crooked, Cayuga and Seneca, 
and after taking a northwesterly course, enters Lake Ontario at the city of Oswego, on the 
southern shore. The river, for the greater part of its course, serves the purpose of the Oswego 
Canal, connecting the Erie Canal at Syracuse with Lake Ontario, the falls of about one hundred 
feet, twelve miles from its mouth, being overcome by lockage. From the foot of these falls 
the canal is carried along upon the east bank of the river to its mouth, where it descends by 
locks to the level of the lake. Thus Oneida is provided with a water way to all the princi- 
pal internal business centers of the country, and given access to the shipping ports on the At- 
lantic coast. Added to these advantages the town has adequate transportation facilities for its 
commerce and manufactures provided by the N. Y. O. & W. R. R. and the N. Y. C. & H. 
R. R. R., which connect with all the great trunk lines of the continent. These facilities place 
the town within easy reach of the great coal, iron and oil fields, and, with cheap raw materials 
close at hand, an abundance of water power on the spot, and low freights to all the chief 
distributing points, Oneida has advantages for increase and growth not excelled by any other 
town in the Empire State. Under these favorable conditions Oneida has made vast progress, 
and her people have not been slow to make the best possible use of their opportunities in the 
development of such industries as promise to be of a permanent character. 

The manufacturing enterprises now prosecuted here with vigor are of a varied description 
and include the production of beer, lumber, flour, knitted goods, castings, steam-engines, ma- 
chinery, and kindred productions ; and the town offers liberal inducements to manufacturers else- 
where to come and settle here and help in building up the place and in developing its trade 
to a greater magnitude. Building sites are offered at nominal terms, and freedom from local 
taxation for a number of years to those who mean business; and other offers of substantial 
help are made to those who deserve it and are willing to live and labor in the city. The 
manufactories and other trade establishments are, as a rule, intelligently and successfully directed 
and admirably equipped, a fact that will be fully shown in the sketches of individual con- 
cerns in subsequent pages of this work. The manufacturing facilities are as complete and per- 
fect as they can be made, the custom being to employ the finest machinery, the most skilled 
artisans, and all accessories calculated to improve production and economize cost. Thus it has 
come to pass that the goods made here are in wide demand, and are considered as standards 
in all markets. The shops and factories in the town give employment to a large number of 
skilled laborers, receiving good wages ; indeed the people are, as a rule, of tlie b^'etter class to 
be found in the towns of the Empire State, being composed largely of industrious artisans, while 
the business men and capitalists are large spirited and enterprising in contributing to the already 
phenomenal growth and prosperity of the town. As already pointed out, the facilities afforded 
by the shipping interests and the railroads assure the future greatness of Oneida as a manufact- 
uring and trading center. They have afforded, and do afford, the producers of tributary sec- 
tions a desirable market for their produce, and have added thousands of dollars to the value of 
every section of the wide expanse of rich, fertile, agricultural land by which the town is sur- 
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rounded. With a desirable location for trade and manufactures, combined with abundant trans- 
portation facilities, Oneida has been remarkably fortunate in possessing men qualified with both 
capital and energy to build up and command commercial relations with all parts of the country ; 
and the magnitude of the manufacturing and mercantile interests of the town and the promise 
held out for the future are matters of general pride and gratification. Oneida is the trading 
center for an extensive agricultural section, which is noted for the production of hops and other 
produce brought to Oneida for transhipment to all parts of the country. Another important 
agency in building up the trade and the industries of the town, and consequently a large factor 
in its growth and prosperity, is the banking business. Oneida has two additional and two other 
banks, with abundant capital and the most favorable connections. These fiduciary institutions 
are in a sound and healthy condition, and are ably and prudently managed. 

Oneida, which is distant from Utica twenty-six miles and fifty-eight miles southeast of Os- 
wego, has a most appreciative and healthy climate, and the town is noted for its low death rate. 
The town is well laid out in regular order, the streets crossing each other at right angles. 
These are kept in excellent order, and the sidewalks, which are well maintained, are, in the 
residential sections, amply lined with fine shade trees. The town is adequately drained, abun- 
dantly supplied with pure, wholesome water for domestic purposes, and the thoroughfares are 
lighted by gas. An interesting feature of the residence quarter of the town is the very high 
artistic taste displayed in dwelling houses. No particular style has been followed, but each home 
has its own particular style of elegance or simple good taste, and the effect is delightful. While 
the business part of the city shows evidence of sound commercial prosperity, the living section 
bears testimony to its wealth, culture and refinement. What stronger evidences of Oneida's pro- 
gressive and permanent prosperity are needed than these .'' One of the remarkable features of the 
town's growth is the steadiness with which it has been accomplished. In 1880 there were within 
the town's boundary 3,932 souls, and since then the increase has been very considerable, 
as the census next year will bear witness of. A result of this increase is manifested in 
the steady advancement in the values of real estate. This advancement of values is 
not the outcome of any " boom," but the consequence of an active and legitimate 
demand for building plots, on which buildings are arising on every hand. Public improve- 
ments, too, are conducted with spirit and energy, and the town's affairs are conducted by the 
local elective government with economy and wise discretion, for, while not unmindful of the ad- 
vantages arising from keeping abreast with all needed improvements, a strict watch is kept over 
the public finances and the taxation maintained at the lowest possible point. The numerous 
branches of commerce which have already been established have given the town importance as a 
commercial center, and she enjoys an advantage of location that makes her the leading market for 
this section. The healthy conservatism that characterizes her leading spirits and the persistent, 
but not over ambitious vigor, which animates the younger element, are placing the town in an 
enviable position among the flourishing towns of the state. Rich in natural resources and in cap- 
ital strono- in credit, and unhampered by burdensome taxation, Oneida offers inducements which 
attract and hold the eager attention of capitalists seeking sound investments, merchants looking 
for an active and growing market, and manufacturers wishing to get away from the competition 
in overcrowded cities. The town's growth during the past year has broken the record, and the 
advance made has been healthy, well founded and permanent. 

The educational and religious facilities of the town are of a high order and ample character, 
every encouragement being given to these beneficial influences as well as to manufactures and 
commerce. The various institutions are models of their kind, and are supplied with all the mod- 
ern appliances and facilities for imparting instruction in the higher as well as in the elementary 
branches of education. The annual reports show steady and increasing attendance, gratifying 
progress in all grades, and the most satisfactory condition of affairs in every way. While the 
public school system has been brought to a high state of perfection, there are several private 
institutions, including the Oneida Seminary, that enjoy an exceptionally valuable reputation. 
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The teaching staff in the public school is an efficient one, and it includes some of the most 
accomplished tutors in the state. The press, too, is noted for its influence upon the community, 
and no town of the size of Oneida in this state is better supplied with ably edited newspapers. 
Its agency in building up the prosperity of the place has been most marked and appreciated, and 
its liberal support and advocacy of all legitimate enterprises, public and private, its denunciation 
of fraud, and its championship of the right, contribute more to the happiness and well-being of 
the people than any other agency. Oneida has three weekly newspapers, all of which are well 
supported and in a flourishing condition. The town contains about half a dozen churches, many 
of which are splendid specimens of ecclesiastical architecture. All the denominations are repre- 
sented, and the uniformly large attendance bespeaks the high moral and religious character of 
the people. 

The town has a thoroughly effective police force, which is under wise and experienced direc- 
tion. The fire department is also under excellent control, and is a just source of pride to every 
citizen, every protection being afforded to both person and property, while the population generally 
is temperate and law abiding.

It is- 

situated forty-one miles north of Binghamton and 216 miles northwest of New York. It stands 

delightfully on the banks of the Chenango River and Chenango Canal, while on its western 

. border flows the Canasawacta Creek, which unites with the Chenango at the south bounds of 

the village. 

Norwich is the capital and seat of justice of Chenango County, a distinction accorded it by 
a legislative act passed on March 6, 1807. This county occupies a central location in south- 
eastern New York, and has an area of 624 square miles. It was formed from Herkimer and 
Tioga, March 15, 1798. A portion was taken off in 1804 and added to Oneida County, and 
Madison County was formed from it in 1806. The surface of the county is a hilly upland,, 
broken by the deep ravines of the stream. Two ridges of high land extend through the county 
from northeast to southwest, the first lying between Unadilla and Chenango rivers, and the 
second between the Chenango and Otselic. These main ridges are subdivided by numerous 
parallel and lateral valleys, whose declivities are often too steep for profitable cultivation. The 
summits are broad and rolling, and present a fine plateau of nearly uniform elevation through- 
out the county. The highest points are from 600 to 800 feet above the principal valleys. 
The Susquehanna River flows southwest through the southeast corner, receiving as tributaries 
Unadilla River and numerous other smaller streams. The Unadilla forms the principal part of 
the eastern boundary of the county ; its tributaries are Beaver Creek, Shawler, Great and Kent 
brooks. The Chenango River flows in a southerly direction from the north border to near 
the center, and southwesterly to the southwest corner. From the east its tributaries are Hand- 
some Eddy, Padget's, and Page's brooks, and from the west Canasawacta, Fly Meadow, Ludlow, 
and Genegantslet creeks, and Pleasant, Sly, Cold, and Mill brooks. Otselic River flows through 
the northwest corner of the county in a southwest direction, receiving from the east Middletown 
Brook and Bracket Creek, and from the west Manus, Buck, and Ashbel brooks, and Mud Creek. 
Numerous ponds are interspersed among the hills in basins far above the valleys of the streams. 
The valleys of the Susquehanna and Chenango rivers are the finest in the State. They con- 
sist of fine intervales about a mile in width, highly cultivated, and bordered for the most part 
with finely wooded hillsides. 

The valleys of the county appear to have been formed by the actions of large currents of 
water, which have plowed deep furrows into the gently rolling region that probably once formed the 
general face of the county, which included eleven of the "Twenty Towns," or "Governor's Pur- 
chase," the "Core" lying between them and the military tract, the "Harper Patent" of 16,000 
acres, " Vermont Sufferers' Tract " of 40,960 acres, " Livingston Tract " of 16,000 acres, and the 
"French Tract" of nearly the same extent, a portion of the "Chenango Triangle Tract," and 
several smaller tracts. The "Twenty Towns" were ceded to the state in a treaty held with 
Governor General Clinton, September 22, 1788, and for this reason the tract was long called "Clin- 
ton Purchase." 

The early settlers in this county were principally from western Connecticut and eastern New 
York. The settlers in the northern part of the county came in by way of Rome, and those in 
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the central and southern part by way of Chenango and Susquehanna rivers, and endured their 
full share of the hardships of the pioneer settlement. A colony of French settled at Greene in 
1792, but from defect in title most of them left. 

The Chenango Canal runs almost through the whole of this county and connects Binghamton 
with Utica. The principal occupation of the inhabitants of this county is agriculture. Dairying 
is the leading department and is gradually increasing and gaining upon all other branches. 
Stock and wool are also raised to some extent. Hops are cultivated along the river valley. 
According to the census returns of 1880 the chief products in that year were : 323,244 bushels 
of corn; 44,119, of wheat; 639,487, of oats; 38,397, of buckwheat; 421,665, of potatoes; 216,247 
tons of hay; 291,746 lbs. of cheese; 5,648,658, of butter; 115,221, of wool; 364,436, of maple 
sugar; and 647,937, of hops. The valuation of taxable property was $15,845,207 and the popu- 
lation 39,890. 

The county buildings at Norwich are massive, substantial structures. The court-house at 
Norwich is a fine stone building located near the center of the village, and fronting on the 
Public Square. It is of the Grecian style of architecture, having a colonnade in front. The 
jail is a stone building contiguous to the court-house, and the clerk's office is a fireproof brick 
building in the same lot. 

The town has many other fine, attractive buildings of a public and private character. The 
streets are wide, regularly laid out, crossing each other at right angles, and are lined with fine 
rows of shade trees. The thoroughfares are lighted by gas and well cared for, and on every 
hand there are evidences of progress and improvement. The town is well and economically 
governed, and while there is no lack of spirit or enterprise in carrying out public improvements, 
taxation is kept at a low point. Rents and living are cheap here, land is reasonable in price, 
building materials and labor such as to induce manufacturers and commercial men to come and 
settle here and make this place a basis for their mercantile operations. Already there are many 
manufacturing concerns here engaged in the production of carriages, iron, pianos, leather, cast- 
ings, etc., and the number is being constantly increased. Among the business stores are many 
■extensive establishments, amply stocked with all kinds of merchandise to meet the necessities of 
the people, and these are under efficient management. 

Norwich has a well developed public school system, several very handsome churches, and ably 
■ conducted weekly newspapers. There are several musical and social organizations and numerous 
benevolent societies ; and the people are hospitable, enterprising and progressive.

The bank can pay 
every depositor in three days without calUng in a single discounted 
note. Dividends for twenty years at 7 per cent, annually would have 
been $175,000. The stockholders during that time have received in 
dividends $108,000, more than 7 per cent., with all taxes paid by the 
bank. The bank was organized as a State bank on the 15th day of 
July, 1856, with thirty-nine stockholders. Its first dividend was 
paid on the ISth day of January, 1857, of 8} per cent, and no dividend 
of less than Si per cent, has been paid semi-annually since that 
time. No dividend has been passed. For several years the bank 
paid to the stockholders, semi-annually, dividends of 8 per cent. 
Of the original stockholders only seven survive. Of the original 
directors only Burr B. Andrews, Harvey Thompson and Warren 
Newton survive. The first directors were James H. Smith, Theodore 
Miller, Charles Lewis, Ansel Berry, Nelson B. Hale, Harvey Thomp- 
son, Burr B. Andrews, Jonathan Wells, William Packer, Charles H. 
Wheeler and Warren Newton. The present directors are Warren 
Newton, Isaac S. Newton, Burr B. Andrews, Harvey Thompson, 
Charles M. Purdy, John O. Hill, Erastus L. Brown, Elisha Brown, 
T. De Witt Miller, Howard D. Newton and B. Gage Berry. There 
have been three presidents, James H. Smith, Nelson B. Hale and 
Burr B. Andrews. Warren Newton has been the cashier from the 
first organization in 1856. James H. Smith died May 15, 1872. Nel- 
son B. Hale died January 16, 1877.

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HE town of Oneonta is one of the rising and flourishing manufacturing and commercial 
centers of Otsego County. It is delightfully located on the southern border of the 
county and on the banks of the famous Susquehanna River, at a point where the 
Otego Creek and several smaller streams flow into that river. Oneonta was formed from 
Unadilla on February 5, 1796, and was at first called Otego, but this name was changed to 
that of Oneonta on April 17, 1830. 

The whole of this region was very sparsely settled at the time of the Revolution, and 
there have been but few names carried down to us of those who lived hereabouts at that 

important epoch in the country's history. Henry Scramlin and Youngs, we are told, weie 

living on the present site of Oneonta prior to the Revolutionary era, and that Aaron Bink and 

McDonald were among the early settlers of Oneonta village. James Youngs settled at the 

mouth of the Charlotte River; Baltus Himmel, north of the village; Abraham Houghtaling, 
Jacob Elias Brewer and Peter Swartz in the northern part of the town in 1786; and Josiah 
Peck on Oneonta Creek. The first birth recorded in this locality was that of Abraham Hough- 
taling, Jr., who was born in 1786. Baltus Himmel was the first innkeeper, and Peter Dininey 
opened the first merchandise store. The first grist mill was erected by John Vanderwerker. 
These formed the nucleus of the present prosperous and numerous commercial and manufacturino- 
• enterprises of the town, and which are now of a very diversfied and important character. 
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The surface of the town, which is drained by the Charlotte River and Otego Creek, is 
hilly, broken only by the deep valley of the Susquehanna, on the north side of which the town 
is situated. The Susquehanna extends northeast and southwest through the southern part of the 
town, and the Charlotte River flows into the Susquehanna from the north. A range of hills 
five hundred feet high extends along the southeast bank of the Susquehanna. The central and 
northern parts are hilly and broken by narrow and irregular valleys. The summits of the 
latter hills vary in altitude from one hundred and fifty to three hundred feet above the valleys. 
Along the banks of the streams the land is flat and very fertile; elsewhere, it is very rugged. 

Oneonta was incorporated as a town on October 14, 1848, and the charter of incorporation 
was amended on April 27, 1870. The town is very favorably situated both for

Here is abundant water power for manufacturing purposes, and the town 
has favorable facilities for the transit of raw materials, and also adequate advantages for carry- 
ing her finished products to all markets in the land or to the sea-coast for foreign shipment. 
The town is an important station on the Albany and Susquehanna Railroad, which communicates 
Tvith the great trunk roads of the country. It is about eighty-two miles west-southwest of 
Albany, and sixty miles east-northeast of Binghamton, by the D. & H. Co.'s Railroad. Addi- 
tional' railroad facilities are in prospect, and these will tend to the farther growth and prosperity 
of this busy and progressive community.

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Locally, Oneonta is justly proud of her beautiful situation in a fertile valley and upon 
gentle rolling heights, her wide and well kept streets, shaded by magnificent specimens of wide- 
spreading trees, her natural drainage, upon which the health of a community so much depends, 
her handsome residences, embowered in groves of stately trees and surrounded by neat, trim 
lawns, her parks and squares, and her charming drives and scenery. The cottages of her 
working people are trim, neat and cosy in aspect, and on every hand there is an evidence of 
comfort, contentment and prosperity. Oneonta has also cause to be proud not only of her 
growth, but of the material composing it. From a country 'township of 1903 inhabitants in 
1850 she, in thirty years, and up to the time of the last census in 1880, nearly trebled her 
population, and her new citizens have been drawn from the best of blood and brain. In the 
last mentioned year the population of the township was 4,462, and that of the town proper 
1,711. Since then there has been a very large increase, not only in the number of residents, 
but in manufacturing and commercial establishments. To new-comers' Oneonta offers many 
advantages, whether their coming be merely for residence or for making the town a base of 
operations for manufacturing or trading purposes. The state, county and town taxes are low, 
and there is no heavy debt weighing upon the town. In fact, Oneonta offers an exemption of 
taxes for many years to all who come here to establish permanent manufacturing enterprises, 
and this fact is deserving of the attention of those who are seeking a favorable and advan- 
tageous location for projected enterprises. In fiduciary institutions, those necessary adjuncts and 
helpmeets of manufactures and commerce, Oneonta is well provided, there being two excellently 
managed national banks and a well governed savings bank, all of which are accorded the full 
confidence of the community. 

EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES, CHURCHES, ETC. 

In the important particular of school facilities Oneonta is abreast of the foremost towns in 
the State and Union, and in the efficiency of their school system the Oneontonians justly pride 
themselves. The schools are model institutions of their kind, and supplied with all the modern 
appliances and facilities for imparting instruction in the higher as well as the elementary 
branches of education. The schools are well attended by the children of the town, and the 
teaching staff consists of tutors of extended experience and high attainments.

The principal religious organizations in Oneonta have large congregations, and own splendid 
churches. There are about half a dozen of these edifices, and some of them are elegant in 
design and large in proportions. The pastors of them are able, eloquent men, and energetic 
and thorough in their ministrations. Their efforts have been crowned with success, and the 
good moral condition of the community is due in a great measure to their untiring exertions. 
The first religious organization in Oneonta village was formed in 1786, and this was of the 
Presbyterian order. It was not, however, until 1816 that the first substantial church building 
was erected, and then it was that the first permanent resident minister was chosen. This was 
the Rev. Alexander Conkey, who was pastor for many years.

The people of Oneonta, as a class, are very sociable and hospitable, and vie with each 
other in making their town respected at home and elsewhere. There are several places of 
public amusement, and there is nothing lacking for the promotion and encouragement of the 
rational and innocent enjoyments of the people. There are also several charitable institutions in the 
town, and many benevolent and protective societies, and numerous musical and social associations. 
In subsequent pages we give detailed descriptions of the principal manufacturing and com- 
mercial enterprises in the town, and from these it will be seen that Oneonta possesses every 
possible advantage, natural and acquired, that can contribute to her growth internally and to the 
expansion of her external trade and prosperity. If beauty of situation, unexcelled business 
opportunities, all that is wise in conservatism united with all that is noble in the grand, progres- 
sive movement of the present age; if surroundings elevating in influence, institutions helpful in 
an honorable struggle with the vicissitudes of practical life ; in health, wealth and happiness are 
attractions in a place of residence, then Oneonta may justly court those seeking a residence and 
business place to come within her borders and share in her growth and prosperity and help 
build the town up to a higher standard of greatness.

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OOPERSTOWN is one of the most pleasant towns in the Empire State, and one of the 
classic points of our country. It is situated on the shore of Otsego, a beautiful lake 
worthy of being the fountain head of the bright-flowing Susquehanna, Like Lake 
Mahopac, it is literally surrounded with beauty, and, like Irvingtown or Tarrytown, Cooperstown 
is one of the literary Meccas of our country, and, by all means, the place to read the works 
of Cooper, the famous novelist, who made this place his home for jnany years. 

Cooperstown is located on the Susquehanna River, about thirty-five miles south-southeast 
from Utica, and sixty miles directly west of Albany, or seventy-five miles by rail. It is the 
northern terminus of the Cooperstown and Susquehanna Valley Railroad, which connects with the 
Albany and Susquehanna Railroad, thus giving easy access to all the principal and prominent 
points in the state. It is the capital of one of the most beautiful and attractive of the 
counties into which the Empire State is divided. This is Otsego County, which was formed 
from Montgomery County (formerly comprising the whole region of western New York) on Feb- 
ruary i6, 1791, and embraced the two original towns of Otsego and Cherry Valley. Five 
years later, Schoharie County, and, seven years later, Delaware County, were formed from Otsego 
County. Thus by these reductions the area of the county was very considerably cut down, 
and, at present contains only 1038 square miles. The surface is a hilly upland, divided into 
several ridges by deep broad valleys, forming a most wild and picturesque scene. The prin- 
cipal part of the county lies upon the highlands at the head of the Susquehanna River, south- 
east of the center of the State. The summits of the mountains are from 400 to 700 feet 
above the valleys, and from 1700 to 2000 feet above tide-water. These numerous hills and 
valleys impart to the county a broken aspect, pregnant with a rich natural beauty that attracts 
in the summer season many a traveler in quest of quiet and solitude, where he can peacefully 
recuperate exhausted nature on the wooded uplands, or by the shores of the lake. The prin- 
cipal streams in the county are the Susquehanna and Unadilla Rivers. The county boasts of 
several beautiful lakes, which lie safely ensconced on the top of some lofty upland. Otsego 
Lake is a beautiful sheet of water, nine miles long and one to two miles wide, situated 1193 
feet above tide ; its outlet forms the principal head branch of the Susquehanna River. The 
lake, which abounds with fish of a fine flavor, is a favorite resort for the angler, while the 
vicinity offers ample inducements to the most eager sportsman^ Schuyler Lake is in the north- 
west part of the county, three and a half miles long, situated similarly to Otsego Lake, yet the 
■country round about is less hill and more uniform. The uplands are best adapted to graz- 
ing ; butter, cheese, and hops are the leading dairy and agricultural products ; grain and fruit 
are readily cultivated, and find a speedy market. In 1865 there were thirty-five cheese facto- 
ries in this county, and in 1867 forty; the production of this commodity gradually increases 
year by year. According to the census of 1880 the chief products of the county in that year 
were 373,046 bushels of corn, 132,774 of buckwheat, and 12,436 of rye. Potatoes, butter- 
hops, cheese, maple sugar, wool and hay are also largely produced. In 1850 the population of 
the entire county was 48,638, which had increased to 51,398 in 1880, when the taxable property 
in the county amounted to about $30,000,000. 
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l^ew towns in the Empire State can be compared with Cooperstown in natural and acquired 
eauty, except to the latter's advantage. In the regularity in which it is laid out, and the 
beauty and width of its foliaga-shaded streets, in the substantial character of its public and 
business structures, in the elegance of its private residences, and in the charms of its surround- 
ings by land and lake, it certainly stands unrivaled in the state.

TOWN OF COBLESKILL. 




HE town of Cobleskill is the most populous center in Schoharie County, and one of 
the most beautiful in its situation and surroundings in the Empire State. It lies in 
the valley of a small stream bearing the same name as itself, a valley whose soil and 
waters were tinged with the blood of patriots when Indians and Tories desolated the whole of 
this region with tomahawk and club, and with gun and sword. Cobleskill is located forty-five 
miles west of Albany, amid the most charming scenery. 

Up to the time of the Revolution, and even up to a much later date, this was a border 
settlement, and was frequently attacked by Indians, thus necessitating constant vigilance on the 
part of the male inhabitants, who, when they discerned that an attack was imminent, sent 
their women and children to the forts at Schoharie and Middleburg. Household valuables were 
also removed there, or buried beneath leaves or brush in the forest, or secreted in hollow 
trees. The first hostile invasion in the valley was on the first day of June, 1778, under the 
command of the Mohawk chieftain. Brant. His force consisted of about 400 Tories and 
Indians, the latter being principally the Aquagoes of the Susquehanna,, as blood-thirsty and 
revengeful a race as could be found. They were met by the Cobleskill militia, and a battle 
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was fought in the present territory of Richmondville, at that time a portion of Cobleskill. 
The militia advanced to malce an attack, and were led into an ambush. At the first fire many 
■of the patriots fell, when a retreat was ordered. The militia fought desperately from tree to 
tree on their retreat, but they became so pressed they were obliged to make a precipitate 
flight. The enemy followed, passing down the valley, laying houses and barns in ashes, and 
:spreading devastation on all sides. Later the murderous clan retraced their steps to the battle- 
.ground and buried sixty of their comrades whom the patriots had killed. The Continental 
force numbered but sixty, all told. From this little band twenty-two were killed and two made 
(prisoners. 

How Cobleskill and the stream on which it is located came to be so called is one of the 
Tinsolved mysteries. There is a general agreement that the first settlers had some other name 
for both the town and stream than that now given. The stream was known to the Indians 
as Ots-ga-vaw-ge. One writer claims that it was first known to the whites as Kobell-kill, a 
Tnan named Jacob Kobell having erected the first mill upon the stream, kill, or creek, and that 
the place consequently took his name. Another asserts that as the cows of the first settlers 
were pastured along the creek, and as one or more of each herd had a bell attached to the 
neck for the purpose of locating them, this fact led to the first settlers giving to the stream 
the name of Cow-bell Kill. Another asserts that the name Cobble Kill was given owing to 
the bed of the creek in many places being covered with round stones, known as cobbles. 
'The oldest writing known to exist in connection with the town bears date 1728, and, in men- 
tioning the creek as a boundary, gives ic the name of Cobus. 

The stream has its source in a natural well, the depth of which has never been ascer- 
tained. It enters a subterranean passage, and disappears for seven miles, when it again rises 
and flows on the surface. The town possesses peculiar attractions, particularly to the geologist 
and historian. The greater part is underlaid with limestone, which presents fossiliferous strata 
well worthy the researches of the inquiring student. The changes which nature has wrought 
through the far back centuries have left immense fissures in these rocks that are the wonder 
and admiration of all who see them. Within their dark recesses are the most beautiful stalac- 
titic formations, which the dripping waters of ages have slowly and tastefully arranged by per- 
■colation through the rocks above, as well as other mineral deposits peculiar to such caverns. 

About one and one-half miles from the center of the town are several mineral springs, 
the waters of which are efficacious in blood, skin, liver, rheumatic and neuralgic disorders. 
Six miles east of the village, and within the township, is Howe's Cave, discovered in 1842, by 
Lester Howe, from whom it derives its name. This cave is one of the most beautiful and 
wonderful on the continent, extending, as it does, for more than seven miles through the moun- 
tains, shut out from the light of day, yet easily accessible in all its parts. It is annually 
visited by thousands. About one mile from the entrance is a picturesque crystal lake, and 
throughout the cave are to be found pendent from the ceiling stalactites of every conceivable 
size and pattern, varying in beauty and grandeur as they reflect the light of the visitor's lamp. 
This cave is lighted with gas as far as the lake, and is the only one in the world so lighted. 

Fourteen miles northwest, on a branch of the A. and S. R. R., is Sharon Springs, noted 
as a popular summer resort, for its fine scenery, and the medicinal properties of its many min- 
eral springs. 

The many places of interest in and about Cobleskill have made the town a favorite 
resort for many during the summer months. County fairs are frequently held here, as are also 
the annual fairs of the Cobleskill Agricultural Society. 

The first town meeting was held at Cobleskill . in 1795, since which date the place has 
been gradually growing. In April, 1868, it was incorporated a village. It has now a popula- 
tion of upwards of 2000 inhabitants. It has one bank, a telephone system, four churches- 
Methodist, Lutheran, Reformed and Catholic — two weekly newspapers and several societies. The 
village is the chief purchasing point in Schoharie County. 
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Among the manufacturing interests of Cobleskill are to be 
blind factory, a carriage factory, a foundry and machine shop, 
Machine Works. Being the largest town in Schoharie County, 
rich agricultural section, Cobleskill has grown to be an important commercial point. This has 
resulted in the building up of extensive mercantile establishments, a few of the principal ones 
of which are referred to in subsequent pages. The village is a delightful place of residence, 
both on account of the beauty of its scenery, the taste and comfort of its homes, and the 
hospitality of its citizens. There are many residences of stately size, with broad grounds and 
ample lawns, and dwellings generally are comfortable and cozy.

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HEN we reflect thoughtfully on the fact, that for years after the date of the Declaration 
of American Independence, the site of the no.w flourishing city of Oswego was yet in 
the primeval forest and the home of the red man; that the first white child born 
within the present corporate limits came into being in the nineteenth century; that up to the 
year 1805 not a solitary store of any kind had yet materialized in the place, and that not until 
nearly quarter of a century later did the struggling little frontier hamlet assume the dignity 
of a "village," which at the period here indicated contained scarcely one thousand inhabitants, 
including the' population of both sides of the river— when these facts are borne in mind, the 
prominent position occupied by Oswego to-day among the leading cities of the Empire State is 
nothing less than marvelous, even in the light of contemporaneous American history. 

That a veritable wilderness on the outposts of civilization, and overgrown with timber and 
underbrush, where the " Pathfinder " himself found it almost impossible to paddle his bark canoe 
through the ragged rifts and the winding rills, could in such a comparatively short period have 
been transformed by the brain and hand of man into a great populous center of activity, with 
vast varied and growing commercial, industrial and financial interests and all the aspects of 
metropolitan life- with direct and rapid communication by land and water to all parts of the 
country and its business connections covering the entire continent, is an especially notable 
achievement in the onward march of progress, and one that probably has no parallel in this or 
any land It is a proud triumph of native genius and enterprise. The insignificant trading 
post whose business consisted principally in a little barter in furs and skins between the Indians 
and the Dutch traders, with a small quantity of grain and salt occasionally, has given way to 
one of the finest and most prosperous cities of the state, with spacious streets and imposing 
business blocks, magnificent avenues, beautiful parks and regular squares, massive public build- 
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ings, handsome residences and charming surroundings — the homes of comfort and refinement, — 
and immense activity in all branches of industry, commerce, trade, and, in short, every 
feature of progress that science, art, taste and wealth could suggest, or skill and enterprise 
achieve. 

Oswego is most pleasantly located on the shore of Lake Ontario, almost heading the far- 
famed Thousand Islands of the picturesque St. Lawrence, and is distant from New York about 
two hundred and forty miles by the New York, Ontario and Western Railway, of which line it 
is the northern terminus, and by which the city maintains direct and independent connection 
with the metropolis. It is exceptionally favored in natural advantages, being, first of all, situ- 
ated in the heart of a country remarkably rich in woodland, glen, landscape and romantic 
scenery; also in agriculture, pastures, minerals, etc., and abounds in points of vantage manifestly 
designed by the Great Architect to be the abiding place of man; while owing to its central

geographical position as a gateway between the East and West and its proximity to the 
great lumber regions of Canada and Michigan, the city becomes, in the nature of things, 
a shipping point of surpassing importance. The lakes and rivers hereabouts swarm with fish; 
game is exceedmgly plentiful in the vicinity, and vegetation, choice vegetables, delicious straw- 
berries, grapes, peaches, pears, plums, fruits and nuts of every variety grow in abundance 
throughout the region; so that to the epicure as well as to the angler, the huntsman, the 
canoeist, the oarsman, the yachtsman, the sportsman and the lover of the romantic and the 
beautiful in nature this place is equally desirable as a resort, and in all features that make the 
summer season especially attractive has no superior in the United States. 

The climate here is delightfully cool during the heated term, the mean temperature of the 
three summer months, as shown by the records of the Oswego Signal Station for a series of 
years, being about sixty-eight degrees above zero, while the winter weather for such a northerly 
latitude is singularly mild, the mean temperature for the three coldest months tor a correspond- 
ing period registering twenty-three degrees. The mean temperature the year round is forty-six 
degrees above zero. This almost phenomenal evenness and salubrity of climate is accounted 
for by unique combination of mountain range, lake and river surrounding the city, by which the 
refreshing and delicious breezes are fanned up along the banks of the Oswego in the summer 
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and the hill-tops arrest the winter winds and break their force. The supply of pure water is 
abundant, and excellent sulphur and mineral springs are located here likewise.

SUBURBAN ATTRACTIONS. 

The environs of Oswego are worthy of spe- 
cial mention, and the topographer as well as the 
artist may find inspiration hereabouts, if anywhere 
on the North American continent. Outside the 
business portion of the city where the streets 
intersect each other at right angles run broad, 
winding roadways, serpentine drives and magnifi- 
cent boulevards, gracefully curving and sloping, 
and lined with beautiful shade trees, well-culti- 
vated gardens, etc., while on every hand the 

eye is attracted by luxurious country seats, charming villas, and all the evidences of wealth and taste. 
From the city south for a distance of fifteen miles is a drive of unsurpassed loveliness at the 
water's edge, along which the river is spanned by wide bridges at intervals of three and five miles, 
while on the' opposite bank its counterpart, the return drive, is equally beautiful, science having 
manifestly worked in harmony with nature in developing to perfection many and varied attractions 
in the environs of Oswego. An enthusiastic writer on this subject describes the boulevard in 
the following rhapsodical emanation: "Along the Lake Shore west for three miles, is a wide 
and cultivated road for carriage and bridle, with all of nature's grandeur of beach and bluff so 
blended with the handiwork of man, that the roaring of the waters rolling in upon the sandy 
shore at one's very feet, can be enjoyed while driving along upon this beautifully carpeted 
road While upon the other side are forests and fields of wild fruits and cultured grain, and 
winding shady lanes to tempt the Equestrian to the dreamy solitude of sighing winds through 

dense and lonely thicket." , • ,. ■ 1 l■^ 

It may be here remarked, in connection with the romantic and picturesque, that m this locality 
it was that Tames Fenimore Cooper found the material and laid the scenes of his marvellous fasc- 
nati-n- Indian novels, the famous "Leather-stocking" Series. Apropos of Cooper, it is recorded 
that while the future great American writer was serving as a young midshipman on the "Oneida 
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hereabouts in the primitive days of Oswego, he was known as a rollicking youth and something of a 
wag. As an instance of young Cooper's tendencies in the latter direction the following distich 
upon the callings of the brothers Moses and Eli Stevens, who started in business here together in 
jSio, one as a shoemaker and the other as a hatter, is credited to him : 

Upon Moses and Eli 

All people may rely 
For shoes and for hats that will stand the worst weather ; 

What with boots and with felt 

They will use up the welt, 
And to two-legged calves sell the quadruped's leather. 

OSWEGO HARBOR AND WATER ROUTES. 

To a person visiting this city for the first time without previous knowledge of its chief 
features, the splendid bay with its numerous inlets is a pleasing surprise, and not only as to 
its size and beauty, but also as to the tremendous amount ot activity displayed on this beauti- 
ful sheet of water. The scores of huge grain elevators and mammoth warehouses that line the 
■water fronts remind one of New York and Brooklyn t latge steamers and sailing vessels of 
•every description are being loaded and aiocharged powerful steam hoists n operation on the 
docks ; immense quantities of freight and merchandise in process of transtcr to and from the 
railroad cars, and bustle everywhere, while hundreds of pleasure boats and small craft of every 
■conceivable variety may be seen as far as the eye can reach. In a word, boating of every 
■description exhausts itself at this point, the harbor having an immense width and every advan- 
tage oft safctj/. There is the trim and dainty shell with its arrow-like prow darting through 
the qt'icf; littie coves ; the saucy Catamaran shooting half submerged out before the wind ; 
the myriads oi; little yachts, the steam launches that are so cosy and attractive and can be employed 
by the hour osr day for a ride west or east of twenty miles, making landings every two or 
three miles at camping points, harbors bays or gaming grounds. 

Excursion steamers with flying colors and bands of music are continually going and coming. 
'Ohe of the chief delights of the tourist is the moonlight excursion on the lake. No place 
on the continent can be found the peculiar jutting land and promontory, with beacon light, pier 
and fort, which makes the magnificence of a moonlight picture, that is viewed an half mile 
from Oswego harbor. 

A line of steamers run daily down the St. Lawrence River to Alexandria Bay, the gay 
centre of the Thousand Islands, thence the rapids to Montreal and Quebec, and spacious 
steamers make excursions to the old Canadian city of Kingston, where so much of historical 
interest can be found. 

For nine months of the year — during the season of navigation, — a daily line of propellers, 
•carrying freight and passengers, is run between Oswego and Chicago and all the important 
intermediate lake ports, and daily, semi-weekly and tri-weekly lines also ply between this city, 
and Hamilton, Kingston and the other Canadian ports, while a great number of sailing vessels of 
all kinds are engaged in coasting and foreign trade. Add to this the enormous Canal traffic of 
the city, and it will not be difficult to understand why Oswego has attained commereial suprem- 
acy in northern New York. 

AN HISTORIC LANDMARK. 

An especially noteworthy feature of interest, alike to Oswegoans and visitors to the city, is 
Fort Ontario, from the surrender of which by the British in 1796 may be dated the history of 
modern Oswego. The old fortification stands on the right bank of the river, in the middle 
of a high plateau, commanding the town, the harbor and the approaches thereto. It consists 
of a square 180 feet on a side, including quarters built of stone. It was constructed at , an 
■early period and rebuilt in 1839 ^^^^ byanized wooden revetements. In 1863 the Government

■commenced to replace these with stone revetements upon a plan which consists of a pentagon 
•constructed of solid masonry. The walls are seven and a half feet high, with rifle galleries in 

the casemates at the angles commanding the sally-port, and similar rifle galleries at each angle 
of the works. 

EARLY HISTORY. 

Although it is absolutely certain that Catholic missionaries had reached this section of the 

country occupied by the "Five Nations," and had been laboring among the Iroquois, Ononda- 

gas and other Indian tribes soon after Jacques Cartier 
had navigated the St. Lawrence up to Montreal, and 
that Samuel Champlain, who founded the colony of 
Canada, had been endeavoring to extend the French 
possessions into the territory now known as Oswego 
County as far back as 1615, the first mention made 
in history of this place is to the effect that in 17S7 
the Onondaga Indians petitioned the Mayor and 
Council of Albany to establish a trading post at the 
SB mouth of the Oswego River, which petition, however, 
^ does not appear to have been granted. In 1696 
Frontenac, then Governor of Canada, landed at the 
mouth of the Oswego River, built a small stockade, and 
after marching into the interior, where he burned a few 

villages, abandoned the place and returned to Canada. In 1722 or 1725, authorities differ as to the 

year, by consent of the Iroquois, the English and Dutch established a settloment and trading post. A 

fort was built in 1727, but when hostilities began between the English and French in 1744, 

the traders abandoned the place and it stood defenceless till 

1755, when, having been strengthened, it was used as a base 

of operations against Canada. Montcalm with a force of 3000 

men captured Oswego, taking 120 cannon, nine war ships, 1700 

prisoners and a quantity of munitions and provisions. This 

commander pledged his word for the safety of the prisoners 

taken, but on account either of his weakness or perfidy, 100 

of them were given to the Indians to be tortured and killed. 

A frightful scene of massacre followed, in which 150 English 

lives were sacrificed with all the cruelties of Indian savagery. 

The defences were dismantled and remained so until 1759-60, 

when they were repaired and strengthened, and became the 

base of operations of a force whici; participated in the final 

conquest of Canada. A British force was mamtained at Oswego 

till the end of the Revolutionary war, when it was surrendered 

and transferred to the United States. In May, 1812, it was 

captured by the British, who took a number of prisoners, 

burned the barracks and spiked the guns. 

Oswego substantially ended. 
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With this incident the early military history of 



A RETROSPECT.-PIONEERS. 

Prior tc 1797 the place now known as Oswego had no official existence, and, so far as 
can be learned from anv authentic sources, not more than half a dozen actual residents. 
The two first settlers appear to have been John Love and Ziba Phillips, who were either here 
when the British left Fort Ontario on July 14, 1796, or arrived immediately a terward 
Nothing is known of them, except that they were engaged in the Indian trade Phillips left 

in a short time, it seems, but Love continued to reside here for some years later. Neither 
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of these was a man of any consequence evidently, as no further reference to them is made 
in any available records. The first bona fide business man to settle in the embryo city was 
Neil McMullin, a merchant of Kingston, N. Y., who had previously made a trip to this place 
to do some Indian trading. He came to stay in the summer of 1796. Mr. McMullin 
being favorably impressed with the prospects here, determined to take up his abode at 
"Oswaygo," and with a view to providing for his family comfortably, had the frame of a small 
house constructed at Kingston, and actually performed the almost incredible exploits of transport- 
ing the skeleton domicile, his family and effects, hither from the banks of the Hudson over 
the long tedious route by way of the Mohawk River, Wood Creek, Oneida Lake and Oswego 
River, in safety. The building was erected on the west side on the river bank, in the 
center of the ground subsequently occupied by Senaca Street, and was the pioneer frame 
structure in Oswego. McMullin's was the first family to locate here, after the military 
occupation ceased, of which there is any account. Shortly after in the same season Mr, 
McMullin had a neighbor in the person of Captain Edward O'Connor, the first man of note to 
settle in the place. He is described as an Irishman of education and pleasing manners, and 
a man of stamp who had fought bravely throughout the Revolution in the service of his 
adopted country, and who had followed Willett in the desperate attempt to surprise the 
English garrison and capture Fort Ontario in the winter of 1783. Captain O'Connor subse- 
quently taught school at Oswego, and also at Talt Point (Syracuse). His daughter Mary, 
born at the latter place in 1797, upon attaining to womanhood became the wife of Alvin 
Bronson, whose name is so closely associated with the up-building of the trade and commerce 
of Oswego, the first village president, first president of the Oswego Board of Trade, public- 
spirited citizen, patriot and patriarch. 

In 1796 that portion of the present city east of the Oswego River was part of the town 
of Mexico, Herkimer County, while the section west of the river was in the town of Lysander,. 
Onondaga County. At the session of the State Legislature in the year 1797 an act was passed 
directing the surveyor-general to lay out a hundred acres on the west side of the Oswego 
River, at its mouth, so as to form a public square or market-place at the most convenient 
point. The act stipulated that the principal streets were to be a hundred fee-t wide and cross 
streets sixty feet. It was further enacted that the town so laid out should be called forever 
thereafter by the name of Oswego. 

The new village was laid out, in accordance with the law, during the summer of 1797, 
under the direction of surveyor-general Simson DeWitt, by Benjamin Wright, the surveyor of 
Scriba's patent. The original street nomenclature of the embryo city was somewhat peculiar, 
for while the streets running north and south were named in numerical order (as they are 
to-day) First, Second, Third, etc., those running east and west by a curious conceit received 
their names from the circle in the heavens embracing the sun's path; some also being called 
after places in the ancient republics of Greece and Rome. The signs of the Zodiac — Aries 
(now Schuyler Street) ; Taurus (now Seneca Street) ; Aquarius (now Ohio Street) ; Leo (now 
Oneida Street) ; Virgo (now Mohawk Street) ; Libra (now Utica Street) ; Gemini (now Cayuga 
Street) : Cancer (now Bridge Street) ; Scorpio (now Albany Street) ; Sagittarius (now Erie 
Street), and Capricornus (now Niagara Street) — would appear to have received special favor, as 
eleven out of the twelve in the constellation were utilized. The one Zodiacical sign slighted 
namely Pisces, would have been by the way what neither of the ones selected was, suggestive 
and appropriate, as the waters here literally teemed with the finny tribe. Soon after the first 
school was opened here by Miss Artemisia Waterhouse of Fulton. It is needless to say that 
this indispensable feature of progress was a primitive institution, and could hardly at best have 
a dozen pupils. Sometime in 1798 or 1799 William Vaughan and Peter Sharpe were added to 
the little colony, the latter opening a tavern for the accommodation of travellers and boatmen ; 
also storing goods detained On their passage. In the spring of 1800 Archibald Fairfield with 
his family came here from the mouth of Salmon Creek, built himself a house and started in 
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business as an innkeeper. In the summer of this year Daniel Burt of Orange Count)', New 
York, having made a canoe voyage from Kingston, Canada, where he had been on business, 
put up at the Fairfield tavern. Liking the appearance of the place, he not long after moved 
to Oswego -with his family. Bradner Burt, his son, built the first saw-milt in Oswego, in the 
year 1802, and Mr. Burt'S sons and grandsons have been among the leading business men and 
stanchest citizens here. There were in the town at this period only six families. 

Joel Burt was the first collector of the port of Oswego, and his commission was dated 
August I, 1803. Not long after this there settled in Oswego Daniel Hugenin and family, who 
subsequently became prominent factors in shaping the destinies of the city. Daniel Hugenin, 
Jr., established the first regular store in the town, the same being on First Street, between 
Cayuga and Seneca Streets. A little while afterwards came Edwin M. Tyler, who "farmed the 
sea" for a living, or, to be more explicit, was engaged in the lake service, and about the 
same time Captain Theophilus Baldwin made his home in Oswego. The first physician to 
locate here was Dr. Caldwell, who arrived in 1806 and for some years practiced medicine and 
taught school conjointly. The next event of importance was the building of the brig " Oneida " 
by Henry Eckford. The following spring the firm of McNain & Co. built a schooner of eighty 
tons, and Forman & Brackett erected a grist mill of modest dimensions, the first enterprise of 
the kind in Oswego. In 18 10 the population had grown to some Jiundreds, and several men of 
stamp settled in the place. Of these the most prominent was Alvin Bronson, already mentioned 
as having married the daughter of Captain Edward O'Cormor. Mr. Bronson was at this period 
a young man of twenty-seven, and came here as the representative of the firm of Townsend, 
Bronson & Co., and began the construction of a schooner with the men and tools he had 
brought with him from his former home in Waterbury, Conn. The capture of Fort Ontario by 
the British in 1812, and the war of this year, disturbed the progress of things in the village 
very materially, and several citizens of Oswego took a prominent part in the cc^nflict ; and 
again in 1814 the English made an attack on Oswego, all families leaving that could do so. 
It was in 1816 that the first church was organized in the village. It was of the Presbyterian 
denomination, had seventeen members, and the dominie was Rev. Mr. Abeel. The pioneer news- 
paper, the Oswego Gazette, published by S. A. Abbey & Brother, had inception in 1817. Its 
publication was discontinued in 1819, and from the plant John H. Lord and Dorephus Abbey 
evolved the Oswego Palladium. 

In 1823 the Oswego Canal Company was chartered, and the same year Oswego received the 
benefit of its first steamboat line, which consisted of the rather primitive little steamers, the 
"Ontario," "Sophia" and "Martha Ogden." The Oswego canal, which had been commenced in 1826, 
was completed in 1828, and this same year the first election for village officers took place. 
Alvin Bronson was chosen president, Thomas Willett, treasurer, and John Howe, collector. At 
this period the place contained not over one thousand people. Two years subsequently the 
Welland canal was opened, and from this onward the milling interest assumed life. On August 
1, of 1830, the first vessel to pass through the Welland canal, the little schooner "Erie," arrived 
at Oswego from the lake whose name it bore, and henceforth Oswego fell into a tide of pros- 
perity that continued without interruption up to the end of 1837, when a financial depression set in, 
and this was still aggravated by the excitement attending the patriot war, the ardent spirits of 
the period forming "Hunter" lodges along the border for the purpose of raiding the Dominion 
of Canada. From 1842 on, however, the village began to recover from the depression and 
excitement referred to, and valuable improvements had been made in Oswego when the year 
1846 marked its history. In 1847 six large mills came into existence; a great variety of 
business enterprises sprung up; several churches were erected; a number of modern residences 
were built and the people began talking of " railroad " and "city." And with substantial results, too, 
for the very next year Oswego was duly incorporated as a city and the railroad between Oswego 
and Syracuse constructed. At the first municipal election James Piatt was chosen mayor, and 
the following named members of the city council: Hunter Crane, Gilbert Molhson, Stephen H. 
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Lathrop, Robert Oliver, George S. Alvord, John Bigeol, Samuel S. Taylor and William S. Mal- 
colm. They appointed John M. Casey as the first city clerk. In 1850 the population had 
reached twelve thousand, and ships laden with grain were coming down from the upper lakes 
by the score while the elevator transferred their cargoes to the mills to be turned into flour or 
to the canal boats for transshipment to New York. 

The next most notable occurrence was the disastrous fire that swept over the east side in 
July, 1853, and which destroyed all the mills and elevators in that section of the city, and 
also most of the buildings in the second ward. The burned district was rebuilt forthwith, 
however, and increased activity everywhere prevailed. About two years from this time the 
old wooden bridge erected in 1822 was replaced by an iron structure built by the city at a 

cost of $42,000, and many other 
public improvements were carried 
out, the city library, the gift of Gerrit 
Smith, being among the features 
indicated. The population in 1855 
was close upon si.xteen thousand 
and maintained a steady ratio of 
increase up to i860.

a No event in the whole history 

a of Oswego created such a pro- 
^ found sensation as that caused by 
S the news of the revolt of the 
Southern States and the formation 
of the rebel confederacy ; and it 
is no figure of speech to describe 
the feelings of the Oswegoans as 
" red hot." No town or city in the entire state displayed more spirit or responded with more 
alacrity to Father Abraham's call for volunteers than did this, and throughout the ensuing 
four years young and middle aged men marched out of town in companies and battalions on 
their way to the front. 

This patriotic bailiwick furnished altogether not much less than one thousand enlisted men, 
some of whom took part in all the notable battles of the war from Bull Run to Appomattox. 
Some won distinction for exceptional heroism ; not a few were named for bravery, fighting with 
Grant in the Wilderness, Gettysburg and other terrific engagements, and many marched with 
Sherman from " Atlanta to the sea," while several Oswegoans were with Sheridan in those 
whirlwind charges executed by " Little Phil" along the Shenandoah Valley. And a number of 
the brightest and best never returned, as it is needless to remark. 

PROGRESS OF QUARTER OF A CENTURY. 

While a host of gallant volunteers were fighting for the integrity of the nation, those who 
remained at home were not idle, but pushed on business with undiminished vigor. The new 
iron bridge on Utica Street was constructed in 1867, and quite a number of substantial improve- 
ments were made; the new City Hall was built in 1870; the population had reached over 
twenty thousand, and trade and commerce grew apace until the financial panic of 1873. Not- 
withstanding the "hard limes" caused at the last mentioned period, the population had grown 
to nearly twenty-three thousand in 1875, and business soon commenced to flourish once more. 
Hitherto the capital wealth of Oswego had been almost entirelv employed in the grain, flour 
and lumber trade, and, with the exce|ition of the vast Kingsford starch factory and a few

o ler large works, not many extensive manufacturing concerns were in operation in the city 
boon atter, however, the advantages of the place as a manufacturing center began to become 
apparent, and this coupled with the immense water power on the Oswego River and the 
clieapness of transportation has been steadily attracting capital hither in industrial ventures 
The water power is almost unlimited. The Oswego River, fed by the lakes of central New 
York IS unfading; the head being about the same the year 'round. This power is furnished 
by the Varick Hydraulic Canal Co., on one side of the river, and by the Oswego Canal Co 
on the other, and at very low rates. In this connection it may be observed that coal is 
delivered here at the trestles of the D. L. & W. Railroad, and the N. Y. O cS. W Rail- 
road, direct from the coal fields at remarkably low prices, this great staple being shipped in 
enormous quantities from this city 
to all parts of Canada and the 
western states. 



TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES 

The city has water communi 
cation with the St. Lawrence and 
Canada via Lake Ontario ; Chicagr 
and the Northwest via Welland 
canal and the great chain of lakes 
East and inland by Oswego and 
Erie canals ; and by rail via D 
L. & W. Railroads, direct to Ne \ 
York, Philadelphia, and the conl 
fields of Pennsylvania. The D. L 
& VV. Railroad also connects at 
Syracuse with the New York Central 
and West Shore. The N. Y., O. 
& W. Railroad runs direct to New 
York, and connects at Sylvan Beach with the Elmira, Cortland & Northern ; at Oneida 
with the N. Y. C. and West Shore; at Sidney with the Del. & Hud. Canal Railroads 
and Penn. Roads ; at Middletown with the Erie and Eargo and Western. The R. W. & O. 
Railroad connecting at Syracuse, Rome and Utica with the New York Central, makes three 
competing lines to New York. The R. W. & O. from Niagara Ealls and Suspension Bridge 
connects at Oswego with through route to Boston and other eastern points. It also connects 
at Rochester, Buffalo and Suspension Bridge with all western routes. This road is the great 
railway system of northern New York and is called the road of many ends, viz : Suspension 
Bridge, Rochester, Oswego, Syracuse, Rome, Utica, Cape Vincent, Clayton, Ogedensburg, Norwood 
and Sackett's Harbor, with head offices and shops at Oswego, giving this port shipping facilities 
equal to the best on the great chain of lakes. Twenty-three passenger trains arrive and 
twenty-three depart each day. 

INDUSTRY, COMMERCE AND TRADE. 

As has already been indicated, cereals and the product of the forest constitute the principal 
factors in the commercial activity of Oswego and these are something immense. There are, 
however, also mercantile, manufacturing and business interests of every description conducted on 
an e.xtensive scale, and Oswego has a number of wholesale houses, retail establishments and 
stores devoted to every branch of trade that compare favorably with those of much larger cities, 
while this city has those manufacturing concerns known the world over and especially worth)' 
of note here. They are the Oswego Starch Factory, one of the largest in the world ; Ames 
Iron Works, sending steam engines all over the United States, South America, China and 
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Japan ; and the Oswego Shade Cloth Co. manufacturing opaque shade cloth, the largest in the 
world. The Minetto Shade Cloth Co. also has its headquarters here. Amone: other industries 
are large engine and boiler works besides the one mentioned above ; flouring mills that have a 
name and reputation reaching all points east and south, to the New England States and Old 
England ; five large malting houses, sash, blind, door, and other wood-work factories ; one of 
the largest if not the largest box factory in the state; Conde's Knitting Factory; a very 
extensive establishment, that takes the lead in knit goods ; also small and large manufactories 
too numerous to mention. The R. W. & O., the D. L. & W., and N. Y., Ont. & W. Rail- 
roads, all have shops here, covering acres of ground and employing large forces. 

The Lumber Trade is very extensive, reaching as high as 395,000,000 feet some years. 
Canada lumber of all kinds finds a market here ; also the Michigan lumber and fancy hard 
woods of the west. The port is a distributing point, and is the largest Canada barley market 
in the United States. The receipts of this grain alone in the following years at this port as 
compared with Buffalo, the next largest receiving port, were, Buffalo : — 1883, 2,104,722 ; 1884, 
1,854,324; 1885, 2,148,038; 1886, 2,112,582. Oswego :— 1883, 4,491,288; 1884, 3,330,5^6; 1885, 
3,853,282; 1886, 4,173,166. 

The Port of Oswego heads the list on arrivals and clearances to foreign ports on the St. 
Lawrence River and chain of lakes. The value of imports and e^cports just received for the 
month of July, 1887 (the dullest of the year), for the following ports of entry, were : — Oswego, 
$451,056.00; Buffalo, $284,826.00; Niagara, (Suspension Bridge), $217,688.00; Genesee, 
(Rochester), $148,055.00. And for the fiscal years ending June 30, Buffalo : — 1886, $6,234,- 
345; 1887, $6,430,312. Oswego:— 1886, $7,011,957; 1887, $5,983,701.

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HE city o£ Watertown is distinguished as a most progressive and prosperous manufactur- 
ing and commercial center, and as the capital of Jefferson County, one of the richest and 
most fertile counties into which the Empire State is divided. The city is within the 
limits of Watertowm township, and lies on the south or left bank of the Black River, a few 
miles from its entrance into the Black River branch of Lake Ontario. This river is the third 
in size of the streams wholly within the state. It rises in Herkimer County, has a course of 
1 08 miles until it reaches its confluence with the Black River Bay at the foot of Lake Ontario. 
At Leyden it falls sixty-three feet, whence to Carthage, forty miles away, the river is navigable 
for boats, but below this point and to its mouth the navigation is obstructed by rapids. From 
the falls at Leyden the Black River canal extends south to the Erie canal at Rome. The 
river, in passing Watertown, has a fall of eighty-eight feet in one mile, by five natural cascades 
and seven artificial dams, creating an immense water-power, unrivalled in the Union for its 
availability. The river, which is here sixty yards wide, divides the city into two unequal por- 
tions, and it is crossed by a fine suspension bridge and several other bridges. The river con- 
tinues in rapids for a mile below the city, and all along its course affords practically inexhaust- 
ible water-power for manufacturing purposes. It will be apparent to the reader of these 
facts why the first settlers here should have named their settlement Watertown. 

The county of which Watertown is the capital is situated along the east shore of Lake 
Ontario, and contains 1,125 square miles. It is bounded on the northwest by the St. Lawrence 
River, and drained by Indian River, flowing north into it, and Black River, Chaumont, Stoney and 
Sandy creeks, flowing into the lake. The surface for ten miles back from the lake is level 
or undulating; it then slopes to the southeast, and becomes broken and hilly. Most of the 
county is of the transition formation, consisting of Potsdam sandstone and varieties of limestone 
and shale. Bog, specular and spaltic iron ores, tremolite fluor spar, green malachite, heavy spar, 
peat, etc., are found. The soil is a rich sandy loam and very productive. In the north- 
west great crops of wheat are raised ; in the southeast is excellent grazing, and the swamps 
produce many cranberries for export. Farming is the chief pursuit ; large dairies are kept, 
thousands of cattle and swine sent to market, much flax raised, and many sheep sheared. Its 
manufactures are extensive, chiefly of flour, lumber, iron, leather, potash and woolen goods. Its 
commerce and shipping are large, and interior communication good and improving. The taxable 
property in the county in 1880 was $22,069,787, and the population 66,106. 

The surface of Watertown is generally uneven. The soil is sandy loam and clay, lying upon 
a limestone foundation, and is very fertile. The city is seventy-two miles north by west from 
Rome, seventy miles south by west of Ogdensburg ; from Albany it is 160 miles west by north- 
west, and from Utica eighty-six miles north by northwest, by railroad. The city, as yet, has had 
no centennial to celebrate. The place was first settled in 1800, was laid out in 1805, and in 
1831 was incorporated a village. In 1869 it was separated from the districts of Pamelia and 
Watertown, and subsequently it received a city charter. The population has experienced a steady 
growth. In 1840 it was 5,027; in 1850, 7,201; in i860, 7,567; in 1870,9,336; in i88o, 10,697; 
and it is now computed that the city has a population of about 15,000. The city is hand- 
somely laid out in wide streets crossing each other at right angles, and these are well shaded 
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by trees principally maple. The thoroughfares are lighted by gas and electric lights, and are 
kept in fine order. The public buildings are substantial edifices, and there are many handsome 
and palatial looking mansions, while the cottages of the artisan class have an aspect of coziness 
and comfort. The county court-house and jail are built of stone, and there is an extensive 
United States arsenal here built of brick, and just outside the city limits are the county poor 
liouse and insane asylum buildings. 

The little municipality is divided into several wards, and the public affairs of the citizens 
are ^entrusted to a mayor, board of aldermen and other elective bodies and their officers The 

city s finances are on the whole economically and prudently managed, the taxation being kept 
at a low point, while all needed improvements are efficiently and vigorously carried out strict 
sanitary regulations enforced, and a low death rate maintained. The city owns a splendid 
waterworks system, the reservoirs having a capacity of 6,500,000 gallons, and the water supplied 
IS pure and wholesome. A thoroughly equipped fire department gives adequate protection to 
property against fire, and a well disciplined police force preserves the peace of the community 

The citizens have not been unmindful of the advantages arising from a liberal provision for 
furthering the education of the children of the city. There are several excellently graded pub- 
lic schools and a high school, and a well stocked public library, the attendance at which proves 
that It IS much appreciated by all classes. Besides these the city has two daily, four weekly 
and one monthly papers, all of which are ably conducted and have large circulations in the city 
and its surroundings. 

The city has many extensive commercial houses that, besides doing a large local trade, are 
extensively engaged in shipping grain, wool, limestone, ores, farm products and manufactured 
goods to all sections of the countr)-, the city being the great trading center for a large part of 
the county. Watertown has numerous and extensive manufacturing establishments that are 
■doing' a vast business in the production of woolen goods, paper, flour, machinery, iron utensils, 
farming implements, leather, building lumber, etc. The location is in every way adapted for 
the successful prosecution of these industries, water-power being enormous and plentiful, building 
land and materials cheap, taxation low, and labor abundant, while there are ample banking facili- 
ties afforded by four national and one savings bank, and adequate transportation advantages 
provided by the Rome, Watertown & Ogdensburg and the Utica & Black River railroads. 

In all respects Watertown is a prosperous and progressive city, as is evidenced by the num- 
ber and variety of its manufacturing and commercial establishments, its ten churches, its nu- 
merous schools, places of amusement, its public and private buildings, its low death rate and 
taxation and the constant increase of its population.

All 
garments made here are guaranteed to be perfect in material, 
workmanship, cut, style and fit, and the prices are placed at the 
lowest point consistent with a living business, Mr. Montgomery 
was born near Dublin, Ireland, and has lived in Watertown since 
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IGDENSBURG is one of. the oldest and most flourishing cities of northern New Yorlv. 
It lies at the mouth of the Oswegatchie River, i6i miles northwest of Albany, and 
on the right bank of the St. Lawrence River. It was one of the first places in the 
state to be settled, and the early settlers were attracted here by the promising commercial 
importance of the place, owing to its propinquity to the St. Lawrence, one of the great navi- 
gable thoroughfares of the North American continent. This is one of the famous rivers of the 
world. It forms the boundary between the United States and Canada until it arrives one mile 
north of the forty-fifth degree of north latitude, and is the natural course for direct commerce 
from the northern portion of America with Europe. It forms the outlet of the chain of lakes, 
or inland seas, lying between the United States and Canada. It may be considered as 
descending from Lake Superior, and passing through Lakes Huron, Erie and Ontario, to the 
■Gulf of St. Lawrence, a distance of 2000 miles, draining an area of 500,000 square miles in 
■extent. After crossing the forty-fifth latitude, the course of this majestic river is wholly within 
the territory of Canada. In the upper part of its course it loses the character of a river 
when passing through the lakes ; and even when passing from lake to lake, connecting and 
bearing along their waters, it is known by different names in different sections. Below 
Montreal the river varies in breadth from half a mile to three miles, and it passes through 
the Lake St. Peter, fifty miles below Montreal, which is from twelve to fifteen miles wide. 
Below Quebec the river increases rapidly in width until it enters the gulf by a mouth nearly 
100 miles across. Its average fall is about six inches to the mile, although this is very 
unequally distributed, on account of the numerous rapids, and one stupendous cataract, in its 
course. It receives many tributaries, and is navigable by sea-going vessels to Montreal. 
Above that city its navigation is impeded by rapids, of which the Cedar and Lachine are the 
most considerable. The inclination of these rapids is so regular that steamboats drawing seven 
feet of water can descend the river safely ; and for the purpose of obviating the difficulty of 
ascent (Lake Ontario being 231 feet above the ocean level), seven different canals have been con- 
structed, of an aggregate length of forty-one miles, which will admit the passage of vessels of 
1000 tons burden. A canal has also been constructed from Lake Ontario to Lake Erie, 
called the Welland canal, twenty-eight miles in length, and having a capacity to pass a vessel 
of 500 tons burden. There is also a ship canal of large size around the falls of St. Mary, 
between Lake Huron and Lake Superior. A vessel of 500 tons may load from the mouth of 
the St. Louis River at Duluth, Minn., or from Chicago, and, without breaking bulk, pass down 
the St. Lawrence to any part of the world. 

It will thus be seen that Ogdensburg occupies a very fortunate and advantageous position 
from a commercial point of view, and that its water highway and its railroad connections place 
it within communication with every part of the habitable globe. At Ogdensburg the St. 
Lawrence River has a width of. one and a quarter miles, and here it is joined by the Oswe- 
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gatchie River, which rises in Herkimer County, traverses Cranberry Lake and flows in a very 
tortuous course through St. Lawrence County, wliere it receives the outlet of Black Lake, four 
miles from its mouth. A natural canal connects it with Grass River. The Oswegatchie River 
■contains numerous falls, wliich are of great advantage to Ogdensburg, since they furnish almost 
unlimited water-power for the various manufacturing industries carried on in the city ; and this 
river, too, furnishes the city with an abundance of pure, wholesome water for domestic and 
manufacturing purposes. On its banks have been constructed extensive water-works of sufficient 
■capacity to meet all the demands of the city for many years to come. 

Ogdensburg is at the lower termination of sloop navigation on the St. Lawrence, but steam- 
boats go to the rapids forty miles below and thence pass by Ogdensburg to the various places 
on Lake Ontario, from which it is distant seventy-two miles. On the opposite shore of the 
St. Lawrence is the busy and flourishing town of Prescott, between which and Ogdensburg 
there is an adequate and constant steam ferry boat service. Ogdensburg has long been an 
•official port of entry, and there is a vast amount of foreign and domestic shipping done here, 
the trade with Carnada through Ogdensburg being annually of large volume. The city is the 
headquarters of the Northern Transportation Company's line of between twenty and thirty screw- 
steamers plying between Chicago and intermediate lake ports. Freight and passenger steamers 
also make regular trips up and down the river from Cape "Vincent to Montreal, and ferry 
connections with Prescott give facilities for meeting trains on the Grand Trunk Railway, East 
or West, and the St. Lawrence and Ottawa Railway for the capital of Canada. Ogdensburg 
is also the terminus of the Rome, Watertown & Ogdensburg and Black River railroads, which 
give the city direct communication with Syracuse and Utica, and of the Ogdensburg & Lake 
Champlain railroads. The Rome, Watertown & Ogdensburg Railroad Company have a huge 
grain elevator, on the river front, to receive grain from the steamers from western ports on 
the lakes. The city is a favorite resort for tourists and pleasure seekers during the summer 
months, who find it a convenient place from which to reach the Thousand Islands, or take the 
steamer, and shoot the rapids of the St. Lawrence on the trip to Montreal. 

Ogdensburg was incorporated a city in 1868, and it to-day ranks among the most prosper- 
ous and flourishing cities of the Empire State. It lies in a valley, which is populated 
by more than four million souls, which is fat in fertile elements, is in the neighborhood of 
hills full of most valuable clays and earths, is within a region whose hill tops and plains are 
mantled with forests, and it possesses a God-made water highway to the markets of the world. 
It is within easy reach of inexhaustible coal fields ; extensive deposits of rich and indispen- 
sable minerals of a varied character are near at hand; lumber and building materials are 
plentiful and cheap; water-power is abundant, and steamships bring to its water front the 
products of the vast cultivated fields of the "boundless West." These are among the elements 
that are contributing to the expansion of Ogdensburg as a great manufacturing and commercial 
center. It now possesses some of the most extensive manufacturing concerns in the state, 
and new industrial establishments are springing up on every hand. Here are in operation the 
largest planing mills and box factories in the country, also numerous tanneries, foundries, saw 
mills, agricultural -implement works, and some of the most extensive and most celebrated flour- 
ing mills in the state. When one sees what has already been accomplished in manufacturing 
and commercial development here, and takes into account the cheap minerals, and the plentiful 
buildino- materials and articles which enter into the most marketable wares, together with the 
fertile "soil and salubrious climate, the histori-cal associations and the grand scenery, and the 
cheap and easy freight by nature's great highway-river, lakes and ocean-it is not rash to 
predict that with railroads and an established business, and country settled all about it, these 
same forces will become intensified in activity and power; and that the place is destined to 
become the chief manufacturing and commercial city of northern New York. There is ample 
space for the city to expand, and many advantageous sites are to be had for the erection of 
new manufacturing enterprises. Capitalists who come here to found new industries can count 
18 
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upon receiving the most cheerful and practical encouragement, for the citizens are fully alive to- 
the fact that a city's greatness and lasting prosperity is to be found in the variety and extent 
of its manufacturing ; enterprises. 

The principal thoroughfares of the city are lined with elegant business blocks and substan- 
tially constructed stores, many of which are quite of a metropolitan character, being elegantly 
fitted up and replete with merchandise of every description. As a class, the merchants are 
enterprising, public spirited, and energetic in furthering any movement tending to the promotion 
and advancement of the interests and welfare of the entire community. 

Ogdensburg is of itself a beautiful city, and occupies a charming and healthy location. 
Its streets are laid out at right angles. The thoroughfares are broad and well kept, and for 
the most part are embowered in maple trees, which, in their summer foliage, stretch across the 
the streets, making them cool, shady and pleasant. On this account Ogdensburg is frequently 
spoken of as the "Maple City." The citizens, busy as they are in the prosecution of their 
manufacturing and commercial enterprises, have not overlooked anything that can add to the 
attractions or promote the health of their favored city. They have provided themselves with 
three handsomely laid out public parks, and the city has been most efficiently sewered. The 
streets and business houses and dwellings are illuminated by gas and electric lights, and in all 
respects Ogdensburg is abreast with her si«ter cities in the Empire State in the adoption and 
carrying out of public improvements. In the suburbs of the city are many charming drives 
and pleasant retreats, and these are very popular resorts in the hot months of the year. 

The government of the city is vested in a mayor, board of aldermen, board of health, 
other elective bodies and officers, and on the whole the affairs of the municipality are adminis- 
tered in an economical and thorough business-like way. All needed improvements are carried 
out with spirit and vigor, but under the most perfect safeguards, and the rate of taxation is 
maintained at a very low point. The low death rate attests the healthiness of the climate 
and the perfection of the sanitary regulations of the city. 

Ogdensburg is a delightful city in which to reside, whether for pleasure or business. The 
people are intelligent, refined, hospitable and social, and there is nothing lacking that can con- 
tribute to the educational, moral, religious and social advantages, and enjoyments of the people. 
The city is provided with about half a score of excellently equipped and well managed public 
schools, which are under the direction of a board of education. In addition to these there 
are many excellently conducted private educational establishments, and a fine, well furnished 
public library. Another important educational agency, and one which wields, when properly 
directed, a potent influence for good, is the press. Ogdensburg has two daily and two weekly 
papers, and these are ably edited and conducted in an able and impartial spirit. In the 
matter of accommodation for religious worship the citizens are amply provided for, there being 
more than half . a dozen churches. Many of these are spacious and ornamental edifices of 
imposing appearance. The city is the residence of a bishop of the Roman Catholic church, 

Ogdensburg has many fine, imposing public and private buildings. Among these are the 
City Hall and the United States Court and Post Office building, the latter having been erected 
at a cost of $275,000. In the principal residential sections of the city are many elegant 
mansions, standing amid neatly trimmed lawns and well kept gardens. The cottages of the 
artisan class are n-eat and cozy, and on every hand there is an appearance of comfort and 
progress. The people are orderly and law-abiding, and the fullest protection is given to 
person and property by a well disciplined police force and an adequate, thoroughly equipped 
fire department.
